T. r. While presented the report of the 
rnniinittpp apjiointed to draw up a ooiisti- 
t;:n'.n. It i iitorod fully into the details of 
crgaiiizatiou and met with very general 
approval. The Central Association is to 
have a president, secretary and treasurer 
and an executive committee of seven, to 
be chosen at the annual meeting of the 
stockluilders. The officers are to be under 
heavy bonds. 

A con.-titiition to be adopted hy each of 
the various rfifirict (irpanizari..n> or ~ub- 
companies was iiicluded in tln' n'l'ort of 
the committee. Its provisions are nierely 
suggestions, as it isone of the strong points 
of tiif new combine that each little district 
is to be as nearly as possible self-governing. 
When a grower delivers his goods to the 
packing-house of his district he is to re- 
cpiye 50 per cent of their value. If the 
» ^ Ixiard of directors of the sub-company see 
■ tit tliey may advance the grower money 
■nl'.'.i wliich to pick and cure hi^< grapes, 
tiik;:ig a crop mortgage as security. The 
money so advanced is to be deducted from 
the lirst payment to the grower. 

During the packing season the seven 
directors of the central association will 
hold frequent meetings to manage the 
matter of sales, consignments, receipts, 
itc They are to have absolute p<iwer to 
CO!. tract for all sales, and. being a small 
body, ran act ijuickly in case of need. All 
raisins cured by any nienilier of a sub- 
company is to be sold through the central 
agency, and thus all competition between 
♦he growers will be stopped. 

It is expected tiial this plan will also do 
a-' ay xr.th the dr>-'?>t«f grapes b-forethey 
are rii»» in order that they may be first in 
the market. 

D. T. Fowler, T. C. White and William 
Harvejr were ap|>ointrd a loinniitiee to 
draw up an address to the raisin-growrrs 
of the valley.

fornia Legislature is at an end. Some 
good bills passed, some bad bills passed, 
and a multitude, largely of an indiCerent 
sort, were beaten. That is the record of 

the session. 

Governor Budd has vetoed a number of 
the bad bills, and indications are that he 
will veto the remainder. Perhap.s the 
Legislature which has just yielded up the 
ghost has accomplished less harm than 
several of its immediate predecessors. 

It has been an extravagant session in 
small things, notably in the matter of at- 
taches, but the results are better than 
came from the sessions of '8,9 or '91. Like 
previous sessions, this one did not close 
without a scandal; whether anything will 
result from it or not remains for the Sacra- 
mento Grand .lury to deteniiine. 

No very radical legislation was had. The 
passage of the bill to lease terminal facili- 
ties to the valley railroad and the defeat 
of the infamous Lexow proposition per- 
haps atone for the sins of commission and 
of omission of the law-making body of the 
State, which at this moment is just pre- 
parinj; to surrender its preroftative. 

At 11 o'clock the presentations of tokens 
to the ortieers of the Senate iH'jran. 

Senator (iesford, in a wall-turned speech, 
on behalf of the Senators presented a 
diamond-studded locket to President 
(pro tem.> Flint. Within the locket were 
tlie miniatures of the father and mother 
of Senator Flint. The President pro tern, 
replied in a short and well-expressed 
speech. 

Frank Brandon, the secretarj- of the Sen- 
ate, was presented with a silver service. 
Senator Mathews made the pru.sentation 
speech. 

Leslie Blackburn, the Sergcant-at-Arms, 
responded to a presentation speech made 
by Senator McAllister. The gift was a set 
of silver service. 

Miss Kitty McHugh, the postmistress, 
and Mrs. Blanchard, the assistant post- 
inistres.s, were presented each with a gold 
watch. Senator Martin made the presen- 
tation siieeches. 

Charles Newman, .\ssi«laiit Seri;eaiit-at- 
Arnis, was presented witli a fruld chain. 
Senator Sinipkins making the presentation 
speech. 

To 8«Mtor Bert waa pieaented a caae, 



a year, in recognition of bis ability at find- 
ing bugs in bills. 

The C!ommittee on Public Printing ad- 
vised the removal of the LegisUture 

to the two State prisons, sending the As- 
sembly to Fol.som, and the "more har- 
aened h.ody of v'^cnators ' to San Quentin. 

At this juncture I.aii(;enour accused 
Speaker Lynch of having taken advantage 
of his position to bulldoze the members of 
the Assembly into passing a bill appro- 
priating J13o,000 for the Southern Califor- 
nia Insane Asylum. He demanded that 
he be brought before the House and tried 
for the crime. 

A mock trial of considerable length fol- 
lowed. The Speaker was charged with va- 
r o.is shortcomings. Several melodramatic 
8|ieeclies were made in defense of the 
Speaker, who was found guilty, and Brusic 
of Sacramento was appi>inted to de- 
clare the sentence. This he did 
with a eulogy for the fairness, impartiality 
and forbearance shown by Mr. Lynch in 
the discharge of his duties. Ue then pre- 
sented the speaker with a watch and chain 
with adiamand locket and matchbox at« 
tached. A silver icecream service was 
then presented to Mrs. Lyneli, Bulla of Los 
Angeles making the presentation speech 
and Laui;<'nuur of Yolo rcspoinling. 

.ludge S|ieneer of Lassen was presented 
with a silver water service, the gift of the 
members. Powers of San jrandsco made 
the presentation speech. 

Chief Clerk Duckworth was presented 
with a silver-mounted toilet set and dress- 
ing case. The excellence of the service 
performed by him was rated in the highest 
terms. Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms Lam- 
phrey was also remembered. 

As it was, just at 1:30 o'clock, Mr. Meads 
and his clerks entered the Assembly cham- 
ber with the last installmeut of bills. 
Cheers greeted his appearance. 

The numbers of the tdUs were read and 
a committee was sent to the Senate to see 
if there was any further business. There 
was none, and at 1:38 o'clock Sunday 
morning the Assembly adjourned sine die, 
S[peaker Lynch announcing that in his 
opinion the Legislature had been one of 
hardest working and most earnest la the 
history of the State. 

Ihe Senate adjourned at 1:42 r. u. 



After listening to a verdict from the in- 
vestigating committee, which dexterously 
avoided affirmation or negation, the Sen- 
ate affirmed the agnostic document and 
declined to fttrther investigate the charge 
preferred by Senator Biggy against Senator 
Dunn. It shifted the bunien of responsi- 
bility from the Senatorial hiiiichback to 
the broafi shoulders of the (IrainA Jury of 
Sacramento County, and jileased with the 
riddance of its burden the Senate rejoiced. 

What matter if there be a combine? If 
there be one, the Qrand Jury must prove 
it, and the Senate's mind rests easy. 

Joseph Nougues, the attorney, who, with 
Attorneys Foote and Dwyer, represented 
Biggy, predicted just such a course. The 
Senate would not investigate, he declared, 
with an intimation that it did not dare do 
so. And so dismissing such a grave topic 
as an ii^estigation the Senate became joc- 
ular witli the high hat bilL Jink followed 
jink and quip followed jest. But on Mon- 
day or Tuesday Sacramento's Grand Jury 
will subpenathe Senators supposed to have 
been in the combine and some who were 
not to prove that a combine did exist. 
Biggy has agreed to remain over until 
Tuesday to go before the Grand .lury and 
to repeat to that body the statement which 
he made to the investigating committee, 
and the lobbyists will be called as well. 

Shortly before 12 o'clock to-night H. M. 
Lame, foreman of the Sacramento Grand 
Jury, declared that he would issue sub- 
penas for every Senator. So a searching 
investigation will be had. 

This is the report of the committee of 
(iSe appointed to investigate the charge 
made by Senator Higpy that Senator Dunn 
sought to induce him to join a Senatorial 
combine for revenue after citing the pre- 
liminaries of ai^ointment and the evi- 
dence adduced; 

Your committee concludes as follows: 

That the evidence of Mr. Kahn Is not suffi- 
ciently corroborative to overcome the conflict 
in the evidence between t?eiiaior.s Higgy and 
Dunn. Therefore, we are unable to decide from 
the evidence adduced the truth or falsity of the 
charge in salil resolution cuntaiiied. We 
further report that we did not, in our opiniou, 
have time to enter into the qiieatlon as to a 
combine and complete the investigation within 
the IHe of tbla Senate, and therefore rtfused to 
hear any evidence concerning the same. 

From all (h« evldenoe addnoed. It is plain 



that one of the Senators involved 1:1 this nffair 
has sworn falsely and ahoald be held up to the 
world In his true light and be punished for his 
misconduct. 

On the other hand It Is equally plain that 
one 01 them has spoken the truth and it U hut 
mUKer justice to him that he be able tu suh- 
stSatlate his words more fully than has been 
possible In the limited time 4t the disposal 
of this committee. 

From both considerations therefore your 
committee recommend: 

First, that the whole matter be referred to 
the Grand Jury of Sacramento County, now In 
session. 

Or second, that this committee be continued 
in existence, with power to sit during a recess 
of the LegisUture, and to report the residts of 
its labors to the Governor. . 

We feel that some further inquiry Is due to 
the innocent party, to the people of the State 
and to the good name of this honorable body. 
We herewith transmit a transcript of all the 
evidence taken in said Investigation, all of 
which is respectfully submitted.

For half an hour Senator Simpson vainly 
sought to gain recognition of the chair, as 
resolution after residution was sent up to 
the secreiary's desk. Finally, when this 
recognition was accorded. Senator Simj)- 
son tersely aiiiuninccd: "Report of the 
Investigation C-iminittee.'' 

Ilunn leaned forward in his desk and 
eagerly followed the reading of the secre- 
tary. Senator Biggy sat quietly in his 
chair, closely watching the secretary as he 
read. The report begin with a preliminary 
statement of the facts which led to the in- 
vestigation. A resume of the testimony 
followed. .\s predicted in the Call, the 
report of the committee was a Scotch one — 
"not proven." 

Senator Androus moved that the report 
be adopted and the committee discharged. 
Senator Biggy seconded the motion. 

Senator Dunn took the floor and declared 
that the chariies made by Senator Biggy 
were utterly false. Senator Orr, who was 
in the chair, ruled him out of order. 

Senator Withinpton raised the point of 
order that Senator Dunn was in order. 
Dunn was allowed to pn.cee.i. lie denied 
Biggy's charge. He had .served with Sena- 
tors Martin and Mathews before be knew 
.Senator Biggy. He referred to his record 
as a legislator and declared that he was 
willing 'to go before a Grand Jury of Sacra- 
mento County or before a committee ap- 
pointed by the Legislature, with full pow- 
ers to investigate. He concluded by ask- 
ing the Senate to appoint such^ com- 
inittee. 

■I did not intend to iliscusB this matter 
on the tlo^ir of the Senate," declared Sena- 
tor Bigsy. "but the di.scredit thrown on 
my accusation makes it necessary for me 
to reply. I took a solemn oath to the God 
who gave me existence to tell the truth to 
that committee. I took my nomination 
of Senator unwillingly. It was no one but 
Dunn"— 

At this point Biggy was called to order. 
He replied that he should be accorded the 
privilege which had been accorded Dunn 
of sfx'aking, 

"liefore I would falsely accuse a brother 
Senator of a crime like that," continued 
Seiutor Biggy, "I would aak God to strike 
rae dead. I will stand by tbe accusation 
if it is the last breath of my life. I do not 
wish to explode a bombshell on the floor of 
this Senate', but it is my duty — " 

Biggy was again called to order, but on 
motion of Seawcll was allowed to proceed. 
He related substantially the charges which 
lie had made in the open Senate and before 
the committee. Dunn iiad told him there 
was $8000 for standing in with "the com- 
bine." He had mentioned this to Senators 
Gesford and Burke, to Judge Slack and to 
John P. Dunn and others. He was willing 
to go before any investigating body or a 
grand jury to substantiat'e his accusation. 

Attorney Joseph Nougues had drafted ,1 
resolution which Senator Fay introduced, 
which was as follows: 

WnKRKAS. The chairninn of the committee 
api uiii'cd to investigate the c!,tirj.'es inij'ii. d 
from the language used by SeiiaKir Biggy in 
tlie presence of4lie Senate, of a corrupt com- 
bination of members of the Senate of the State 
of California, also of the unlawful expenditure 
or priiinlse oi payment of money on the part of 
liersons, coriioration.s and associations to In- 
Huence legislation or obstract and defeat the 
progress of the same, and also the employment 
of agents or lobbyists for the purpoee of cor- 
rnptly influencing tbe actions and votes of 
members of the Senate, states that they 
will be unable on aceomit of the short 
time Intervening before tlic day fixed for ad- 
journment to fully investigate the charges, 
and; whereas said statements are of such 
character as to cause wide-spread notoriety and 
to lead the people of the State of California to 
infer that members of the Senate are or have 
been corruptly influenced or that the Senate of 
this LegisUture is and has been corrupt In Its 
proceedings and actions; therefore, be it 

Rrmlred, That the committee of live ap- 
pointed by tlie President pro tem of the Senate 
and consisting of Senators Simpson, Smith, 
Aram, Seawell and Whiteburst, shall fully in- 
vestigate the charges and statements by Sena- 
tor Biggy. Said committee shall have full 
power to send for persons, books, papers and 
documents, shall have power to administer 
oaths to witnesses and to do all other acts 
necessary to arrive at a full, free and thorough 
investigation of said charges. 

Resohed, That said committee shall hold ses- 
sions at such times and in such pUces as it 
liiay determine, during the present session of 
the Senate, and after the adjournment thereof; 
and said committee shall transmit from time to 
time to the Altorncy-<leneral of this State a 
full rcooril of all Its proceedings. Including a 
traiiscriiu of the testimony taken; and, be it 
further 

lUfoh'ed. That the Controller be and Is hereby 
authorized and directed to draw hU warrant 

upon the Treasurer for such sum or sums as 
may be reiiiilred to defray all expenses neces- 
sary and incident to this investigation, sut>- 
ject to allowance by the Board of Examiners, 
which said expenses shall be paid oat of the 
contingent fund of the Senate. 

Retolved: That the Attorney-General be and 
he is hereby requested to attend the sessions or 
meetings of said committee and examine such 
witnesses as be may desire to examine and 
assist the said committee in its invesligstioii. 
and that he be requested to present to the 
(irand Jury of any qpunty having jurisdiction 
of any offense which may he discovered the 
n<imea of witnesses and testimony disclosed, or 
to have presented before a committing magis- 
trate such person i>r ]irrsoiis « hn in lii>opluinn 
the evidence d*scioses has committed a public 
offense. 

There was a prolonged discussion, in 
which Senators Simpson, Withington, Sea- 
well and others spoke of the advisability of 

a course to be followed. 

Senator Burke of Santa Cruz, offered a 
substitute that the whole motter be re- 
ferred to the Grand Jury of Sacramento, 
with a recjuest to make a searching inves- 
tigation. 

Senator Karl supported the motion of

Since the resolation was beaten, it has 
been whispered that the resolution intro- 
duced by Ewinu was written at the instiga- 
tion of Martin Kelly, who has occupied a 
seat at the Populist's elbow during a large 
part of the session. 

CANNOT SWAP LOTS. 

Killing of a Bill Relating to 
THE Ferry Bridge. 

SACRAMENTO, March M-A la-t at- 
tempt was made hy Dixon of Han I'ran- 
( iscii til effect the passage of Senate bill <jl, 
aiitli>jrizing the Harbor Commissioners to 
trade a water-front lot for the triangular 
lot where Market, EUist and Sacramento 
streets meet. The hill was refused passage 
two days ago and its consideration was 
{Histponed yesterday. This was to get 
time for quiet and effective work. 

Dixon to-day announced that a number 
of the members had voted against the bill 
under a misapprehension and that they 
wanted a change. As a "dreadfnl ex- 
ample" he called on Reid of Trinity for a 
few remarks. Reid annoimced that he had 
not understood the matter fully before, as 
he iindersloml there was a great disparity 
in the size of the l<.ts to be traded. He 
imderstuud. too. that any lot could lie 
traded, but now tiiat he knew a particular 
piece (if lanl «.is ■^I'ci'iiioa f.r the trade he 
was -ivilliiiL' t.i 

■Wayiuire of Alameda had made a mis- 
take, too. He bad understood that the 
Harbor Coniraissioners had money enough 
in their treasury to jiay for the land. He 
iluTefore had opposed trading for it. He 
had learned in the last two days that this 
money had ii> be iise<i for other purposes, 
:inil so he liad decijed to vote for the bill. 

Kelshaw of Contra Costa had learned 
that the triangle in question brought in a 
rental of $1200 a month, and he was afraid 
it would cost more money than the State 
woidd want to payont to get a place for 
tlie foot of their passenger bridge. 

Ewing, however, protested that the State 
wanted to keep all the land it had, and 
should buy more rather than give, sell, or 
trade away. A^ far as rental was con- 
cerned he understocKl that the property to 
be traded would bring a lieavier rental 
than the triangle, and he wanted no recon- 
sideration. 

When the bill came to a vote there were 
only thirty-three members in favor of a re- 
consideration and twenty-eight against. 
This sent the bill to the graveyiini.

SACRAMENTO, March 16.— Kone of the 
papers printed in foreign languages will | 
get a cent for printing the constitutional' 
amendments last year. The California , 
Deraokrat, a lierman paper, asked for 1 
MT50; the Franco-Cal ifornien, a French 
paper, for $44?S i2 ; the Voce del Popolo 
and Italian Publishing Company, for 
(6628 75 and f4075 60 respectively. The 
Senate recommended, as a com{«'omi8e, 
that the papers be given $3000 each.

SACliAMEXXO, Varch 16.— Governor 
Btidd vetoed the lieu land bill and the 
anti-scalpers' bill to-night. His reasons 
for vetoing the lieu land bill are as follows: 

I herewith return without my approval and 
with my ohjtictioiis thereto Assembly bill Ko. 
U95, entitiiil 'An act lo amend section 3;<i>tf of 
the Political t^uUe, appuinting the Surveyor- 
General locating agent In the United States 
JjanA OfHce and declaring theeitect of selections 
accepted by the United States." The change 
which win be made in this section by the bill 
Is by adding to the section as it now Is the 
words, "A selection made in lieu of the six- 
teenth or thirty-sixth section, if accepted by 
the United Slates, shall be a waiver and con- 
veyance to the United States of whatever claim 
end title the State may have to said section." 

The application for the purebaae ol tbe six- 
teenth and thirty-sixth seetlona of land be- 
longing to ttie state, or lands in lieu of the 
sixteenth uv tliirty-sixTh sections of land lost 
to the State, must be jns'lc us provided In sec- 
tion 3495 of the Political ('oilc.iiti l on formspre- 
pared and printed hy the S(ir\T vur-tit'neral and 
Re^istrsr. If llif land proposed li> l,f purchased 
be -ul'ab'u- It^r cc.ltivtttlun, then the prujiOst'd 
purchaser cannot purchase exceeding 
acres of such Isod; if not suitable for l ultlva- 
tifin, then 640 acres of the land maybe pur- 
clia-ird by one ]>ersoii. Whether the laud be or 
b.- ii.n suitable fur cultivation, Is determined 
by tlie ex-psric sftidavlt of the proposed pur- 
cha.ser, and by the ex-parte affidavit of two 
other persons. The selection of lieu lands must 
be based on a sixteenth or thirty-sixth .section 
lost to tbe State, because embraced within the 
limits of a Mexican or Spanish grant, or by 
reason of settlement thereon at the time of 
the survey, or because of reservation by the 
United States for public use. 

By the amendments in 1891 to sections 227.") 
and 2276 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, a sixteenth or thlity-sizUi section of 
mineral laud could be made the basis for the 
selection of lieu lands, and by the same sec- 
tion il 1*^ jjri'Vi.l. d thai the Secretary of tiie In- 
terior wilhfiui wailing UtT the extension uf the 
public surveys may ascertain, by protraction or 
otherwise, the number of townships within a 
Oov^rnment reservation, and the sixteenth 
«i:d thirty-sixth sections in each of such town- 
siiip-, if lost to the Slate, could be used as a 
basis lor the selection of lieu lands, and such 
seleciiou could be made on any unappropriated 
surveyed public land.s, not mineral laud.s, in 
any part of the State. 

By the same amendment it was provided 
that the State could await the extinguishment 
oi a reservation and then take the sixteenth 
and thirty-sixth sections therein as school 
lands. Under the authority of an act of Con- 
gress passed in 1891 the President of the 
United SiBTes by a prf>f lainft1 ion dated Decem- 
.ber -JO. isirj, and by fintitlier jirocliiuiaTioii 
dated February 19, 1893, and by two other 
proclamations dated Febmary 23, 1893, set 
apart as reservattons a large quantity of public 
lands, wholly or in part covered by timber or 
miderbrusli. But since under the provisions 
of said amendments the State could await the 
extinguishment of these reservations and then 
take the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections 
therein as school lands, these sixteenth and 
tnirty-sixih ^e<■tion^ would not be lo>t by the 
State and v.'ould not be a proper basis for the 
■eleeUon of lien lands unless the State exer- 
cised its option not to take sucb sections as 
school lands. 

ill order to flscerle.in the amount of lands 
ai)plied for for lieu lands under the.se amend- 
ments and proclamationi I addressed a letter 
to the Surveyor-fieneral on the 7th day o( this 
mouth, requesting a statement showing the 
existing applicatiAns Jiled in his office since 
and duringthe year 1H91, relative to scU'ctions 
of land in lieu of the sixiceutli ond thirty- 
sixth sections embraced within the reserva- 
tions by the Government of the United States, 
showing the names of the applicants, the 
quantity and description of the lands applied 
for, and the action taken thereon and the pres- 
ent status of such applications. *rhis statement 
was furnished to me on the l.'ith of the present 
month, and from an examination of the state- 
ment I have ascertained that since these res- 
ervation applications have l>een filed with the 
Surveyor-General for the purchase of many 
thousands of acres of land in lien of school 
lands lost to the Slate, that many thousun<ls of 
acres of lands in sixteenth and thirty-sixth 
sections embraced in these reservations have 
l>een used as a basis for the selection of lieu 
lands so applied for, and that many of these 
appUoattons have bean made through the aid 
and assistance of land lawyeis. 

Under the provisions of Section 3.'>1.'> of the 
Political Code, ccrnlicHtcsof putehase of lands 
and all Tights assured thereunder are subject 
to sale by deed of assignment. An examina- 
tion ol the places of residence of many of these 
applicants for the purchase of these lieu lands 
indicates thsi ihey are not engaged in the 
farming or grazing business and the use and 
benefit they expect to liave from the purchase 
of these lands are those which result from sale 
for the purpose nf speculation. In fsct many 
applleations for the purchase of seiuioi and 
lands have been for the purpose of specula- 
tion; and this is oontiary to the intent and 
spirit of sections 2 and 3 of Article XVII, of (he 
t ■onstltution. 

l!i my oi-inion, tlie operation of the amend- 
ment embraced in the bill herewith returned 
will be to favor land speculatiap, whteh is con- 
trary to the Intent and spirit of the constitu- 
tion of this Bute. 

If the Legislature of the State relinquish the 
right of the State to the sixteenth and thirty- 
sixth sessions embraced in the reservations, it 
should be before these sections are used as a 
basis for the selection ol lieu lands, and not 
after they have been so used, perhaps in the 
interest of land speculatorft 

In vetoing the anti-scalper's bill, the 
Oovemorsayat 

1 return hertwtth without my approval Sen- 
ate bill 239, entitled "An act to regulate the 
sale and redemption of transportation tickets." 

While this bill prolesses to be a regulation 
Of the selling and redeeming of transportation 
tickets, it goes far beyond that. While it is 
claimed that it is an tttlempt to regulate or 
prohibit the sale of tlckeU by individuals who 
have received or purchased them lawfully and 
in good faith, under the prorision of this aet 
a citizen purchasing a ticWt with a bona llde 
intention to travel upon the same, may sell the 
ticket to any individual or corporation, and 
the law thereby anthorises the purchase of 
such ticket by such other person : yet the per- 
son who thus purchases, under authority of 
law, and for s valuable consideration, the 
ticket, becomes a criminal when he either sells 
or gives to aaotiier the property and the right 
he has procured under direct authority of the 
act. 

Again, the minimum punishment [iresenbcd 
by section 6 of this act is ?(200. Should a man 
steal a railroad ticket of any value under 9S0 
heisby the law pnnishsble for committing a 
misdemeanor. There is for the ofTense of steal- 
ing a ticket, if a i;u--de[iieftiu>i . no fixed pen- 
alty,and the luaxiinum penally would bealinc 
ol $500 and six months' imprisonment. So 
that the man stealing a ticket of the value of 
pot leas than $50, with intent to deprive the 
9WSW thereof of his property therdn, could 



not be punished by a flue not to exceed ^IjOO | 
nor by Imprisonment to exceed six months, or ^ 
both, and might be fined by the conn in the- 
sum of $1 or even less. Yet a man j.nrehnsing 
a railroad ticket from Oakland to Sau Krnneisco 
for 10 cents, or a ticket from San Frsni i.-co to 
Sacramento by way of Stockton for $3 30, may 
sell the ticket or give It to a friend, but if the 
person to whom he sold or gave the ticket 
should sell or give U away, honestly and with- 
out any criminal WItent, he would become u 
criminal and be liable t« punishment by a tine 
of not. leas than 9200, and the court would 
have no power to impose a less punishment 
upon him. 

Why a man selling a railroad ticket, Iiccatise 
it is a railroad ticket, should thus be severely 
punished, while the man who steals the prO|>- 
erty of a private individual of many times the 
value of a railroad ticket may be lined but a 
small amount, is someihinK beyond my e,,m- 
prehension. To sell a railroad ticket of the 
vatua of 10 cents a second time makes a man a 
criminal under this act, with no less a penalty 
attached than a fine of !f1on, and yet a person 
may steal from a poor man all he has s(» loni; 
as it be under $50 in value, and the penalty 
therefor is a fine in any sum less than $50C> 
and imprisonment not to exceed six months. 
For no other reason than this the law should 
not be enacted. Beyond this there are other 
objections, all of which it is needless to state. 

Under section l ot. the act it is provided that 
it shall be the duty of owners, lessees, etc.. of 
transportation companies, as stated in the bill, 
to provide each agent who may he authorized 
to sell tickets or other documentary evidence 
of the right to travel upon "such railroad, 
steamboat or other conveyance" with a certifi- 
cate, etc. 

If this bill could have inter-lnte oi.eratinn. 
and even though It may not have such opera- 
tion it it iH^came a law, the meaning of the 
liiile n«ird "such" would be so brood as to 
allow any transportation company to prevent 
any other iransporlatson compan_\- havini; con- 
nections with it, from selling any tickets 
through the connecting lines without the 
authority of the owner of each and every such 
line. In other words, a railroad company 
owning a line running from San Fraticisco to 
Martinez or Stockton, connecting Willi a line 
of another company running from Stockton to 
Tulare, and that of another company owning a 
line running from Tulare to Los Angeles, mlKht 
be prevented by each and every one of these 
companies, whether under a lease or other- 
wise, from selling any tickets except through 
an iit;en: of such other companies. The agent 
ofeomi'Sny "A" might refuse to give to the 
agent oi company "B" the right to sell tickets 
over company ■■ K's" line, and it would l>e so 
aurhorized lo refuse by this act, and thereby a 
system, either ."^tHie or interstate, nf requiring 
owiLersof conuecling lines of railroads to pay 
owners of other lines of railroads for the privi- 
lege of thus selling through eoiinecting tickets 
would be established. Whe-l e: this was con- 
templated or not, it wonl.l w. !l; s, ijreat hard- 
ship to the people and to c.jiinecting trans- 
portation lines. 

The Legislature will observe that there is no 
regnUllon ot the sale of tickets by "scalpers," 
and while "scalpers" ore denounced, whether 
unjustly or not, in transacting their bnsine-ss 
the dragnet of the law proposed reaches far be- 
yond them. If they forge tickets, or allow 
them to l>e changed, 'here arc criminal laws to 
punish them. If Ibey deal in tiekets as thev 
ought not to do, and lhe.se tickets cannot now 
be traced, a law regulating or even prohibiting 
the business of "scalpers" might be passed. 
We prohibit, license or reRulale Ihe business of 
scUini; liquors, but we do not usually prohibit, 
license or regulate the giving of liquors to a 
man by his friends. There is a vast dUieience 
between an act to regulate or prohibit a busi- 
ness as such and an aet reaching to an indi- 
vidual in the exereise of his rightful use of 
property belonging to himself.

The Governor Refuses to Ap- 
prove Skn.ati: Bili, t:.. 

SACRAMENTO, March l(i.— Uovcrnor 
Budd sent the following veto message to 
the Senate yesterday : 

I return herewith, without my approval 
and With my objections thereto, Senate bill 
7,'>. entitled "An act niaklnt? an approj>riation 
for reimbursing the county oi .Marin for 
moneys expended by it for the prosecution of 
crimes committed within the .State Prison at 
San Quentin and for inquests held over the 
bodies of convicts who bare died within said 
prison." 

The State owns and controls the State Prison 
at Folsoni. The State also own* and controls 
otherState insiitulious in various eouniies of 
the State, and if the State reiiubursed one 
county for money expended by that county in 
the prosecution of crimes committed in s State 
institution in that eounfy. and for Inquests 
held over the boflies of prisoners re-^i rained by 
the .Stole in such institutions, who have died 
therein, it should reimburse other counties for 
moneys expended by those counties in the 
prosecution of crimes committed in State in- 
stitutions therein, and for inquests 4iver the 
bodies of prisoners restrained by the State in 
such institutions who have died therein. 

The State oims and controls insane asylums 
and reform schools in different counties of the 
i Stale. 

I It is provided in' section 24 of article IV of 
the consUiution that the Legislature shall not 
pass local or special laws in certain cases 

enumerated in that section, and in nil other 
cases where agent law ean be made ai'i>lu*able. 

If the State shuultl reimburse counties for 
money expended in the prosecution of crimes 
committed in State Institutions in those coun- 
ties, and for Inquests over the bodies of persons 
restrained by the Slate in such institutions 
who have died therein, it should, in my opin- 
I ion, be under the provisions of some general 
law. 

It is, however, certain that if the bill here- 
with returned becomes a law, it will be a pre- 
cedent for other counties to claim from the 
State reimbuisiemen t for any moneys expended 
by such counties under like circumstances; 
and in that way the expenses of the 5tate gov- 
ernment may he greatly increased, altliough 
such expenses are now so large that they are 
heavy burdens to the taxpayers of the State.

The 
bill passed by a vote of 61 to nothing. 

The bills passed paying the widow of A. 
W. McCiuniss $7500, paying the claim ol 
<;ornelius I,ynch, amending the law- 
relative til municipal bond.s for jnihlic iiu- 
provcmeutb. aud repealing the acts of 1885 
and 1887. Hall of Placer endeavored to 
call up the bill regulating tho practice of 
pharmacy, but the House would not per- 
mit it, and the hill went to the graveyard.

TACOMA, Wash., March 1&— Charles E. 
I.aughton,"the fiddling Governor" and ex- 
Ueutenant-Oovemor of "Washington and 
Nevada, died at 8;20 to-night at tbe Ho- 
hemiaii Club of heart failure caused by a 
complication of disea-es. 

He came here last .Saturjuy from Dlym- 
pia, where he hail been during the legisla- 
tive session. He became sick suddenly, 
and Tuesday his son Kay was telegraphed 
for. 

At 8:10 this evening he felt better and 
was moved to the jiarlor of the club. Ten 
minutes later lie cxuiiplained of the rotmi 
being too warm. His son Ray went to 
open a window when he exclaimed, "Oh, 
my Goil. " and expireil. sinking in his 
chair. The book he was reading, "The 
Sunny Side of Politics," fell in his lap. 
The funeral arrangements arc not made. 
Mrs. Laughton and her two daughters are 
in San Francisco. 

Charles E. Laughton was born in Ban- 
gor. Me., where his father still lives, and 
was 4(1 years old. He was an Elk, a thirty- 
tliird degree Mas.in and a Mystic Shriner. 

I^atiL'liloii was married in I'^Tl at Sacra- 
mento, and tl;e same year bei-aiue con- 
nected with the Virginia and Truckee 
Railroad, of which he was appointed 
auditor in 1875. He held this position 
until elected Lieutenant-Governor of 
Nevada in 1882. 

.\t the expiration of bis term he moved 
to Okanegon County, a niountainoiis min- 
ing liistrict. where lie was emraged in min- 
ing and niilliiii: operatiiais, as he had been 
in Nevada, lie was known as the best 
amateur violinist on the Pacific Coast, and 
his friends say that he fiddled his way into 
oflice in both Nevada and Washington. 
He won the hearts of the rough silvermin- 
ers nf Okanagon County by fiddling in 
their camps after their day's work was 
ended. A dozen of them would gather 
around -smoking ilieir pipes as the tiov- 
ernor poured forth tuneful melodies. 

As a result the miners elected him to the 
Territorial Legislature, and at the first 
State convention held the next summer at 
Walla Walla,' Laughton was nominated for 
I.icutciiant-Oovemor to the surprise of al- 
most the entire convention. Tbe miners 
denianilcd representation on the State 
ticket for their favorite, and by shrewd 
work laughton secured the second place. 

The next year Governor Ferry had to go 
to California for his health, and for six 
months Laughton, as acting Governor, car- 
ried things with a high hand. He secured 
the passage of a law creating the office of 
State Geologist, and promptly appointed 
one of his Nevada friends io fill it. After 
the Legislature adjourned he vetoed sev- 
eral bills aimed to reduce railroad rates 
and ( therwise regulate corporations. The 
farmers jirotcsted in vain. 

For two years he had sjiciil most of his 
time in California, but promptly appeared 
at the opening; of the Legislature in Janu- 
ary and was the chief organizer of the 
lobby.

A Dutcli Colony to Bb Established on 
Whiilliy Island. 

"AVe have bought 18,U00 acres of land on 
Whidby Island," said H. E. Werkman of 
Holland. Mich., "and &hull bring out a 
large colony of Hollanders. Some cf these 
win come from the old country, some from 
Michigan and others from Dakota. The 
land will be sold in small tracts — not to 
exceed forty acres. We expect to bring out 
about two hundred families during the 
coming vear. They will take up the 
growth of vegetables and roots, and will 
also go extensively into dairying and fruit- 
growing. 

"fhe Dutch are a wonderfully thrifty 
people. They can live on a small income, 
but when they get ahead are liberal in 
their expenditures and generuus in their 
ctiiitoms. The climate of Holland closely 
resembles that of Paget Sound, and I am 
confident that the colonies will be entirely 
successful. It is our purpose to reclaim a 
great deal of the Hooded laud on the island 
hy nieaus of dikes. Tbe island has au 
area of about 110,000 acres, and we expect 
in a few years to change it into a ganlen 
spot." 

Mr. Werkman has just sent a carload of 

the products of Washington to Holhuid, 
Mich. That is the center of the greatest 
Hollander settlement in the I'nited States. 
"Within a radius of thirty miles," said 
Mr. Werkman, "there are about 40,000 of 
my countrymen."— Spokane Review.

The Governor could not 
agree with him, and then the convenation 
ended. 

"They sav I beat the bill," said Leake, 
"and I guess they tell the truth, but the 
story that tbe Governor was against the 
bill is a falsehood. It was u jiet measure 
with the Governor." 

Leake's interest in killing the bill is due 
to his friendship for State Printer Johnson. 

Governor Budd is very much put out 
over the slaughter of the bill. The failure 
of Seymour to stand up and be counted 
for the bill probably greatly burti his 
chance of Ijcing made warden of the State 
pri.son at San tjuentin. It is said that the 
(iovernor now contemplates vetoing one of 
the appropriation bills for the State 
Printer's oflice. 

"Mr. Leake and I are friendly enough," 
( said the Governor, "but I cannot control 
his action and he certainly cannot control 
mine. If I could have prevented Mr. 
Leake would not have fought the bill. I 
do not blame him for doing so. He has a 
[lerfect right to oppose legislation fur tlie 
good of the State if he so desires to do, but 
the statement that I was opixiSE>ii to the 
meaatire is absolutely and unquaiitiedly 
lalse."

Tlie pov,-woW was con- 
ducted with great formality. 

The pipe of peace was smoked and the 
captain in retum brought out a box of 
Ilavanas. Sports were then indulged in. 
Mootcuic, the ctiampioii Indian wrestler, 
offered to wrestle with any one uf tbe sol- 
diers. Several matches resulted, Mootenio 
winning all bouts. 

Captain Richards ordered out the troops 
and gave an exhibition drill. A large 
Tcrowd of spectators watched the proceed- 
ings, while the chiefs stood in wonderment. 

Captain Richards then caused the beat, 
in his commissary to be set out and with ' 
his officers did the honors to the newly 
made Indian citizens. Wlien dinner was

KINGSTON, Jamaica, March 15.— Au- 
thentic advices (lim i say the Cuban revo- 
lution is progressing most favorably. Ex- 
act informiition as to the various move- 
ments cannot readfly be obtained, owing 
to Governmoiit consorshi]! over telegrapliic 
coinmunicaiK>ns. Tiiis was foreseen and 
provided for. Kach scctivni of tlic revo- 
lutionary party lias been oiieratini; iiuie- 
pendcntly so far. ILacii leader iilIjIs on 
lii5 own accoiiiil, tIniS'!:>tra<'ting liie .sipan- 
isli forces and leavini; llieni in perpetual 
doubt as to where and when the ne.xt blow 
will be struck. At every point occujiicd 
the insvirgents' first act is to destroy the 
telegraph, so the (Tovernment shall be left 
in the dark as to their niox'ements. 

It is supjKiscil at Havana and Santiago 
that Dr. <;rilio. llie president of tliea\i- 
toiioniy party, and I rl'ana .'sancliez have 
tied before t!ie ."Spaniards, Tlieir inove- 
nients, however, are ^tralegic. l>r. Grillo 
is here. He came yesterday via Montego 
Bay. Sanchez has gone to Santo Domingo. 
The arrival of Qrillo is but the carrying 
out of one of the principal plans of the in- 
surgents. Fourteen other insurgenta ac- 
com\ianied hini. 

The I 'libans here are very active, yet no 
overt act that could brin>: them under the 
direct notice of the lSrit>li authorities has 
been or is likely to l.e < i.mmitled. In tact 
to all api^earai.ce^ tiiesc v:,~iiors know 
nothing ulxjut any revolution, and do noth- 
ing but behave themselves with great cir- 
cumspection. 

Besides mystifying the military authori- 
ties by darl^ movements the insurgent 
forces have struck several blows heavily 
and with great rapidity, each, it is de- 
clared, having aecuniplisheil its object. 
They were all t.j .-eeure s.rate-ie posiii.iiis. 
Many points of vantaf;e are now occupied 
inlandi and goo'i si»Tet l oast positii>ns are 
held, through which supplies are drawn, 
despite Spain's watchfulness. 

At Santiago the insurgents hold a strongly 
intrenched position not far from the city, 
under the command of General Moncada, 
Quintin, Bundera and Victorian (Jarzon. 
They are -100 strong and well equipped with 
four months' supplies. Jseveral attempts 
to dislodge them have proven futile and 
costly to the £>paniards. Moncada is, or 
rather was, awaiting in.'tructions and re- 
eiiforcements to enable him to capture 
■Santiago. 

At Uaire .W<) armed men made a delnon- 
stration. There were also a few fights in 
Jaguey (irande in Matanzas. There were 
Tom) troojis ordered to Santiago on March 1 
and there was a light at Ybarra with a 
band of insurgents, who were driven to the 
mountains. Twenty rifles and 25,000 car- 
tridges were captured. 

A lively tight with insurgents at Mocha 
was reported on March 2, and thirty-four 
were captured. At Vequita 300 rebels met 
the Spanish soldiers. There were eleven 
killed and many prisi>ners taken. The 
same day a deniaud \\ a- made in the cab- 
inet at -Madrid fur unliiuitcd apjiropriatioiis 
to suppress the rebellion. 

The defeat at Jagucy Ijrande took place 
on March 4, according to the Government. 
That was at Matanzas. Eighty were 
routed, while »t Murugua, in the lower end 
of the island, three different bands were 
dispossessed and the leaders either kUled 
or made prisoners. Blany of the band sur- 
rendered. 

Few reports of trouble in Santa Clara had 
been made, but on March ."i martial law- 
was declared there, (in that dav the in- 
surgenla were utubushtd at Las Cunas, 
near Santiago, and there was fierce fighting 
for an hour, after which the rebels ran 
away. . Another band fought and ran at 
Monte Cristo. 

On March 14 fifty reikis were killed and 
wounded near <iiiantanamo. It will be 
seen that even the (Tovcrnmcnt reports 
show a deal of active lighting, wiiile ilicre 
is not a single report of insurgents gaining 
any advantage. 

An American connected with the revo- 
lutionary movement said this morning: 
"We have got the Spaniards so hoodooed 
tliey not only don't know where we are 
but don't know where they are them- 
selves. "

BERLIN, March 16.— The revision of 
the German- American extradition treaty is 
now under way. The terms of the existing 
treaty in some respects are not satisfactory 
to tlie Government. It is the question of 
the costs involved in extradition proceed- 
ings which is the main objection on the 
American side. 

In Isltl the American Government made 
advances to (icrmany with the view of 
modifying the treaty provisions in this 
and other respects, including the right of 
each government to try extradited persons 
solely on the specific charges under which 
their extradition was demanded. Ger- 
many, however, was not satisfied with the 
I'roposed ciiange- arid llie negotiations 
after a time were dropjved. A rei'cnt ex- 
tradition case at Hamburg, the person in- 
volved being a clever adventuress, who 
l^ussed herself off in Berlin and elsewhere 
as the .\rchduchess Theresa d'Este, and 
victimized several persons to the amount 
of 200,000 marks, is the direct cause of re- 
opening the negotiations for a revision of 
the treatv. This time Germany came for 
ward with certain proposals, and these 
were sent a few li.ies ago through the 
Embassador here to Washington. 

Emjicror William presides daily at the 
sessions of the State Council, which last 
from 10 o'clock in the morning until 1 
oclock in the afternoon, and from i in the 
afternoon until 7 in the evening. His 
Majesty has proved hiinself an excellent 
chairman, ruling (debate with a firm hand 
and at the same time allowing full discus- 
sion. 

The grain monripoly propftsals of Kaiiliz 
have been virtually shelved by the Slate 
Cmincil, and the agrarians in rejdy have 
introduced Von Kanitz' bill, signed by 103 
meml>ers, into the Reichstag. This num 
ber, it should be added, about represents 
the total strength of the members of the 
Reichstag who are in favor of the bill, so 
there is no possible chance of its adoption. 
Consequpntly American grain will not be 
excluded from Germany for the present. 

The i.rohibitioii of the importation of 
American cattle was also discussed oi 
AVediie.-day by the St.ite Council, and it 
was decided not to recommend any new 
measures in this respect. 

The State Council yesterday discussed 
the currency question, aud adopted a reso- 
lution noting with satisfaction VonHohea- 
lobe's statement in the Reichstag, Feb- 
ruary 15. in regard to the proposed 
international menetary conference, and 
exjiressing the opinion that in view of this 
statement no further measures should be 
taken at present, but the rcsnit of steps, 
already uuntemplated, should be awaited. 
The statement of Uohenlohe in the Reich- 
stag on February 15 regarding the proposal 
of an international monetary conference, 
was as follows: * 

'•Without prejudicing our imperial cur- 
rency, one must confess the differences in 
the value of gold and silver continue to 
react ti]nin our commercial life. Follow- 
ing, therefore, the tendencies which led to 
the appointment of a silver commission I 
am ready to consider, in conjunction with 
the Federal Governments, whether we 
cannot enter UDon a friendly interchange 
of opinion as to common remedial meas- 
ures with the other states which are chielly 
interested in maintaining the value of sil- 
ver." 

The State Council to-day considered the 
proposed measures for reducing tlieco.-t of 
farming and for reducing the duties on 
agricultural products. According to gen- 
eral report. Emperor William has repeat- 
edly shown displeasure at the extreme 
demands of Von Kanitz. In this connec- 
tion the Hamburger correspondent says 
his Majesty, at Wednesday's meeting of 
the Council, replyiiig to a remark of Von 
Kanitz, said if the members of ilie council 
continued to drag his personality into tlioir 
debates it would be impossible for him to 
continue presiding at their meetings. 

The Hamburger Nachrichten also ilc- 
clares that upon one occasion when Von 
Kanitz was addressing his remarks to the 
Emperor, the latter intervened and re- 
quested tiie Count to address the Ministers, 
not himself. 

Apropos of the State Council, Dr. 
Sloecker's organ published the following 
anecdote: When Prince Bismarck was ap- 
pointed a member of the State Council in 
1854 he wrote to Von Oerlach as follows: 
''My wife asked me what tbe State Council 
was, and I answered, 'the quintessence of 
all stupidity and wickedness as comprised 
in the words Privy Coiucilor.' You see, 1 
do not indulge in illusions respecting the 
value of that body." 

The appointment of Count William Bis- 
marck, second son of the ex-Chancellor, as 
Civil (iovernor of East- Prussia, in succes- 
sion to Von Stollberg-Wernigerode came 
as a surprise to the political world. Count 
William is well acquainted with Koenigs- 
berg, the seat of the government of East 
Prussia, as he was prepared there for the 
service of the state by the chief colonial 
department. Asa student Count William 
had much the same merry time as his 
father, and was nearly killed in a dtiel at 
Bonn. When the great Cliancellor fell in- 
to disgrace. Count William had the tact to 
keep in tbe background, with the result he 
continued in the service of state, while his 
brother, Count Herbert, was obliged to 
leave office. Count William's appoint- 
moiit is regarded as the first of a series of 
honors to his father. 

There is no dccrea.se in the spread of 
the epidemic of iiitlnenza.

There are many 
persona outside of the pale of national poU- 
t\v^. including several prominent diplo- 
mat?, who believe thar he has allowed his 
jiatrintic zeal to warp liis «i>ber judgment 
in his treatment of liii^ important inter- 
national inciiieat. Tlicse critics united in 
the opinion that he erred in dfnianoing 
reparation and an apology before bpain 
bad been given an opportunity of present- 
ing its side of the case.

was expected. 

Rej;ardles? of the action of Spain, the 
Vnitiil State- ir- iortunatfly brtttr pre- 
pari'il now than cicr Infore to protect its 
coinni'Trial i^tl•V(■^ts in the West Indies. 
If it becomes necessary there c-au be con- 
centrated on the coast of Cuba, within a 
week's time at most, a fleet of warships 
ininifa iurably superior to any similarforce 
of Spain. 

Tliis condition is more the result of cir- 
cumstances than design and is due pri- 
marily to the fact tliat the principal part 
of the home squadron hn^ repaired to 
neighboring waters for fleet evolutions and 
exercises in accordance with a programme 
prepared months before anybody ever 
dreamed of any occasion for their presence 
there for the maintenance of national 
honor. 

Never before has the United States had 
such a powerful array of warships in the 
Caribbean Sea. The Beet is in command 
of Hear- -Admiral R. W. Meade. It com- 
prises the armed cruiser New York, Cap- 
tain K. D. £van.5, of 8200 tons, carrying six 
eight-inch and twelve rapid-lire four-inch 
gun.s; the triple-screw flyer Minneapolis, 
Captain Wadleigb, of 7,H7S tons, with one 
eight-inch, two six-inch and eight rapid- 
fire four-inch guns; the cruiser CTncinnatt, 
Captain (ilass, and the cruiser Raleigh, 
Captain Miller, sister ships of Z213 tons, 
and each carry in.i; one s!x-in :'i and ten 
rapid-lire four-inch guns; the I'.oach, the 
cruiser Atlanta, Captain Cromwell, of .%-25 
tons, with two eight-inch and six six-inch 
guns, and the cruiser Montgomery, Com- 
mander Davis, of 2074 tons, carrying nine 
rapid-fii^ nine-inch guns. 

These are all new steel cniisers, provided 
with the best modem armament, are with 
the exception of the Atlanta, and capable 
of the highest speed. .Mthough somewhat 
scattered at present, tlicy can easily be 
concentrated at any given point in the 
Caribbean Sea or Gulf of .Mexico' in less 
than a week's time. 

The New York, Minneapolis and Cin- 
cinnati are at La Guayra, Venezuela; the 
Atlanta and Raleigh at Colon, and the 
Montgomery is on the Honduran coast. 
These vesselsconstitute a force overwhelm- 
ingly greater than that of Spain at present 
available for service in Cuban waters. 

The other vessels that can speedily re- 
enforce the squadron are tiie triple-screw 
cruiaer CotomMa, which is under orders to 
sail from New YoA next week to join Ad- 
miral Meade's Haet, and the cruiser Chi- 
cago, Captain Midian, of 4500 tons, carry- 
ing four eight-inch, eight six-inch and two 
five-inch L'lins, which arrived at Bermuda 
to-<lay from Kurope. The Columbia is a 
sister ship to the Minneapolis, and carries 
the same number and character of guns. 

The other vessels that can be made 
available within a few weeks are the battle- 
ship Maine, 6082 tons, with four 10-inch 
and six 0-inch guns, the new monitor, 
Puritan. tiCKiO tons, with four 12-inch Kssex 
raiiid-iire 4-inch lmios. and the modern 
nioMitiir.s M iantonouioh, .Vniphitrite and 
Terror. :a«(0 tons each, and each carrying 
four 10-inch guns. These vessels are at the 
navy-yards on the Atlantic coast and can 
be put in commiasioo at short notice. Two 
other vessels that could also be \itilized are 
the nondescript Vesnvins an<i the old 
wooden man-of-war I^ancaster, now receiv- 
ing a modern battery at New York. 

Thus it appears ihat ih" United States is 
fully prepared to maintain any position it 
may assume with Spain with regani to the 
free, tin molested {navigation of the waters 
of the Wei^ Indies.

As far as I know, all papers belong- 
ing to the company contained In safes have 
lieen turned iivei to Mr. Huffglns, excejii 
minute lx>ok and certificate of the company's 
charter, of which you have copies. I have all 
my private personal papers m the safes ; there- 
fore do not care to wire combinations; will 
turn same over to you on my retnm. 

"To this I have received no rei.ly, nor 
have I received any information except I 
from what I have learned finni the reports 
published in the papers. 

"Now, I want to tell you right here, ' 
said Mr. Greenhut vehemently, "that if 
any attempt has been made to touch my 
private personal papers I shall make it 
very hot for some one committing such an 
outrage. While my private papers contain 
nothing that I need he ashamed of, or 
that recjtiires concealment, they are my 
private ])apers ami no one has any right to 
meddle with them. 

"I notice the dispatches claim that an 
important document, viz. : the minute or 
i«cord book of the directors* meetings was 
found in the sate, and that it furnished 
new light on certain contracts, from which 
the directors and myself profited. The

-The labor 
situation here is unchanged to-da.v. The 
colored screwmen were at work under the 
protection of the State troops on foreign 
steamers which were loading cotton, and 
there was no attempt on the part of their 
white rivals to interfere with them in any 
way. Numbers of whites . remain idle, but 
their time is spent in haun|}s and on the 
streets, and they avoid as much as possible 
appearing on the levee. 

There was no formal atteiu|it to effect a 
settlement of the trouble to-day. The 
white screwmen held several hifetings in 
secret, but to-night showBd no sign of 
being willing to recede from the position 
they have taken. The merchants' coin- 
mittee was also in .session, but their busi- 
ness was mainly to raise funds for the sup- 
port of the troops. They refu.se to treat 
witlithe screwmen, and say they will he 
.satislied with nothing less than absolute 
surrender — the acknowledgment of the 
right of every man, irrespective of color, to 
work on the levee. 

The Governor remained in the city, but 
I)ad no conforence with either committee.

The Man Who Keeame Famou* Through 

a frime Is Gone. 

TOLEDO. March 16.— Ex-Congressman 
John V. Leedoni, once a well-known figure 
in the national poiitiiaii lield, died in To- 
ledo to-day aged 17 years. Mr. Leedom 
had been living here in seclusion for the 
past two years at the residence of his sis- 
ter. His presence in this city was known 
only to a limited number as his troubles, 
both private and financial, made him 
shrink from public notice. 

Mr. Leedom was u Representative of the 
Forty-seventh Congress from this State, 
and at the close of his term was elected 
sergeant-at-Alms of the House, serving 
two terms in that office. During his last 
term and toward the end of Cleveland's 
first term of office the famous Silcott defal- 
cation took place, which blasted Leedom's 
political life and completely shattered his 
health. 

Kdward K. Silcott was Leedom's deputy 
and he ab-sconded with funds aggregating 
*llliJ.i.«po and hii-^ never lieen apprehended. 
The major part of the money was from the 
salary accounts of the Congressmen. Mr. 
Iteedom was relieved by Congress of pay- 
ing the money stolen, as it was conclu- 
sively proven that he was not only inno- 
cent of any Icnowlad^ of the defalcation, 
but was a heavy suScrer himself. 



SASSOl'N, Kgypt, March 16.— Slatin Bey 
has arrived here, having .escaped from the 
Mahdi's camp at Omdnrman, Khartoum, 
after eleven years of cjiptivity. 

CAIRQiEgppt, March 19.— The follow- 
ing are the panicu'.irs of the escape of 
Slatin Bey from tne Mahdi's camp at Om- 
dnrman, Khartoum, where he has hcen a 
prisoner for eleven years past: Slatin es- 
caped with the assistance of a Soudan 
and a merchant named £yail, who arrived 
here from Omdurman some months ago 
bearing a letter from Slatin Bey, in which 
the latter asked if some arrangement could 
be made with Eyail so as to enable him to 
escape. Eyail was placed in communica- 
tion with the .\ustrian Consul here. Baron 
von Egeregg-Syrirensiein, who made acon- 
traci with the merchant, the latter agree- 
ing to try and effect the escape of Slatin 
Bey. 

When the arrangements were completed 
Eyail returned to Omdurman and laid bis 
plans to get .Slatin away, but the first at- 
tempt failed. Eyail, however, persisted, 

and eventually succeeded in getting Slatin 
Bey out of Omdurman. The merchant 
closely followed the plans of Abdallah. the 
native who was successful in bringing 
about the escape of Father Rosignoli from 
the camp of the Mahdi. He obtained pos- 
session of camels and when the proper 
lime arrived rose out of the camp at 'ni^ht 
and made at full speed for Berber, follow- 
ing the Nile as closely as possible by night 
and hiding in the hillS in the daytime. 

For eighteen days, sufferiii'j great pri- 
vations, tlie fugitives iuinioye.i through 
the desert to Sassonn. U was three days 
after they left ■ Omdurman before their 
escape was noticed. When the alarm was 
given there n'^sa bot pursuit and a body 
of pursuing dervishes reached Kokrels, 
sixty miles from Stuifcim, last week. 
Slatin Bey made nine previous attemote to 
escape. 

Slatin Bey, who is an Austrian, was the 
Egyptian Governor of Senaar when Khar- 
toum fell and (ieneral (iordonwas killed. 
At that time he was led in chains to Khar- 
j tonm. wiiei',' iu' liiis :iren in prison since. 
Ip the early part of l.s.';!) a family living in 
Vienna namp4 Slatin received a letter from 
Khieffir Abdallah, who succeeded the late 
Mahdi as chieftain of Egypt's rebellious 
provinces in Soudan. The letter stated 
that Slatin Bey had adopted the religion of 
Mohamuu'd. 

"He lives with ns," the letter continued, 
"honored by our frieiijlship, one of our 
valued advisers, and is perfectly content 
and happy in the highest degree. We see 
neither grief nor chagrin ; but on the con- 
trary, he is perfectly healthy and is looked 
upon iss oiir own son and one of the most 
honored Mahdis." 

The letter invited any of Slatin's rela- 
tives or any .Vustrian to visit him, assuring 
I heni they could do so in perfect safety in 
ciinsidcration of Slatin's faith in Islam, 
and that he had become one of the most 
eminent and highly esteemed Mahdis. At 
alxiut the same time a letter was received 
from Slatin, which established the authen- 
ticity of this communication. 

Reports concerning Slatin have been 
contradictory, but it is believed he was em- 
ployed in the most servile capacities while 
in captivity. 

After Father Oherwalder effected hia 
escape in December. 1(<H1. he stated there 
were forty Europeans still helil at Obdur- 
man ; that they were kept loaded with 
manacles and were often cruelly beaten, 
and were so strictly guarded that they had 
lost all hope of ever escajring. He also 
stated Slatin Bey was s^ll aSve, and be- 
louged to the bodyguard of the Mahdi's 
successor, but that he also was closely 
watched.

The Elwell is an old Cape Horn rounder 
and has been in close touch with the many 
perils that menace the ship beating her 
way by that tempestuous point of land. 
During one of her voyages she was be- 
calmed for several days in latitude 50 
fsonth Atlantic in the midst of a cluster of 
ieeberps. There was not a breath of wind 
and the ship and bergs drifted together. 

The great masses of ice were so numer- 
ous and so near the vessel that she seemed 
frozen througb and throUL'li. and the men 
could hardly venture on lie' k for fear of 
X-erishing with cold. Only hy a miracle 
did the vessel escape being dashed to pieces 
aeainst tlie floating ice, or being crushed 
by the big crystal bowlders that would be- 
come detached from the body of the berg 
and fall into the sea.

The old County Jail in Broadway had' 
a sensation yesterday whirh disturbed the \ 
ordinary routine of the institution lor sev- 
eral hours. It happened about 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, when Captain Webb, who 
was on watch, informed Chief Jailer Sattle 
that William J. Huriey, who is confined in 
the jail pending his trial for sttompting to 
bribe jurors in the McDonald case, had 
gone completely crazy. 

Hurley was confined in cell 45, with sev- 
eral oth'er prisoners, and an effort was 
made to britig bim to the chief's office for 
« xamination. He fell in the corridor, 
however, and it took all Chief Sattle' s 
strength to prevent him from beating his 
brains out on the hard floor. 

He wa» finally subdned and quieted and 
removed to the office, where u physician 
who had been hastily summoned ad- 
ministered a soothing preparation which 
calmed Hurley's excited nerves. His eyes 
Acontinued to roll, though, in a wild man- 
ner, and be muttered incoherent nothings. 

Sheriff Whelan was sent for. and when 
he arrived be examined Hurley closely for 
' an hour or more. It was thought at first 
that the prisoner might be feigning mad- 
noM, hot finally aU those who were watch- 
ing the writhmg features and actions of 
the man were convinced that there was no 
shamming about the insanitv.

He had read an article in a San Francisco 
paper, i)ubli5lied several weeks ago which 
stated that emigrants were wanted in 
Ouatemala and that the Government of 
that country was willing to give free pass- 
age to that place and would furnish new 
settlers with land, cattle and money needed' 
for raising coffee. Upon his arrival in thii 
city Mr. Womwell called on Senqr Miguel 
Carillo, Consul-Cieneral of Guatemala, and 
was informed that ilie statement was 
wholly untrue, and tuat no per...on had 
been authorized to make such representa- 
tions. 

The Consul further stated that he had 
been overrun with hundreds of people call- 
ing for information regarding this fictitious 
story of Guatemala's munificent offer, and 
that letters containing ib(> same request 
had been pouring into his oflice. 

"I cannot understand," said Senor 
Carillo, 'v.liy such misrepresentations 
have been published. Many poor people 
have visited this city to make inquiries re- 
garding them, entailing a hardship upon 
them and trouble upon myself. 1 have no 
knowledge of any such offer being pro- 
posed by my Governinent, and 1 know 
there is no call for immigration on those 
terms. Only persons with abundant capi- 
tal could think of succeeding as planters 
there. I have been eoinpelled to issue a 
circular denying this story." 

Mr. Womwell is a poor man, about 65 
years of ago, and a millwright by trade, 
and having left his employment and the 
rest of bis family in Houston to take ad- 
vantage of the alleged offer, finds himself 
in annoying circumstances. 

"I am a pioneer of this coast, having 
come to the State in 1848," said the disap- 
pointed old man. "1 am stopping at the 
What Cheer House, where 1 put up years 
ago when Woodward was the nroprietor. 
It has cost me $S0 to ^ei here and now I 
suppose I'll have to try to get back." 



l.'Vcent dining parlor is an important factor 
in San Francisco. Nowhere else in the 
United States can such complete, ample 
and entirely satisfying dinners be secured 
for the modest sum of 15 cents. And the 
strange part of it to the uninitiated is how 
the purveyors of these meals manage to 
make a living profit. Still stranger is the 
fact that most of them do a thriving busi- 
ness, own bank accounts, buy real estate 
and are prosperous citizens generally. 

There are three-cornered meals to be had 
forl.^'cent^ as well as "square" meals. 
These generally consist of one kind of 
meat, potatoes, coffee and breaa and but- 
ter, and are invariably served to order. 
But the most gratifying and satisfactory 
repast for the hiugry man with a six- 
hour appetite urging him to action is the 
regular 15^nt breakfast, lunch or dinner. 
Laboring men of all clas«es, and thousands 
of others who are interested in the econo- 
mics that must be stiniied by those who 
Jive bv tlieir ciiiily toil, have been forced 
to admit that if a poor man cannot live 
without going hungry in San Francisco he 
is too poor, not only m pocket but in gen- 
eral make-up and rustling capacity, to con- 
sume substance and occupy space on any 
part of the earth's surface. 

While it wouia seem that thel5-cent 
meal, complete in all requirements for a 
healthy and hungrv man or w(jman, is 
cheap enough for tfie most penurious and 
impeeuu'o\is, there are many more aston- 
ishing innovations in the serving of foods 
in San Francisco. Competition under the 
15-cent limit has of late been driven so 
close and hard that many enterprising 
caterers, determined to carry the life ol 
trade to the farthest possible limit in se- 
curing patronage, have gone so far as to 
establisn the 10-cent meal, with which is 
served a pint bottle of native wine if the 
customer prefers it to coffee, tea or milk. 
There are in this city a number of places 
where the regular .W-cent French dinner is 
almost duplicated for 10 cents, the princi- 
pal difference being in the furnishings and 
surroundings of the service. These places 
have a long list of dishes to choose from, 
and for 10 cents the patrons have soup, fish , 
pickles, salad, two kinds of meat, two 
kinds of vegetables, bread, butter, cheese, 
coffee, tea or wine. The dining-rooms are 
usually roomy, well aired, clean and 
well lighted. "The tables are generally 
coverea with white oilcloth, and are kept 
clean at all times. The table service, as a 
rule in all of the cheap restaurants, is com- 
plete, neat and clean. 

But it must not be inferred that the 
limit of expenditure in the lO-cent and 
15-cent restaurants is irrevocably fixed 
at a dim or a dime and a half. All of them , 
or nearly all. are prepared to serve meals 
cimked to order, and an epicure can spend 
a dollar as easily as he can a "long bit" if 
he feels so inclined. The cheap restaurant 
is by no means patro.nized exclusively by 
poor labfiring men as many suppose. 
Merchants, bankers, lawyers, newsviaper 
reporters, editors, clerks and salesmen and 
briikei-j with fat incomes are not above 
slipping into the lij-ccnt restaurant for 
a lunch or a dinner. The fact that a man 
can be as well fed for 15 cents, or even 
for a dime, as be can for a quarter or 50 
cents is the all important consideration 
during these times, and tips the scale in 
favor of the cheapest place without injury 
to jiersonal pride or social standing. 

TOur well-to-do citizens were yesterday 
induced to make an investigation of what 
kind of a meal could he obtained for 1.") 
cents among the ordinary restaurants of 
the city. 

1 chose for my dining-place the "New 
Vitiilant," a restaurant and o} ster-house 
at 108 Fourth street. 1 entered and took a 
seat next to a very hungry hod-carrier. 
Directly opposite sat one of the directors of 
a well-known corporation. When the 
waiter called for niy order I told llim I 
wanted a regular 15-cent dinner. 

"Yes, sir: have soup?" 

I nodded affirmatively. After the soup 
had been brought I could have fish, two 
kinds of meat, two kinds of vegetables, 
pudding or pie and coffee; tea or milk. 
The dinnerwhich I ordered and which was 
well served was as follows: 

Vegetable soup, salmon, roast beef, 
mashed potatoes, boiled cabbage, sago pud- 
ding, bread, butter, pickles and a cup of 
e-xcellent coffee. 

The table was clean, well supplied with 
spices and other condiments, napkins and 
toothpicks. The dishes whicli I ordered 
were well laden— so well in fact that I could 
not eat all that was set before me. All of 
the food was well prepared and tasteful. 
In short, it was a complete meal, entirely 



satisfactory for my wants and all for the 
sum of 15 cents.

The patron can bave hi.s choice 
from a long list of dishes of meats and 
vegetables; for instance, soup, fish, roast 
beef, potatoes, string beans, bread, butter, 
coffee or tea. It is well served. 

The California restaurant, 4t Fourth 
street, is presidail over by A. ."^wan, the 

Fioneer of cheap meals in San Francisco, 
le presents a long bill of fare of edibles 
well jirepari'd and' serves a good meal for 
10 cents. He sells eleven meal tickets 
for $1 , 

Other restaurants that serve complete 
and satisfac tory iii^ als for I'l ( i nts which 
came under mv observation are the "New 
Capitol," 204 arid :;Oti Fourth street; Sand- 
rey & Koskey's, 485 Fourth street; the 
"Transfer restaurant," 153 Third street; 
Reagan's restaurant, .57 and ."ifl Third 
street; Kn^enlierg iV: • "o., ."second street;

1 found that ail of The places named 
serve soup, two kinds of meat, an abun- 
dance of vegetables, bread, butter, pickles, 
and coffee, tea or milk, for 16 cents. And 
the hungriest man will depart with his ap- 
petite appeased. 

I went to 614 Clay street. Taking a seat 
at one of the tables arranged for patrons I 
awaited the bill of fare. 

Hardly had the red-ribbed oilcloth 
table-cover dawned upon me before a 
heaping plate of cut bread, fully a loaf and 
a half, was placed in front of me and a 
gentlemanly voice inquired, "What will 
you have, sir'f A full dinner, sir?" 

"Yes, that will do," I answered, while 
gazine upon the sign at the rear en<l of 
the room which read "Full dinners 10 
cents, wine or beer included." 

The full dinner was heralded by soup. 
While disposing of this concoction I was 
enabled to analyze its contents and view 
my fellow-creatures who dined upon a 
Saturday night for 10 cents. Immediately 
in front of me and helping himself to the 
plate of bread, which was fast di.sai)iiear- 
ing under the mastiration of my ncighijor 
and sell, was a ioii;--lnireman, who sipped 
his wine with an air of a connoisseur. He 
was thoroughly posted on the question of 
"living" and freely gave me a few- 
pointers regarding San Francisco restaur- 
ants. He said: 

"Say. You ain't onto yourself. See? 
Ifyou was ye d tackle this place every 
day. AVhy, I cnme lu re right along when 
I has the stuff, and when I ain't, why I 
just jollies. See? Watch de guy what 
comes liere. Say, Tom, fetch us a full lay- 
out . will ye, and don't be too long about it 
yether." With that the waiter departed 
and returned with soup for my neighbor, 
and a dish of stewed beef, with ricH gravy 
sprinkled with carrots for myself. "This I 
supposed was the "full lay-out" called for, 
but a few moments later a big slice of mut- 
ton, tender as could be, was plai ed on the 
table, in front of me, as a portion of the 
•'lav-out." 

Afine in bottles was deposited in front of 
each individual, unless he called for coffee, 
tea or beer. No checks were given. 
N.ither was any butter, because as my 
fellow-feeder saiil : "What does yes want 
for 10 cents? ' A littie girl, wearing dark 
glasses to protect her iimocent eyes from 
the poverty-stricken features of the patrons 
of the house, received the two nickels 1 
laid on the counter with a polite "Thank 
you,'' and then went to filling the small 
bottles of wine which have helped to make 
the place so popular. 

Wliile the place ai 614 Clay street has a 
reputation among certain classes for a "big 
feed for 10 cents" the bouses across the 
street are receiving a fair share of the 
patronage. Little difference is found in 
any of the 10-cent places on Clay street, 
unless perhaps the giving of butter in some 
of them might so be termed. 

Along ConimerciaJ street it is different. 
Here are found the hxlging-hrMise^, where a 
bed can be secured for almost nothing, while 
meals served in the lO^ent restaurants arc 
equal to and above the surrounding cir- 
cumstances. 

The ]0-ccnt restaurant has Wcome such 
a favorite among the habitues of the "city 
proper" that Sacramento, Clav, Kearny 
and Commercial streets are lined with 
them. If any one has any doubt regarding 
this and desires to satisfy hunger for one 
dime he will only have to visit (ilS or 5.S3 
Commercial or 02.3 or616Sacramentf) orfiJl, 
626, 635 Washington street to demon- 
strate the truth of the statement that for 10 
cents a person can secme a good square 
meal. 

If any one wants to spend more than 
that he can go to 425 Pine, 649 Sacramento, 
615 Commercial, 624 Pacific, t)07 Kearny or 
810 Kearny, where 15 cents will secure suf- 
ficient food to more than satisfy hunger. 

French dinners are popular. These can 
be had, a la carte, for 26 cents, either at fi09 
Bush, where true French dinners are served 
in the privacy of the hasenient known as 
the Gambetla restaurant, iire^ided over by 
a petite woman, or 434 Bush, :i2« Bush, 423 
Pine, 616^ California (where Bohemiint- 
congregate), 617 Montgomery or 706 Mont- 
gomery, where either irogiegs or maca- 
roni may be had in Freiush or Italian 
dishes. 

Anyone of the restaurants named will 
furnish a man a meal for two bits or less, 
according to the place he may visit ; but 
for a hungry man whose resources are 
limited and for whom economy means 
continuation of life, the lO^ent meals of 
Sail Franci.sco will fiU the bill and give 
satisfaction. 

The Palo Alto cafe is a cheerful little 
restaurant, located at 304 Grant avenue. 
It is not especially gorgeous in appear- 
ance, but it is thoroughly neat. It is com- 
posed of one large room, which is divided 
by a low partition which nearly bides the 
view of one set of diners from the ol her. 
One side is for gentlemen and the other 
for ladies, as the legends indicate. Though 
unpretentious as to size, many people ap- 
l>ease their appetites there during the 
twenty-four hours, for it is ojieu day and 
iiiKht." It attracts trade, not only qn ac- 
count of its central locality, but because of 
the cheapness and oleanliaess of the food 
supplied. 

When I entered, a neat-looking, n4ddle> 
aged lady approached, and with a bet- 
coming smile bowed me to a seat. She 
then deftly placed a bill Of fare in my 
hands, as 1 inquired: 

■■What can you give me tor 15 cents?" 

"Don't you see,' she replied, "that is all 
a menl costs here, unless you want extras." 

"Well, then, what do I get?" 

"Rice-tomato soup to begin with, and 
then you may order what you want from 
tfae bill." 

There was enough to select from to 



please almost any one. The biU read as 
follows;

T ordered a plate of sonp, which more 
thnn came np to expectations, then roast 
pork with mashed potatoes, and the quan- 
tify served was enoueh to satisfy the appe- 
tite of the hungriest m.anintown; a cu)i 
of good coffee was .also served, and eustar<l 
pudding concluded the repast. The sum 
of 15 cents was all that was demanded. 
After settling the bill I asked: 

"Madam, does this pay yon?" 

"Yes sir; you see, I do ne.-irly all my 
own work, and hy that mean?4 1 manage to 
make both ends meet verv readily. You 
see. I feel the dull times a little, but not so 
much as those who keep dearer eating- 
houses." 

"How is that?" 

"Well, when people cannot pay 25 or .50 
cents for a meal they must of necessity 
seek cheaper places. They most eat, you 
know, of conrse," and she went about clear- 
ins.- away the dishes. 

I>. .T. Murphy has presMed over the 
modest little eatiiiii-hoii«e at 14H Seventh 
street for the past eleven vears, and in 
that time has managed to lay by sonie- 
thini; for a rainy day by serving cheap 
meals. His good wife does the cooking 
and a waitress and dishwasher are all the 
other help emidoyed. Soups, roasts, 
pie or puddin'_', with " tea. coffee or wine, is 
what yon get for the uriee. toiretlier with 
vegetables, fresh bread and butter and a 
potat^ salad. I asked him if he had ex- 
perienced any hard times during the 
winter, and he cheerfully said no. "Nor 
have I lost any money," he observed, "be- 
cause I onlv trust those that I know." 

Antone Russell is the new proprietor of 
the old stand at t»l Seventh street. Hereto- 
fore he has been the manager of lii'.'h- 
prieed restaurants, but since marryin'.r he 
resolved to own a place of bis own. He 
prides himself on his souns, and insisted 
that I should trv some. His reffiilar din- 
ner did not dilTer from the others verv 
materially. 

The new Popular restaurant at 1109)^ 
Sutter street conveys the impression of a 
verv liiph-priced estab'ishment, yet they 
serve an elegant 15-cent meal, and charm- 
ing waiter-girls do the work. 

"You can get a meal here for 15 cents 
that will satisfy the greatest epicure," said 
Charles Stewart, who keeps a restaurant at 
1077 Market street. "I have been here for 
eighteen months, and i>rior to that eon- 
ducted an eatinL'-hou-e <,n Great .Tones 
street. New York, where my waiters got 
into the habit of singing out, stack of 
whites with a collar and draw one,' but 
that kind of thing don't go here."

I have conducted a restaurant at this num- 
ber for live years and am doinK a goo<l busi- 
ness.

Mrs. F. Wood of 1117 Howard street said : 
In my experience of twelve years at this 
stand I am able to say something about res- 
taurant business. I serve an excellent meal 
for 19 cents, and my customers will Indorse 
this statement. Rteaks, chops, soups and des- 
serts are liielniled in my 15K'ent blllof fare. 

The restaurant-keepers, generally, sav 
that business is improving, and that they 
are greatly encouraged by the outlook.

He next went to Boston, 
w here he was in active practice of his profes- 
sion for some years, alternating it with 
;iew.snaper work. 

He was Deputy .Attorney-General for 
two vears and twice .\ttorney-<ieneral of 
Hawaii under the monarchy ; also sitting 
as Noble for Oahu in the Legislature of 
1890-92. He was Attorney-General at the 
time of the revolution in 1893. He had 
conferred upon him the decoration of the 
Imperial Order of the Sacred Treasure of 
Japan for services rendered to the .Japanese 
Government 

Peterson's friend, (Miarles Creighton, 
also an ex-Attorney-General and now an 
exile, in speaking of Peterson's illness and 
death said: "His late illness was contracted 
while undergoing solitary confinement in 
the station-liou-^e in Honolulu during the 
late uprising. He w as eontined to bis bed 
during the last two weeks. 

"Peterson was the acknowledged head of 
his profession in Hawaii, having estab- 
lished for himself a reputatiiui for ability 
and integrity excelled by none at the Ha- 
waiian bar. During his last illness he con- 
stantly imagined that he was still in prison 
and suffering from the indignities prac- 
ticed on bini. His last words were: 'I've 
got out of jail.' " 

Ijurky Poor RelHtlona. 
Poor relations have rarely had such a 
windfall as that reported from Bordeaux. 
It is stated that a merchant in the said 
town died intestate and without any 
direct descendants. His fortune, amount- 
ing to 22,000,000 francs, or £880,000 sterling, 
is accordingly to be divided among a cer- 
tain number of humble fomilies, the mem- 
bers of which live in Cognac and Jarnac. 
.\iiioiig those entitled to shares in the 
estate are two barbers, a coouer, a shoe- 
maker and several laborers, all of whom 
were distantly related to the rich merchant 
of Bordeaux.— London Telegraph. 



In spite of the reiteration, those who 
claim to know, that* Mrs. Alice Edith 
Blythe has left San Francisco' and is now 
staying with relatives in the country, there 

are those who decline to believe that such 
is the ease and who enlarge with consider- 
able eiuplnisi.s on their opinions that she 
is still ill this city in hilling. 

Mrs. Blythe is said to have departed on 
Wednesday afternoon, but a resident of 
Vacaville. Barrows by name, says he has 
seen her in this city since that time and 
says that it is impossible that he should be 
mistaken since he has known her well for 
years. According to his story Mrs. Blythe 
was staying in a house on Geary 
street and was under the supervision 
at least of Mrs. Cherry. While there, 
he says, she was frequently visited 
by a rather short, very stout, dark coiu- 
plexfoned man, whose identity is unknown 
to Mr. Barrows. The name of a certain 
person who was in some way connected 
with the Florence Blythe side of the great 
lawsuit was suggested by the description, 
but the iiersoii named was also unlmown 
to the man from Vacaville. 

D. J. Sinclair, the young newspaper 
man who announced to Attorney Highton 
Mrs. Blythe's alleged determination not to 
have anything niore i,, do with any con- 
test, states tliat he arranged all the details 
of her removal from her former apart- 
ments and her retirement from the public 
eye. He .saiii : 

".\lice bad been sick for some time and 
was coiilined to her Ix'd. I visited her at 
her rooms and told her that if she would 
agree to abandon any further contest I 
would help her and stand by her to see 
her through. She had personal legal ad- 
vice that the last decision of the Supreme 
Court ended her case and practically voided 
any contract she might have relating 
thereto with Attorney Highton. Papers 
were drawn up a certain lawyer— I shall 
not say who he is — and she signed them. 

"By those documents she conveyed to 
Mrs. Hinckley all her claim to any portion 
of the Biythe estate. She left her studio 
and took rooms which I secured for her 
till the arrangements were completed. 
She is now out of town, and she will not 
show her face here again till the whole 
matter is settled, for by so doing she would 
lose anv advantages she may have gained." 

In spite of his practical admission that 
Mrs. Blythe had signed the conveyances 
for a consideration Mr. Sinclair, when 
directly questioned on that subject, im- 
mediately denied that such was the case. 
He said : 

"Alice did not receive anything for 
signing the papers. Of conrse, Florence is 
a good girl and a generous one, and she 
may give Alice a didlar or two later on. 
but if she fi'M's it will not be because of 
any :iL'reenient. The whole thing was 
sinuiiy a mutter of friendship." 

( 'om e; hi:^:; Sinclair's interview with 
Attorney Highton, in which .the young 
man announced Mrs. Blythe's latest de- 
termination, the lawyer says that Sinclair 
evidently thought tliat as a result of the 
announeenient sometliing would e.tplode. 
"He wore a curious expression of alarmed 
expectancy which was very amusing," is 
the way the attorney phrases it. He also 
expresses an oj'inion concerning the young 
man's head which contains a menoon of 
'enlargement uf the skull." 

In the complaint in equity which Mr. 
Highton proposes to tile, the defendants 
will be of many social stations and of con- 
siderable -numbers. The attorney says 
that he knows of at least twenty-one dif- 
ferent persons who have immediate inter- 
ests in the linal adjudication of the case. 
Some of these occupy lofty positions and 
the attorney promises that the suit will 
make the United States ring from one end 
to the other.

Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones on the 
Edenic Idyl and Its 
Lesson. 



The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones chose for 
his text (Genesis iii :(> and 7, in his lecture 
on "The Women's I'prising,'" and crowded 
the Second Unitarian Church, corner of 
Twentieth and Capp streets, yesterday 
afternoon: 

.\nd when the woman saw that the tree was 
geod for ftpod. and that It was a deliehi to ihe 
eyes, and that the in-e was to be desired t<i 
make one wise, she took ot the fruit thereof 
and did eat; and she pave also unto her hus- 
band with her, and he did eat. And the eyes 
of them both were opened. 

"History has proved a better comment 
upon my text than theology," said the 
.speaker. "Facts have changed the re- 

E roach into a compliment. The church 
as been unkind to mother Eve as she is 
described in this idyl of Hebrew poetry, 
this poem of creation, born out of a heart 
untutored by science but instructed by 
reverence. As philosophy these Genesis 
stories arc weak and childish, but as mate- 
rial for the jdiilosopher they are suggestive 
and valuable. Instead of blaming poor 
Kve, the inexperienced, nnguided andun- 
conipanioned primitive mother, for laying 
hold of the fruit of that tree of knowledge, 
which was 'good for food and a delight to 
the eyes,' we should rather profoundly 
thank' her, for in that violation was growth. 
The restless Eve, and not the indolent 
Adam, is the parent of civilization, and 
should become the symbol of human tri- 
umph, the emblem of the human soul." 
The preacher concluded: 

When woman shall have reached up Into 
nobler heights of altruism than their brothers, 
into greater love for things eternal, Into 
stronger pssHion for usefulness, a diviner 
hunger for things infinite and eternal, she 
will work with man uud lor man until that 
religion which Is simple but profound, sincere 
and earnest, loving because loyal, shall abound, 
and men and women lind her kindred ties In 
the fullness of mind and that wealth of honest 
lore which bears the human heart upon Its 
bosom toward the Infinite love, as the river 
harries the ship into the sea.

It 
would crots thence southwesterly and then 
godownon ilie Alameda point, on either 
side of it, and thence into the bay, being in 
no sensejin Oakland terminus. 

"If the words above ordinary tide' be 
added, the danger to the southeast still ex- 
ists, and the subscription could be claimed 
on the Alameda terminus, and toward the 
northwest a railroad and pier could termi- 
nate its landing in reaching the navigable 
water at the point at least live miles from 
the business portion of Oakland, without 
coming nearer than three miles of the 
iMisiiies.") center, contributing a minimum 
Oakland benefit, yet earning the subscrip- 
tion of the business and property interest 
of the city."

I 
Buthuiize and empower her to sell any and all 
real and personal properly lielongriug to my 
estate at private or public sale, without the or- 
<ler of any court or tribunal, and that she have 
us full and free right of digposition thereof as 
though the title of all said property vested in 
lier, and my only object in making this will is 
to facilitate the settlement of my estate. 

I think that no man should have the power 
to iro further than this, i do not believe the 
■lead should meddle wiih ilie quick. When a 
).erson is once c*)mfortal/iy liij.i away, let him 
* ea^c fr.^ni troiiMe, and let llie living carrv on 
the liiisinos oi lif*'. Very probably the dead 
cue will have all he can attend to if the "re- 
li;,'U'Us du'-tors" are half right as to the "truths" 
thev tiiiii'l oiil.

BABBIBSTMTIALIiMY. 

REASONS Given for the Gov- 
ernor Signing Senate 
Bill 627. 



A.N Alleged Erroneous Im- 
pression Regarding Its 
Provisions. 



Apparently some doubt exists as to the 
exact terms of Senate bill 627 in favor of 
closing liarber-shops at noon on Sundays 
and legal holidays. 

W. <i. Seppicli of .Scpiiich it Klcinhans, 
barbers, 217 Montgomery street, in speak- 
ing of the matter yesterday said : 

"A morning paper advises the Governor 
to veto this bill because it includes em- 
ployes of bathhotises in its scope. This is 
not the case as we understaijd the bill. 
The law reads as follows: 

Kvery person who as proprietor, manaper, 
les.-ee, employe or aeent keeps 0|ten or coii- 
ilucis. or causes to be kept open orcondia tcil, 
any barber-shop, bath-iioiise and bart»er-shop 
(barber-shop o( a liathiiu; estalilishmeiit), or 
bair-ilresslng esialiiishuu-iu (or any place for 
shaving or hairdressiug, used or eonaueted, or 
ill connection with any other place of busi- 
ness or resort), who engages in work or labor 
(as a barber) in any sucE shop or establish- 
ment on Sumlay. or on a legal holiday, after 
the hour of I'J o'clock Jt of sud day. Is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

"I, as the Piesident of the Barbers' Pro- 
tective Union, and also as proprietor of 
the Kuss House Baths, claim that the law- 
is meant and should be construed to read 
as relating to barbers only. I had the law 
drawn up by re<|uest of my fellow-barbers, 
who number about 5000 in this State. Our 
petition, as forwarded to the Legislature, 
lias Ijeeii signed by barbers from the entire 
State and not one protest has been heard. 

"Any one accepting the assertion oi the 
Sacramento cortespondcnt might conclude 
that the provisions of the bill were in- 
tended to close bathhouses on Suifdav 
afteriioon.s. A hasty reading of tlie bill 
might give color to this idea, but careful 
perusal will show, as I have said, that the 
provisions relate to barbers only. 

"I hope that through the medium of the 
C.\LL any erroneous impression may be 
corrected. That tliis lull mav becoiiie a 
law is desired by all married barbers. By 
its means only can they hope to secure 
half a day of rest on Sunday to spend in 
their family circle."

AVALOX, Santa Catalina, March 14.— 
For many years the island of Santa Cata- 
lina has been known to be the burying- 
grround of a lost or forgotten race of na- 
tives, and the old Spanish records have 
been examined and studied in the hope 
that something might be found that would 
throw light upon the question. Recently 
a report has gained favor that some of the 
old idols and other objects possessed by 



which has an opening, there is a blind 
lead. 

Sometime ago .some goat-hunters from 
the East were enjoying this sport on the 
island and had peiieir:)tcd the country to 
the north of Little Harla.r wiu ii tl.ey dis- 
covered an interesting c.ive on tlie l>o'.-ders 
of a little stream. This showed undoubted 
evidence of having .been used by the 
ancients. The floor was covered with a 
deep black soil in which abalone shells 
had been ground up. and near by great 
masses of these shells were found where 
they had been left by the native occupants. 
The top of this cave was originally open 
and had been covered by a number of flat 
tocks, which had been oiverthtown In some

the natives were buried or concealed in a 
cave somewhere on the coast. That this 
theory may have some foundation in fact 
is proven by the discovery recently of some 
singular caves. While the workmen on a 
road were cutting into the bank of the cliff 
that fronts tiie beacli at Avalon they came 
tipon a cave over li-i feet in length. It 
was carefully cut into the disintegrating 
rock and braced with timbers that showed 
every evidence of a^e. But there was 
nothing in the cave except some rude im- 



way so that thej had tnmbled down into 
the interior. Digging into the flooring of 
the cave the sportsmen found several 
curious implements suggestive of the 
ancients, "rlicre were stoHe mortars and 
i" -tie-. :l tt grinding stones worn smooth 
ast:.ey could be made by long j'ears of 
grinding, and various small objects in 
pearly abalone, evidently the ornaments of 
the natives. In one of the small mortars 
were hundreds of beads, each laboriously 
cnt from a little shell found on the beach. 

Perhaps the most interesting objects dis- 
covered nere were tliusc made of soapstone. 




natives from time immemorial. It was 
undoubtedly suddenly deserted, as when 
found it had the appearance of having been 
left by the workers who dropped their 
tools never to return. 

On the iedge to-day are innumerable 
marks showing how thev cut out the great 
bowls with their flint chip tools. There 
were piles of broken bowls or ollas; others 
whole and complete, heaps of refuse taken 
from the pits, ouantities of i|u:iriz and slate 
knives which the workers u=cd, broken and 
thrown aside. 

Here were made carvings— bits of stone 
carved with rude representations of whales, 
seals :iiid lisli. mile l)o:Us, oval objects used 
in games, and slabs thai when heated were 
placed lijion the liody :is a cure for various 
tro;ililcs. lint the tiiiest objects were large 
mortars of steatite, often three feet high,of 
elegant shapes, showing that the natives 
had i more than ordinary artistic taste. These 
great stone vessels have been found all 
over Southern California, from San I.uis to 
.San Diego, and far up in the mountains ; 
yet all were made at this island quarry and 
carried to the mainland in canoes several 
hundred years ago where they were traded 
for skins and various articles noft to be ob- 
tained on the islands. 

It is estimated that fifty tons of antiqui- 
ties have been taken ■so far from the island 
of Santa Catalina from the twenty or more 
townaites that have been located by col- 
lectors. Excavatine is still carried on and 
donbtless more interesting material will be 
found.

ANGRY KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS, 



Mayor Sutro's Engineer Says 
They Are Scratchinq Him 
FOR Coin. 



An injunction was issued yesterday by 
Judge Slack against Mayor Sutro in his 
capacity as president of the People's Kail- 
road Company to restrain that company 
f|om entering upon the' City Cemetery 
propcirty and laying its tracks over tlie 
graves that have remained undisturbed for 
live years. 

Yesterday afternoon an ofticer of the 
court served notice upon the laborers who 
were engaged upon the coiistniction ^vo^k 
within the cemetery grounds and they im- 
mediately suspended operations. 

The suit is not the result of sudden heat 
or the discovery that the new road had 
blundered into the graveyard unawares, 
for negotiations have been going on for a 



aiiil that tliis is Mierely carrying ottt the 
threat sent him that unless the $5-a-head 
proposition was accepted they would "run 
right over the graves." 

On the other hand, Mr. Sutro's engineers 
declare there are no graves where the road 
runs, at Ica.st no mounds and no markings 
that they could distinguish ; neither, they 
say, were there anv fences other than a 
few old stakes, as the j^lace bail been al- 
lowed to fall into decay. They all believe 
it is simply an alteinp't to ••scotch the old 
man for a few dollars." 

-Mr. Samuels, sjieaking almui the matter 
yesterday, said : "I have danced attend- 
ance upon the Mayor as long as I'm going 
to in this matter. His last threat is that 
he wonlii open un the streets occupied by 
the cemetery. 'Tlie fact is, tliat can't be 
done by any body short of Congress. Not 
only were the limits of the cemetery fixed 
by the City Counci,!, and the LraidatuTe, 
too, I believe, but were confirmed by Con- 
gress, and only Congiesi, therefore, can 
cliangc them. 

Suit was begun yesterday by C. L. Pat- 
ton, who represents the association, and 
Judge Slack granted a temporary restrain- 
ing order, pending a hearing. 

The law in the matter is plain. Section 
296 of the Penal Code, relating to defacing 
tombs and monuments, pirovides: 

Every person who willfully and mallelonslv 
defaces, breaks or removes any tomb, monu- 
ment or gravestone erected to any deceased 
f>erson or any memento or memorial or any 
ornamental plant, tree or shrub appertaining 
to the place of burial of a human being, or who 
shall mark, deface, injure, destroy or remove 
any fence, post, rail or wau of any cemetery is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

In 1SS4 the mtmicipality granted to the 
association permission to bury in the City 
Cemetery, and set apart for its use a field 
of about two or three acres. This was 
thoroughly fenced in, and has been used 
by the association evcrsince. The portion 
of that tract which is affected bv the pres- 
ent proceedings is officially described as 
block 1 of section 2 of Golden Gate Ceme- 
tery, and is known as tlie Bureau of Re-

Fur the ]'arl of the cemetery directly 
ii'U'Cted. tiial Jyiiiir at the intersection c»f 
t.'lemeut street and 'I'hirty-third avenue, 
belongs by right given them by the City 
Council, to the Knights of Pythias Cem- 
etery Association. 

The Irauciiise given the People's Hail- 
road Company I'ermits the occuiiancy ol 
Clement street and Thirty-third avenue. 
Hut the trouble is there is no way of get- 
ting from Clement street into Thirty-third 
avenue although theoretically they Inter- 
sect. 

But the cemetery has absorbed the 
width of both of tlicse atrects, Clement 
street on the south and Thirty-third 
avenue on the eas^ and where they should 
cross each other there is the corner of the 
cemetery pushing its shoulder to prevent 
even an intelMcnOa. There is no way for 
the railroad to get from Thirty-third 
avenue round into Clement street, there- 
fore, except by cutting tlirough the corner 
of the cemetery which extends into the 
street or else by roQnding off through 
private property. 

This was the problem that confronted 
the People's Railroad in its great desire to 
get into town. Mayor Sutro tirst opened 
negotiations with the owner of the private 
prcjperty that ran into the corner where 
the streets came together, but the owner 
thouglit lic .saw one of those iji'i.uriuriities 
that come to a lew men only a lew times 
ill their lives and he set his price for the 
strii) at Jl.'iOO. 

Mayor Sutro owns a few of the sand 
dunes himself away out there, and he 
knows their value per square foot better 
{jerhaps than any other man in town, not 
excepting the City Assessor, so he said a 
few things in his deep, guttural voice, 
which need not be repeated here, and then 
turned his broad back upon the man and 
went straightway to his oflice and sent out 
orders to his engineer to plant a tripod on 
the corner of the cemetery that had thrust 
itself in the path of the People's Railway 
and try to imajjine how it would look with 
some steel niils describing a 30 degree 
curve. 

He expected to hear from this very 
shortly and he did. President M. A. Sam- 
uels of the Knights of I'ythias Cemetery 
Association called upon " him next day. 
Mr. Sutro said be was delighted to see htm 
and was sure that they could come to a 
perfect understanding in a few minutes. 
No, there was no need of hiring lawyers; 
they two would talk it over between them- 
selves. 

Tliey did talk it over, and wiu n they 
parted both thought they bail arrived at "a 
satisfactory understanding. The [>roposi- 
tion was that the road should be allowed 
to go through the corner of the cemetery, 
hut that the railroad should pay for re- 
moving some twelve bodies buried in the 
lots that_ would be traversed, and should 
re-establish the outer wooden fence and an 
iron fence which surrounded the K. t,i I', 
subdivision of the cemelerics within lii'- 
inclosiire.

Samuels that 
the cost of moving the bodies would be 
J250, and that Mr. Sutro agreeil to the 
lifiiire. .\fterward the railroad company 
offered to iSi, tlie work of removing the 
Ixidies or would pay $150. This, after 
some furtlier talk, the association finally 
agreed to. • 

Again negoti.itions were reopened, says 
Samuels, and .Mayor Sutro offered to i^iay 
t-t for the removal of each of the bodies. 
This, Samuels says, was less than the usual, 
cost of the work and he refused. Then he 
says Mayor Sutro became angrv and 
charged iiim with trving to hlackiiKiii bim, 
and declared t hat he would go ahead and 
run the road tbrou-h without asking any- 
body's leave. The men, as stated, entered 
the incIosiirc yesterday and were well on 
toward tiin-iiiiic their job when the notice 
of teni|i.'iary injunction was served on 
them yesterday afternoon, jiiid thev took 
the Saturiiay aftcriiiion half holiday'. 

Both parlies are now thoroughly angry, 
and it is more than likely that a legal bat- 
tle will run a considerable length. 

Samuels declares that the railroad men 
have torn down the fences and that the 
road actually ruiisoveranumher of graves, 
considerable lilling in having been done 
over them, and no attempt made to carry 
out the original arrangement to remove 
tiic bodies.

Judge SLACK DECIDES to Accept 
A.CpjiFiED Copy of 
THE Will. 



SOME DISCREPANCIES FOUND 



The Two Copies of the Will Dif- 
fer IN Several Minor 
Points. 



There i= no longer any donbt as to. what 
Charles Fair intends to do regarding his 
father's will. He will file papers in a con- 
test to-morrow iiroviding that the execu- 
tors succeed m proving the certified copy 
of the will as the will itself. There is little 
doubt that it will be easy to prove the wiU. 

J udge Slack rendered his decision yes- 
terday on the application for an order to 
file a certified copy of the stolen will. This 
decision allows the executors to file a 
certified copy of the will, and declares that 
the copy is sufficient to be considered the 
will itself. This is a victory for Garret 
.McEuerney's supplemental petition. 

Judge Slack's court was crowded with 
learned men of the law yesterday morning. 
Every attorney prominently " connected 
with the ease, except Heuben H. Lloyd, 
was in court. Knigijt, Heggartv, Wheeler, 
McKiierney, Pierson, Mitchell, Goodfellow, 
\ aii i;. Paterson and Russell Wilson were 
am.. n^' those present. Judge Slack called 
up the matter at 10:30 o'el.>ck. and imme- 
diately lietran to read his .lccisi...n. It was 
remarkably free from legal verbiage, and 
the ordinary citizen bail no liiHiculty in 
understanding all his Honor's remarks. 
Judge Slack opened bis remarks as fol- 
lows : 

.\ motion is made by the petitioners for the 
pr.iliiit.' .>i the will of James li. l-'nir, decea.sed, 
lor an oril. r authorizinij the petitioners to file 
a copy ol the will certilieil by the clerk of this 
court. The motion is made upon llie ground 
that the villi was s.olen after it was [ir.i.hieed 
and de|.o.-;le.l with tlie clerk and after pro- 
ceeilinRs for the iir..>iate tlii-reof ha.l been in- 
stituted. The m.jti.iii is resisted for several 
reasons preseiiteii in an initenioiis argument. 

It is tirst ol.iecte.l that there is no sullicient 
showiiiK oi a loss of the will, even if It be con. 
ceded that the will may be lost, within tlie 
meaning of section 1U45, C. r. P., and that the 
clerk hail nutliority to certify a eopv of the 
will. The ..idy evi.lence before tlieeon'rtof the 
fact oi 111.- loss is the allidavit of the chief 
deputy of l . F. Curry, the ( ■ouiitv ( 'lerk. The 
Bftiilavit is -i.mewliat inartilicisllv drawn, but 
it never! Iicless states that the will "was 
stolen K-mi abstracted from the tiles of this 
court ; that it has never been returned and is 
not now among th.' tiles of said court." 

Judge Slack w^ent on to state that County 
Clerk Cwrr> bad tried tp recover the will, 
but t!l.^t !t was not necessary for Currv to 
make an iillidavit li.nv he hail searchccf for 
it. a.- w,,,iM have been necessary in case the 
will liaJ been lo=i. The statement that 
the will had been stolen and the aflirma- 
tion that the custodian no longer \vas in 
possession of the will, and that he is un- 
able to discover its whereabouts, are suffi- 
cient. The decision continues; 

Consequently upon such eyidence, the court 
is Jnstifle t in permitting atj authenticated copy 
to be filed. This evidence is snfficlent to war- 
rant the court in ordering a copy of tiie w 111 to 
be filed. 

Judge Slack stated that it was not neces- 
sary for the executors to file any atlidavits, 
as they were not the custodians of the will 
at the time of the theft. Neither was there 
any need of an affidavit that the copy of 
the will annexed to the notice of motion 
really wa^ a c-opv of the will st> loiiu' as a 
certiiicd c.jpy is ••here and now produced." 
The decision then went on as follows : 
It is next contended that there is no law 
authorizing the clerk to certify a copy of the 
w^ill. If tins be true it follows, as a matter of 
course, thai the cert:llcalioD was a futile act, 
and hence it would be neces.*<ary to prove the 
copy of the w ill in some other manner. Section 
1893, Code of Civil Procedure, provides that 
"every public officer having the custody of a 
public writing wliieh a citizen has a right to 
inspect Is bound to i;ivc him on demand a cer- 
tified copy of it on payment of the legal fee 
therefor, and such copy is admissible in evi- 
dence in like cases and with like eSeot as the 
original writing." 

Judge Slack states that the will was a 
"public writing," an. 1 that it came under 

tlie classitication ci •■idlicial document." 
The Court then sai i : 

rniler section l-^'.i:;. therefore, the County 
(" lerk was authori/.eil lo certify a copy of th*e 
will, and such copy is a.lraissi'ble in eviilence 
in lite cases and with like effect as the original 
wriluiK; and the will, as au oIUcIhI document, 
may be provc.l by the original, or by a copy 
c. : ; iflc.l by I lie leeal keeper thereof. Bection 
liilM (0) <•. c. p. It then fore loUows that the 
certitied copy oi the will stands on the same 
legal looting as the original will. 

In speaking of the last objection to the 
acceptance of the certified copy, Judge 

Slack said : 

It is further claimed in opposition tb this 

motion that a coj.y oi the will cannot be re- 
stored under s. c i Ion lot,'), c. c. P., 'which 
provides that "il ..n cri'_'inal pleading or 
I.ajier he lost the l ourt mav autliorize a eopv 
thereof to tie tiled a, id used instead of tlie 
origiiial." It ha.s h, .-n si,..wn thai the will 
when prodiu e.l ami drlivered to the clerk be- 
came an oft'cial ilo. iiiiieiit of the clerk, and 
when procc..dinfs v.t-rv instituted for its pro- 
bate 11 became an oUi. ial .locument in such 
proi-eediiiRs. Why was it thi n um a "paper" 
a eopv ol which the . mu t luiglit aulliori/e to 
be liletl'' 'lo say that the will was iii>t a 
"paper ' is an assiimpti,.ii not warrniiled cither 
by the terms of the s.iiiou or bv auv other 
provision of the eo.le. Hut it is argued that 
the section is inapplicable because the will 
was not and could not be "filed" until its ad- 
mission lo prohate, and therefore the court 
cannot at iliis time authorize a copy to be 
"tiled. " Tins arKumeiit proceeds upon a too 
rigid interpretation ot the word "filed." 

The will at the lime it was stolen was a docu- 
ment in court proceedings in the legal custody 
of an officer of Ihe. oiirt It was required bv 
the law to remain in his custody, and when it 
was stolen a copy coul.l be "supplied" under 
the authorization of the section that a copy 
may be "tiled." In other w.irJs, in thi.s case 
■ hlcil" raeaiis or includes ■ sui.iui.j.l," just as 
"lost" means or inehi.les "stolen." liui 
whether this iiiterpreiatiou of the section be 
correct or not is ol little cunsequence since the 
c.iurt lias inherent power to supplv a missing 
paper in proceedinR.s lefor. il. 'lliis inll.^rcnt 
IMiwer was recosniz.'.l bv the Sn|.re.ne Court 
111 .-ichler vs. Look, ;K! Ciil., uoa, in the iollow- 
ing language, which is al^u lu accord wiih the 
dei'isioii of ihis court heretofore miulc i'.|m,:i 
demurrer to the 5U|i|.lemental petvaio 
for j.robate; "When jurisdiction has nn.c 
been acqiiireii it is noi lost bv a inil- 
ure to preserve a record of "the a. is 
by which it was seqtiiri-d, and the acts of the 
curt ill exercising its inherent p.iw.-r to 
ameiMl its record or to sni.ply a lost reconl will 
he presumed to have I.ec'i properly ex.'rcised, 
111. t, it is argued, the court cannot permit a 
c.i|.y oi the will to he supplied under this sec- 
1 ion, since to do so would be to i.rove a lost 
«iiliri contravention of sections 1338-1341, 
C. c. 1"., which, under section 1713, C. C. P., 
furnish an exclusive method bv w hich a lost 
will may be proved. But in the lirst i lace the 
court is not now asked to prove a lost will for 
the purpose of establisbine i.ml ailmitiing it to 
probate; and in the second place, i here is no 
application under sectionB I;i3ij.l341 before 
the court to admit a lost will to probate, but 
an applicatioifto admit to ^bate a prodnoed 
will. 

For these reasons the objeelions are over- 
ruled. 

When Judge Slack finished his decision 
Attorney Wheeler took an exception and 
asked for ten days in which to file his bill 
of exceptions. 

Garret McEnerney desired to prove his 
certilied copy of the will. 

This brought Attorney Wheeler to bis 
feet with a long objection. He stated he 
was not prepared to go on with the proof 
of the certified copy because he did not 
believe that the court would require him 
to go on the moment after the decision was 
rendered. The reason why he asked for 
time was that there were two certified 
copies of the will in existence. One was 
l>repared by Pierson and Mitchell in ad- 
vance, presented to the clerk to be certilied 
and handed back to Pierson and Mitchell, 
who have kept it ever since. County Clerk 
Haley also made a certified copy of the 
will. 

Wheeler contended these two copies 



ought to be alike, but said they were not, 

and in some respects there were several 
important discrepancies. Inasmuch as 
there are only two certilied copies in ex- 
istence, and the.se differ, tlie att.irneys for 
some nf tbc heirs claim there will be some 
trouble for ihe court to determine which 
one, if either, of the papers is the correct 
one. In the fifteenth clause the will reads : 
|1n case either of my daughters die, leav- 
ing no children or descendants, the one- 
fourth part of said trust property and es- 
tate herein directed to be transferred and 
conveyed to her chil.lren and descendants 
shall be tnmsferre.l and conveyed to the 
children or cicscciulants of my other 
daughter, ami if there be none the same 
shall be traiisfi'rreii and conveyed to my 
brothers au'l sisters and to the children .if 
my dcccasi'.l brothers and sisters liy right 
of reprf seniati.iti as «f..resai.l." 

In the copy Haley holds the rca line is 
as above given. In the one which Pierson 
and Mitcliell desire to have lilcd as a copy 
of the will, instead of the word "my" be- 
fore the word "deceased" the word "any" 
is placed. This, Attorney Wheeler claimed, 
makes a great deal of difference. The 
other discrepancies are of small words, 
which in themselves have no significance, 
but are found in one copy and do not exist 
in the other. 

Judge Slack decided to continue the case 
until Monday, with the uu.lerstanding that 
no further continuance will be granted. 
The attorneys agreed to this. 

Attorney "Heggarty was seen after the 
court ad journeci. He said: 

We were n.it r. ii.ly to jiroceed on our part as 
on Monday i\ e ijav.' assure.l the court we will 
file a cf.ntest oi the will for Charles Fair, which 
we will do. As so.ui as contest is tiled the law 
requires us to serve copies oi icon the peti- 
tioiuTs l;.r the pTkihate oi the will, an. i on other 
residents oi the county who are interested iu 
the estate. Any oue or more of these may de-

A frightful case of destitution was re- 
ported to Frank Kane, secretary of the 
Society for Prevention of Croel^ to Chil- 
dren, yesterday. 

A letter was received by him from some 
kindly disposed person on Yolo street, 
stating that George Deeney's five children 
were starving, and had not enough clothes 
to cover their nakedness. 

Kane was directed to a miserable little I 
shanty where a case of extreme wretched- | 
ne.ss and destitution was (iresented. There 
was not a single pie. e of furiiiturp in the ! 
bouse, only a brol:en se'.\ nij; machine and | 
an old trunk, two dirty mattresses on the 
floor and two bits of blankets with a Utter 
of rags. Mrs. Deeney, once a belle belong- 
ing to a highly resjjectable and well-to-Oo 
family of this city, was sitting on the 
trunk, and there were four girls, ranging 
from 6 to 13 years of age, huddled together 
on the floor. The children had nothing 
better than pieces of discarded garments 
stitched together. The oldest boy who is 1.5 
years of age was at work in a neighboring 
match factory earning $7 a week to support 
his sisters and himself. 

The officer decided at once to remove 
them to an asylum, but before it was pos- 
sible to take 'them from the faonse he had 
to borrow clothing from neighbors. Even 
then he had to wrap blankets around them 
as covering while they rode in a patrol 
wagon to tlie South San Francisco Orphan 
Asylum. The eldest girl was given a home 
in a family and the boy is at the Youths' 
Directory until he ^ts employment. 

"It was the first time I ever saw children 
bee to be taken away from their mother," 
sam Secretary Kane ytv-tenlay. ' i'sually 
they cry and plead to be left at home, but 
in this case they clung to me. 

"Their father, George Deeney, is a min- 
ing man. at present in Tuolumne County. 
■Wnen he comes to San Francisco ie 
dresses well and spemls money freely. 
Then be is a man about town, but neirlects 
his family. If he were here no%v 1 would 
have him arrested for cruelty to children. 
His wife belongs to a good family, not 
drinking brought her ddwn to her present 
low level. 

^ "It was the worst case I ever saw. Such 
misery is dithcult to imagine, and I have 
no doubt it was brought about by the 
mother's intemperate habits. After she 
took to drinkinL' her friends deserted her. 
and she sank fast tu the condition I found 
her in, withotit friend or kinsfolk, and ai)- 
Bolutely destitute. The stran^'est feature 
of the case was her children arc refined and 
mannerly, quite handsome and to all ap- 
feaiao^^ well bred.'^ 

l,lllian Rtmaell's Yonth. 

Lillian Kussell is always the talk of the 
town when she comes here. Her engage- 
ment this time was no exception. Here 
are some bits about her which may be new 
to the new gener.ition: 

Hhi- was a pupil ot the Sacred Heart 
Convent of this city for nine years, and it 
was there the learned French and German. 

She sang in "Pinafore" in E. E. Rice's 
company when .she was 17 years old, when 
she married and retired. 

One day she was singing in a parlor in a 
house where Tony P:i^t<>r called. Heasked 
who she was, ail' i r.fternard met her. He 
engaged her at a salary of $50 a week to 
aing ballads— "The Kerry Danoe" and 
"Xwickenham Ferry" were two of her 
most popular songs. She received sevetml 
offers while she was with Pastor, but re- 
fused them until her contract with Tony 
Factor waa fulfilled.— Ohieago Tribune.

The Hawaiian Government is losing no 
time in looking into the case against the 
American schooner Wahlberg and her cap- 
tain. The latter is charged with carrying 
arms and ammunition for the revolution- 
ists from San Francisco to Molokai and 
there putting them on board the steamer 
Waimanalo. The evidence in the case 
came up on the steamer Arawa last Thurs- 
day and George Townsend and Charles 
Warren, two of the men who aided in the 
landing of the arms, also came up as wit- 
nesses. Hawaiian Consul-Oeneral Wilder 
is now in possession of all the facts in the 
case. Ue was closeted yesterday for sev- 
eral hours with United States Assistant 
District Attorney Knight. 

He first of all called upon Marshal Bald- 
wm. That gentleman referred him to 
United States Commissioner Heacock and 
after listening to his statement the latter 
said he could not do anythini? until the 
Uniteil Htates District Attorney had taken 
some action. It was then that Mr. Wilder 
visited the District Attorney's office and 
laid the facts of the case before Mr. Knight. 

From what could be gathered it appears 
that the Hawaiian Government is not anx- 
ious to prosecute the case against Ctmtain 
Martin and his schooner, but wants Uncle 
Sam to do the business. The island repub- 
lic will furnish an attorney and the evi- 
dence, but as the captain is an American 
and the Wahlbcrg an American schooner, 
Consul-3eneral Wilder thinks the United 
States Government should prosecute the 
case and indemnify the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment. William A. Kinney, the attorney 
who appears for the Hawaiians, backed up 
Consul Wilder's claim, but District Attor- 
ney Knight failed to see it in their light. 
He would give no decided opinion, and 
another consultation will be held to-mor- 
row at which United States District Attor- 
ney Koote will be present. 

tx-Attorney-Ger.eral C W. Ashford of 
Hawaii, one of the exiles who came up on 
tlie Arawa, had this to say about the claim 
yestcrdav: "The Gov«Timent has farmed 
out the \Vahl berg claim to Kinney for M 
per l ent of what he can get and he in turn 
iias farmed it out to lieorgc Town.seiid and 
Cliarles Warren, two rascally Kanakas, 
who are to give certain testimo'ny. Should 
they really appear as witnesses I shall take 
pains that a number of men here who 
know them are also heard." 

Thefateof Captain Martin and theWahl- 
berg, as far as a prosecution is concerned, 
wiirbe settled next Monday, as the repre- 
sentatives of the Hawaiian Government are 
not likely to take action if not backed up 
by the United States District Attorney. 
The Wahlberv is still held by a United 
States marshal at San Iiie^o. 

Kzpenalve Red Tape. 
Admiralty blunders are not, says our 
Paris correspondent, a privilege of Great 
Britain alone. The French Minister of 
Marine kept at St. Pierre Miquelon, near 
Newfoundland, a stock of empty barrels, 
which had contained lard, wine and salt 
meat. The Colonial Governor not Imow- 
ing what to do with these "empties," 
wh ich were rotting and falling to pieces, 
asked that they might be removed. The 
Commissioner of the Minister of Mari.ie 
rilled, however, that they must be sent to 
France. As no transport is to be found in 
the Newfotmdiand waters it was necessary 
to charter a sailing vessel, the Seallowef, 
which was on its way to St. Malo. The 
vessel landed the other day its precious 
freight, a sum of £100 behig paid by the 
Admiralty to the owners. The barrels 
were sold by auction and iet/dnad th» sum 
of £6.— London DailyNewB.

WORK FOR MANY WHITE MEN 



Trade Will Be Brisk on the 
Water Front— The Salmon 

COMBIME. 



The ship Llewellyn J. Morse was towed 
to Howard-street wharf 1 yesterday after- 
noon, and to-niorrow afternoon she will 
commence taking in stores, canning sup- 
plies, etc., for Karluk, Alaska. With the 
departure of the Morse will commence the 
exodus of a big fleet of vessels for the 
Alaska fisheries. The Skoltield, which left 
last week with h^r Chinese and Italians, is 
bound for the Copper River, and she will 
be the only vessel to go to that port this 
year. KarluK is the main station for the 
fisheries, and it is at this point that the 
opposition is centered. 

Some years since there were no less than 
eight canneries on the Karluk River. The 
packers found that they were flooding the 
market with salmon. Several failures re- 
sulted, and finally a combine was formed 
wiiich is known as the Alaska Packers' 
Association. There are now only three 
canneries on the Karluk, the association 
having one, R. D. Hume another and the 
Alaska Improvement Company a third. 
The combine has already chartered eleven 
ves.sels, which are intended for various 
ports in Ala-^ka. 

The ship Highland Light i.s getting ready 
for sea at Harrison-street wharf, and she 
will sail the latter part of the month for 
Cook's Inlet. The ship Rajihael is dis- 
charging her cargo of coal at Paeilic street 
wharf. She has been chartered to go to 
Chignik Bay and will commence tittingout 
as .soon as her coal is removed. 'The bark 
James A. Borland which has been laid up 
in Oakland Creek all winter will come out 
early this week and go to Howard-street 
wharf 8. New masts will he put in the ves- 
sel and she will be sent toWrangel. The 
bark Klectra will also be hauled out of 
Oakland Creek shortly and will load for 
Loring in southeastern Alaska. The barks 
Nicholas Thayer. W. W. Carl, Merora and 
Alex McNeil have been chartered for 
Bristol Bay where the compact has four 
canneries. The ship Prussia has also been 
chartered, but she will not leave for Kar- 
luk until about April 15, taking with her 
white and Chinese fishermen. The 
Llewellyn J. Horse will take only the men 
to be employed in the cannery where the 
packing cans are manufactured. 

The steamer Ella Rohlffs will sail for 
Karluk by way of Afognak on April 1. Un 
this vessel wlU go the superintendent and 
head men of the cannery, and the crews 
of the combine's steamer, which have been 
lying at Afognak during the winter. There 
are five of these steamers -the Jeanie, 
Alert, Royal, (.ilga and Northern I.igiit. 
In the season they are empJoj'ed carrviiig 
the catch from the outside ports to Karluk, 
whence the salmon is shipped to San 
Francisco. 

The opposition firms have chartered the 
barks Harvester and Ferris Thompson, the 
schooner Premier and the barkentine 
Marion. The barks go to Karluk, the Har- 
vester for the Alaska Improvement Com- 
pany, and the Thompson for K. D. Hume. 
The Premier and Marion go to Bristol 
Bay. 

The fitting out of the bt^r tieet means 
much to the water front. Nearly 000 white 
men will go north in various capacities, 
over 200 sailors alone being required for 
the manning of tne vessels which will go 
into service. This means an outfit for 
each seafaring man, a paid board-bill for 
the seaman's landlord, food and supplies 
for the slop-chest, stores and material for 
the canneries, supplies for the hshermen, 
ship-chandlery— m short, all sorts of ar- 
ticles, from a needle to an anchor, will be 
required, and tradesmen of all classes will 
have a chance to do business with the 
fleet. Tugs will find work in plenty and 
the i>i!r,ts will have the last whackatthe 
outgoing vessels. 

The Llewellyn Morse will return from 
Karluk directly she has landed hercannerj- 
men and stores, but the rest of the fleet 
will remain in Alaskan waters until early 
in the fall. Each cannery w hile in opera- 
tion will employ from 40 to 65 white men 
and from 90 to 120 Chinese. There will be 
no Italian fishermen at Karluk, Chinese 
being preferred. 

The steamer Dora sailed on Thursday for 
Sitka, taking among her passengers Gov- 
ernor tihakelcy of Alaska. The Dora is 
owned by the Alaska Commercial Com 
paiiy, which company has the Alaskan 
mail contract, t'cunnieiicing on April 1 
the .steamer will Connect with the Pacific 
Coast steamers at .luneau, carrying the 
United States mail between that port and 
Sitka, Karluk, Sand Point and Oonalaska. 
The steamer Bertha will arrive in a few 
days from Alaska by way of Port Town- 
send. When she returns to .Maska she 
will have as a passenger Captain James 
Wilson, one of the oldest men in the em- 
ploy of the .\laska Commercial Companv. 
He returneil a few davs ago from ScoUand, 
where he has been visiting relatives. Cap- 
tain Wilson has been located at Cook S 
Inlet for the past twenty 3'ears, 



MUST BESOIND AN OEDIHANOE. 

Tlie Sapervtaors and Auditor la m Di- 
lemma. 

The Auditor and Finance Committee of 
the Board of Supervisors have decided that 
there is but one remedy for the present ex- 
isting deficit in the fund for the burial of 
the indigent dead, and that is to rescind 
ordinance No. 2780, which was passed some 
time ago, forbidding the Auditor to sign 
warrants calling for drafts on funds which 
have been exhausted unless comijelled to 
do so by decisions of the Supreme Court. 
This action, if taken, will relate solely to 
this particular fund. 

The Auditor and board now "have in their 
hands drafts for $667 70 in excess of the ap- 
propriation, and the contractors who bury 
the indigents are threatening to refuse to 
do any further work unless their claims 
are paid. 

It was at first thought that a portion of 
the disinterment fund could be transferred 
to the general fund and then drawn upon 
to meet the deficit in the indigentdead 
fund, but it was found on investigation 
that the disinterment fund was at so low 
an ebb that it would not meet the require- 
ments. 

This fund is likely to be largelv aug- 
mented in May or June when the Cliinesc 
make their annual disinterment of the 
bones of their deceased countrymen for 
shipment to theOrient, but in the mean- 
time the Indigento must be buried and 
fimds provided for tliat purpose. In case 
it is decided to rescind the ordinance the 
Auditor can sign the warrants and the 
proposed transfer be made when the disin- 
terment fund is strong enough to bear the 
strain.

How THE Chinese Regard Their 
Final Return to 
China. 



They Will Not Depart Until 
They Have Earned Plenty 
OF Money. 



Collector Wise is constantly discovering 
new ways in which the-Chinese attempt to 
beat the McCreary act. Every Chinese 
lirm in the country have entered into new 
articles of copartnership, by which it is 
possible to increase the number of partners 
at any time in order to till an emergency, 
in this way some of the Chinese mercan- 
tile houses now produr-e lists of from fif- 
teen to twenty partners wlieiiever called 
upon. The Chinese in question who de- 
sires to land in California can always find 
his name in one of these lists, and in con- 
sequence the Collector finds it very hard 
work to prove tliat the applicant lor re- 
admission is not a merchant. 

A few months ago a supposed member of 
the firm of (Juong Ming Kce of San Diego 
returned from China. He swore he was a 
merchant, and a number of liis alleged 
partners bore out his statement. The firm 
furnished the Collector with the articles 
of copartnership, but as it was written in 
Chinese characters "it was not much use as 
evidence until a translation was made. It 
is a literary curiosity, and as such Collector 
Wise has had it framed, and in future it 
will adorn the walls of the Custom-house. 
The translation is as follows: 

AOKEEMSNT OP COFABTmEBSHIP UST. 

The rules otourfirm areas follows: Whereas, 
the store of Quong Ming Kee Is situated In a 
brick building on Sixth street, in the city of 
San Diego, State of CaUfornia.

Thursday Will Be Set Apart for 
A Programme of Special 

Studies. 



Twenty-two youtip men and women and 
one iiiidii;>--:i;;r,l ^trug^;Ied with ((ties- 
tions in arithmetic, grammar and spelling 
yesterday in the normal scbool building 
on Powdl street, near Olay. The occasion 
was the semi-annual examination of thdse 
who aspire to be teachers In the School 
Department, and wanted to secure high 
school, grammar, primary or special 
certificates. 

Pronipily at n o'clock the .Tspirants for 
I>edagogic honors were on hand, and took 
their seats in the large classroom on the 
second floor. Those in charge of affairs 
were Deputy Siiperintendent Madison 
BaWick; Miss M. B. Callahan, principal 
of the Clement Grammar School : Miss X. 
K. Wii.mI. i)rinciipal of the Hearst .-^chool ; 
James F. Hamilton, principal of the Lin- 
coln School; Frank Morton, . principal of 
the Boys' High SchooL 

The lirst study taken up was written 
arithmetic with ninety credits; next was 
grammar, eighty credits, and in the after- 
noun spelling and defining, eighty credits. 
The "pupils" were given every o)ipor- 
tunity as regards time in which to do 
their work. Mr. Babcock is a firm l>e- 
liever in allowing, time in examination 
work, as he thinks the results are more 
satisfactory. 

Kacli one of the aspirants was also 
obliged to answer seven general questions 
in which they gave their names, residence, 
what grade of certificate they desired, 
where they were educated, what certifi- 
cates they at present held, references in 
regard to teaching and moral character, 
and finally, what experience in teaching 
they had had. 

Seated at one of the desks in the rear of 
the classroom was a young colored man 
who had been a student at the State I'ni- 
versity. He gave his name as tilasgow 
Cyrus Davis. He wanted a certificate 
which would enable him to earn his living 
by teaching. 

".\t the other end of the room was the 
middle-aged "pupil." His name is Wal- 
ter Westington, and tie was seeking a 
grammar grade eertilicate. His exi)erience 
as a teacher has been a varied one, juilging 
from his written statement. He taught 
tor ten years at the Tavistock public school 
in England and one year at the O.ttord 
I'niversity. He iicld a first-cla.ss certificate 
from the iliiL'lisli educational department 
and a second class certificate from the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and "York. As 
a teacher he has had twenty years' expe- 
rience. 

The spelling and deiining lessons were 
the easiest of the day. and came as a sort 
of benediction after the bard wrestle with 
arithnuetical problems and grammatical 
const!:nction8. The hardest among the 
words were idiosyncrasy, solphntous, si- 
liciovis and prescience. 

The studies for primary certificate aspi- 
rants arc composition, geography, theorv 
of education, penmanship, history, phvsi- 
ology, drawing, oral masicand orsl arith- 
metic. 

The examination will last until next Fri- 
dav and an average of three studies a day 
will be maintained. On Monday composi- 
tion, geography and the theory of edu- 
cation will he on the programme. 

Tuesday teachers who now hold primary 
cen iticates and are desirous of getting 
grammar grade certificates will have a 
chain H In dLsplay their ability and right to 
be ailvanccd. 

There will be a special examination on 
Thursday consisting of manual training, 
French, music and cooking. In one of the 
lower classrooms of the school is akltchen, 
and this will b« nged for the eeoking les- 
sons. 

A general average percentage of 85 is re- 
quired to pass the examination, but those 
Who fall below 60 per cent in arithmetic, 
gramittar and ipelling will be dropped out 
of the race. 

Deputy Superintendent Babcock says 
that all the aspirants are energetic and 
painstaking in their labors. Under the 
rule adopted of not hurrying the "pupils" 
they are enabled to do mniih better work. 
During the coming week there will he sev- 
eral Hchlilions to the ranks (,f ihc asiiirants

Morney rushed forward as Helliwell 
rciichell the poop.itnd inquired into the 
cause of the shooting. The steward 
warned them to go back, threatening them 
with ileath. Hbe captain whispered to the ' 
carpenter to go below for a gun, but the 
latter remiimed him that he had the kev 
of the room. Helliwell overheard the re- 
mark, and commanded the captain to put 
the key on oneof the ventilators. Peters 
complied, and then tried to reason with 
the frenzied steward. The captain stutters 
in his speech, M ^hf did not talk 
quickly enough to -Buit "hira, the madman 
deliberately took a shot at him, the bullet 
passing close to his head.

From where Helliwell stood he 
commanded a view of the entire ship and 
he could not be seen.

Maher leaned forward 
with a lantern in his hand and gave the 
despejate man a si<le view of his star.

MONGOLS AS ATHLETES. 

Not the lUlflerable, Puuy Fellows That 
One 'Would ImaKinr. 

One of the surprises encountered by the 
traveler when he is first cast among Mon- 
golians is their physical development. 
Americans are wont lo judge their bodily 
structure by the specimens in the laundry 
shops of Sam I^ee or Wi Ping: and the 
loose clothing of the I'liiuanian conceals 
liis brawny arms and legs when lie has 
them. Seeing Thibetans in the Hinialavas 
- stocky chunks of men with an abnormal 
muscular development —had not brushed 
away my idea that the Ohinaman was 
rather a slim, unmuscular Oriental, some- 
thing like the willowy Hindu ; but when I 
landed in Sinfjapore and first saw numbers 
of coolies stripped to their work, I was 
thun<lerstruck at their massive proportions. 
The Chinese are commonly said to be a 
disea.sed race, a jicoplc permeated with 
blood poisons ; hut one does not see it in 
the average specimen, and one does 
see at every street corner men with limbs 
and torsos like a .'^andow, men who 
would be marked down for football players 
in any American college. Not but what 
disease is always an accompaniment of so 
crowded a population; not that its mani- 
festations fail to impress you; but the 
Chinaman, fur from being a'taper-fingered 
mortal, is a tough, stnrdy, fine fellow, with 
thews and sinews like an athlete, and 
identy of ambition and courage wiihiu 
Ills racial lines. Nor have 1 fouiid any ex- 
ception to the rule. The Mongol from the 
borders of India, where, going east, you 
tir.st strike hiir homely coarseness, to the 
confines of Japan, where you say gondby 
to his lovely cherry blossoms " and his 
smiling hows, is everywhere, in t>hysinue, 
the same strong, enduring man. 'riic 
Chinaman is lirthy in mind, bodv and 
estate ; the .Tapanese is equally clean, but 
in mere physical iiuality they are very 
much alike." That the Mongol's nervous 
structure is less line than the Aryan's is evi- 
denced by the fact that the average China- 
man will" endure unhlenched the pain of a 
surgical operation which would seriously 
compromise the reactionary power of mo.st 
white men, and this, if anything, adds to 
his value as a mere human animal.— The 
Foru m .

Great MllUonatres Tell How They Began 
Their Fortones. 

So many citizens of this country have 
sticoeedcd within a gisnenition or less in 
piling Up vast fortunes that it seems as if 
i the task could not be a very difficult one. 

It will be interesting to hear from some of 
thcni how they set about it. 

"When 1 was 15 years old," said Collis 
P. Huniington to the writer, "t went from 
my home in Counecticut to New York and 
bought a small bill of goods, one of our 
neighbors being secnrity for my credit. 
My first deal was a success, and thus I won 
my first IIOQ. But starting business in San 
Francisco in 1849 I lost heavily until my 
funds were so low that in order to get to 
Sacramento I earned my passage money 
thiiiier on a schooner by helping to loiul 
her at Jl an hour. In Sacramento I started 
in business in a tent with a limited stock 
of general merchandise, and there I se- 
cured the first fmt that I mav be said to 
have kept to tin' ).ivsent time."" 

I'hilip 1). .\nnour, the Chicago i>ork- 
packcr. whose fortune is estimated at $20,- 
iHVi.oi.Hl. s:nd: "1 got the first $100 of the 
fortune 1 now jiossess bv dig;;ing ami 
wa-hing gold. 1 started fo"r California in 
1.S4!) and drove a team of six mules acro.ss 
the ^plains. There I dng and washed 
away until I was pretty well wearied, and 
then I got some washings that I sold for 
$100, the first time I evdf possessed so large 
a sum." 

.\nilrcw Carnegie explained that his first 
$li>i was saved from salarj- paid to hira by 
Thomas Scott, president of the Pennsvl- 
vania Railroad. 

Senator John P. Jones of Nevada, some- 
times called the Silver King, said that he 
found his lirst monev in the ground, but 
he earned it. He w"ent to California in 
1849 and worked as a miner in placers and 
tunnels and there made a smair beginning 
of bis fortune. 

The late Senator Stanford often told how 
he earned bis lirst $1(X). It was as a law- 
yer's fee. He was practicing in Okankee 
County, Wash., and defended a man ac- 
cuwd of murderiuK a peddler. The most 
damaging fact against him was that a ring 
belonging to the murdered man was found 
on the prisoner's hand. 

.\ddressing the jury in the most solemn 
manner Stanford said: "Before God I 
swear that I know thia man is innocent." 

His attention was then attracted to a 
sncctator who was in a state of great cnio- 
lior;, I H>iii{f to him he said: "Ibis is the 
guilty man. ' The man confessed and ex- 
plaiiied that the peddler's ring was pulled 
off in the deatn struggle. Stanford re- 
ceived from ilia client $100, which he al- 
ways afterwaird preserved.-^New York 
World.

SOUNDS MADE BY' ANTS. 

ETldently Caused by Rubbing Portions 
of tlie Body Tosether. 

That ants arc capable of producing 
sounds intelligible to their fellows and 
even audible to our ears feems to be proved 
by the exjierimeuts of Sir John Lubbock, 
Landois, Robert Wronghton of Bombay, 
C. Janet, Forel, E. Warsmann and others. 
It also seems to be determined tliat the 
sounds are produced by tfae rubbing to- 
gether of superficial portions of the 
body. A simple yet ingenious contri- 
vance is describetl for enabling an 
obaerrer to hear and study these 
sounds. A glass tunnel is set, small end 
down, in the middle of a square of window- 
glass of five or si.x inches side, fittingclose- 
ly enough to prevent the insects crawling 
out under it. A bunch of ants about as 
large as a chestnut and free from any for- 
eign substance ii dropped throujih the tun- 
nel, and that is lifted up at onre. V'liile 
the ants are still confused, and before any 
of them can reach the edge of the glass, it 
is covered with another square Tike it, 
which has been surrounded a short dis- 
tance from its edge by a pad of puttv. This 
confines the ants and prevents their being 
crushed. The two plates of glass ate 
pressed tocother to within about the thick- 
ness of an ant's body, but closer on one 
side than on the other, so as to hold some 
ttgiit and leave others free to take such 
positions as please them. On applying 
this box of iinxs to tlic ear .is <ine woi'ild a 
watch a regular buzzing may be heard like 
that of water boiline in an open vessel, and 
with it some very clear stridnlations. The 
ants may be kepi alive several hours and 
even days in this prison if it is not air- 
tight, and whenever the ants are excited 
the stridulations may be heard very nu- 
merous and intense.

HIS FATHER Has Been 
Compromised. 



AN IMMENSE TRANSACTION. 



The Story Told in an Affidavit 
IN A Case Against the 
Nevada Bank. 



Rudolph Spreckels' suit to enjoin the 
Nevada Bank from sending to tlie Hawaiian 
Islands to have transferred to its name as 
jiledgee some 2500 shares in the I'aauhau 
Plantation Company brings out the hidden 
hi~tiiry uf the settlementofthe suit brought 
in IsiW by H. N. WooUey and C. A. Spreck- 
els against Claus Spreckels and tiie Ha- 
waiian Commercial and Sugar Company, 
In that suit an accounting was demanded 
of the whole business of the company. Tbe 
case was settled out of court on the 4th 
of January. 1894,-but none of the terms of 
settlement were made known to the public 
at that time. 

Yesterday afternoon there was filed a 
demurrer by the Nevada Bank in the suit 
brought by Rudolph Spreckels upon the 
usual statutory grounds. There was also 
filed a motion to dissolve the injunction. 
In support of said motion certain affidavits 
and exhibits were also filed. The e.\]iibits 
consist of copies of the original agreement 
of January 4, 1894. The terms of the agree- 
ment were as given in the paper signed 
by the parties, that Glaus Spreckels trans- 
ferred to his son, C, A, Spreckels, 700 $1000 
bonds of the Hawaiian Commercial Sugar 
Company, half of the shares of the capital 
stock of the Waikapu Plantation Company 
(less sixty shares), a promissory note of 
George W. Macfarlane for 1125,000, and ISOO 
shares of the Hawaiian Commercial 
and Suear Company, for which C. A. 
Sjireckels was to pay $7o;!,.')im, one-half 
.lanuary 4, 189;"), and the balance January 
4, IJi'JI)." As security for the payment of the 
first half of this sum C. A. Spreckels 
pledged lOU shares of the stock of the Cali- 
fornia Sugar Refinery. 2S0O shares of the 
Paaunau Plantation Company, 333 shares 
of the Hilo Hiiiiar Comjiany, and as security 
fur Ihe second payment tlie same number 
of shares in the same corporations. 

Part of these shares put up as security 
were the property of Rudolph Spreckels, 
who sympathized with his brother "C, us" 
in the dispute with tlieir father, and it 
was to prevent the bank from having 
them transferred to its name that the suit 
was brought. Rudolph claimed as a basis 
for his suit that Clans Spreckels had 
agreed that the shares shoulii not be trans- 
ferred out of his name on the hooks of the 
Plantation Company until after tlie ma- 
turity of the debt which thev secured. 
This agreement, he alleged, tlie Nevada 
Bank, tlie present holder of the pledge, 
was about to violate. 

AVith the demurrer and motion for disso- 
lutiiiii of tlie in jiiiH-tioii lileil }-esterday are 
attidavits of .lolui V. Binelow, John I)' and 
Claus Spreckels. Tlie two latter recite that 
the whole a'Tceiiient between Claus 
Spreckels and his sons was in writing and 
is annexed tb their affidavit, and that there 
was no agreement whatever as to the trans- 
fer of tl'.c sluires of the character claiim-d 
by the I'Liintiff, nor any contract ma.lo 
that the sijai es of stock would not be trans- 
ferred on the books of the corporation. 

John F. Bigoiow, who is vice-president 
ot the N'evaila Bank, says that when the 
agreement and collaterals were assigned to 
the bank ii had no notice or knowl- 
edge or information as lo anv con- 
tract not to make the transfer. lie says 
that it is the bank's intention to have 
the shares transferred to the name of it- 
self as pledgee thereof, which the afHant 
asserts it has the legal right to do. He 
then proceeds to assign as a special reason 
for the present exercise of this right the 
unsettled political and business condition 
of the islands at tbe present time. He 
states that there has come to the notice 
of the bank rumors of the connection, 
actual or suspected, of Rudolph Spreckels 
with the late attempted revolution, and 
that the Government of the Hawaiian re- 

Eublic may proceed against him and con- 
scate any property ^^^i, "'^y ^ '^^^^ to 
find belonging to him. iJndef the circum- 
stances they think that thex should not be 
enjoined from having tiie ahans trans- 
ferred to their name. 

Further, refeieuce is made to tbe fact 
that under the agreement between Claus 
and C. A. Spreckels, the latter might, if he 
chose, at any time before tlie ilatc for tiie 
liayiuent of either half of the $7ii:!,.W0, pay 
one-third of that half and take a corre- 
sponding number of the shares pledged, 
and that last December he did offer to pay 
one-third of the first jjayment. This could 
not be done at the time without sending 
.some of tbe certificates to the islands for 
tran.>i'er, and to this C. A. Spreckels 
agreed.

Items In Our Bill of Fare. 
In respect to some things America bests 

all countries easily, hands down, saya 
David Christie Murray in the Boston Her- 
ald. The plentitnde of pure, natural 
drinking water, always deliciously cold, is 
one of them. The general use of ice for 
all things which deserves to be drunk or 
eaten cold is another. I iiave experience 
enough and courage enouirh in my own 
judgment to say, without licsitation or re- 
serve, that the American table is the best 
in tbe world and tbe best served. Nobody 
has eaten an oyster until he has had it 
served on the half shell on a bed of crushed 
ice. Nobody knows how delicious fresh fruit 
can be until he has eaten it with its na- 
tive bloom untouched and newly bnmght 
from the icesafe. Why can't we have these 
little cheap pleasures in Europe? Why 
arc we sirati.gers to tobasco sauce? 
Through how many centuries has the oy- 
ster waited for that crown of aU his gusta- 
torial glories? And what shall I say of 
the terrapin, of the venison steak "on a 
blazer," of the inexpensive but glorious 
clam chowder, of the score of game birds 
and the novel and appetizing fish, of the 
"English mutton-chop (whicn surpasses 
any mutton-chop nowadays to be found in 
England) of the gloiioui variety of fmlts 
and brandy 7 

This is a country in which a man may 
order oysters w itli an open heart. They 
are not quite as good as our own dear little 
gentlemanly WhittsUble native, bat very 
nearly, and they beat our common sorta 
out of the field altogether. I remember 
when onr oyster famine set in th.-it I made 
my first visit to England in the oyster sea- 
son for a space of five whole years. I knew 
nothing of the appalling rise in price, mad 
I invited some haU docen men to an oyster 
luncheon. A certain glitter in tbe eyes 
of the invited was noticeable, but I 
failed to remark upon it until the bill 
came. [ recalled it then. The precious 
bivalve w as retailed at 5 shillings and 6 
pence a dozen— U cents an oyster. And 
it was not as if the men had been mv dear- 
est friends. They were everydav club 
acquaintances-no more. Wines are dearcr 
here than they have a right to be, and the

procurable at so cheap a rate in Bngland 
are hardly seen where one would fx wet 
them to be plentiful.

iJnder the big Niantic building at the 
corner of Clay and Sansoine street? are the 
foundations of a iornier Niantic editice, 
and beneath thi.-, far 
broken aiul lr:i,-mf-ntary 
J-'rancisco's eorer.c epOLli 
the rt'iantii. shi; , buried 
deposit of tut rushing years 
of the wasting ages. 

The story of this geological derelict 
begins when the Niantic first sailed from 
her Uew England ways after the leviathan 
of the deep. Her life as a blubber-hunter 
was nnerentful until the auric dawn of 
'48 began to gild the sky, when she took 
faer xAmOB among the 'fleets of the new 
Jason and sought the fleece of gold. 

She was then the propertv of Moorbead, 
'Whitehead & Waddingtbn— the latter 
sftei^ard a prominent merchant here — 
who sent her to Panama to catch the pas- 
K'-ngers and b^ght then stranded on the 
isthmus. 

On ,luly S. she sailed in tlir..r,^li the 

^ioldeii 'iate and from the sea f'jri vrr. In 
e few davs her crew deserted her for the 
wild gufches and ravines of the Eldorado, 
and for some time she yawed around. her 
anchor, manned hy the sociable and harm- 
less Darien corkroaches. The llood of pop- 
ulation sweeping into Verba Huena tilled 
and overflowed the young puelilo of the 
Gringo, and no cubic" feet of air went to 
waste in the crowded habitations on the 
BandhiUs. Houses were of more use than 
ships, and the abamloned craft were 
tvarped into the beach and labeled "To 
Let.^' 

Tfaiswasin that free-and-easy day known 
Ks the "when-the-water-came-up-to-Mont- 
gomery-street" period. Other fluids came 
up to Sfontgomery street, but t heir inclined 
flow was ]>oss;l>ly i onsidered too common 
for a place in history or the marking of an 
epoch, and no page shows the record of 
their motions, though some of the pioneer 
mounds on the S(ditary hill back of town 
niight bear silent witness of the tierce and 
fervid time when the Ijarrels well shaken 
(before taken) by the Cape Horn tempe.sts 
took upon— and within— themselves an age 
which the peaceful cobwebby years of cel- 
lar life never could supplv.

Wh' U a nian died hurriedly 
tiM community ren..|vcd itself into a t.'oro- 
ner^S joiy and'decided that he was dead 
without any corroborative evidence on the 
part of the corpse, and the quiet people 
out 'i!i Lone Mi>untuiu received the new- 
comer in silence.

FLiLTE ElBCXBICAU-T, 

—A most interesting 
and valuable method of annealine armor 
plate IS described by .Professor Elibn 
Thomson. In this method electricity is 
used for producing a local softening of the 
surface of the plate. Projectiles arc now 
hurledwith such terrific force from rapid-tir- 
ing guns that ordinary armor jilate, exposed 
to their lire, would be quickly perforated, 
smashed and destroyed. The plate has to 
be given a surface of superior resisting 
power, and for this purpose it is subjected 
to the process of "Harveyizing" ; that is, 
it is provided with a skin of hard steel of 
greater or less thickness. This is effected 
hy keeping the ])late hot in contact j 
with Carbon. The carbon then enters the { 
face of the metal and so enricheo it that I 
by asubsequent operation in which the olate 
IS rapidly ciiilled itaccjuircs the properties ' 
of very hard steel. When struck by a pro- i 
jectile'this hardened surface repels the im- ; 
pact so effectively that tlie puncturing end 
of the shot is broken up and its entrance i 
into the body of the plate which, behind 
the Harveyized surface, is of soft material, 
is prevented. The thickness of this chilled . 
and hardened coating may vary from I 
half to three-quarters ol an inch. It is pos- 
sible while passing the plate through this 
prcwess to exempt certain portions from 
carbonizaliim, but there lias always been 
ditticulty in conlining the e.xemptcd area 
accurately, and parts might be left soft 
which should be hard, and vice versa. The 
real obiect of annealing, or softening, the 
spots <.)\\ the armor plate, is of course, to 
enable holes to be drilled through the sur- 
face and screw threads to be cut into them 
by tapping, so that the plates themselves 
can \yt attached or have parts of the ship 
attached to them. Various means of doing 
this have been attempted, especially the 
apidication to the surface of the plate of 
the intcnsie heat oi the o.vyhydrogen blow- 
pipe, but all have failed. The electric pro- 
cess, which is now used successfully, con- 
sists in heating a portion of the plate to an 
annealing temperature by passing a cur- 
rent between two electrodes placed at a 
certain distanc» apart on the plate surface, 
and then by diminishing the current, low- 
ering the temperature so slowly that the 
massive plate at the back cannot cause 
a chill on the heated portion of the metal. 
In other words the application of heat is 
so regulated that the temperature at tiie 
heated or appealed spot is maintained iii- 
delinitely or changed so gradually that the 
subsequent hardening, which would ordi- 
narily be the effect oi a sudden chill, is 
prevented. The case of the warshi)) Mas- 
sachusetts, now under construction, in 
whi< h it IS found that certain of the ar- 
mored |ilates for the barbettes possessed 
the toughened Harveyized skin in places 
where it was absolutely necessary that they 
should be drilled and tapped, showed very 
elearly the value of the process. Blow- 
l)ipes had V«-en tried in vain and the build- 
ing of the ship was at a standstill. The 
application of tlie electric annealing pro- 
cess put an end to the difficulty and the 
work of construction was at once renewed.

The ordi- 
nary long distaiH'e microphone transmitter 
is used at either end, with callbeils and re- 
ceivers. On the farm mentioned by Mr. 
Aeggie the longest service is sLvteen miles, 
but one run has a. continuous service of 
twenty-eight miles, and there is no rea.son 
why the system should not be worked on 
much longer stretches. Mr. Aectgle found 
the cost of his telephone servitx.to be 
about m cents a mile, and since he showed 
the way many hundreds of miles of station 
fences throughout Australia have been 
brought in requisition for the purpose. 

Obscvbixo Ihca!idisc£:(x Lamb Bi lbs by 
Sard Buksr.— The use of acid, which hith- 
erto has been largely depended upon for 
the obscuring of frosted incandescent 
lamp bulbs, has been found objectionable 
on many grounds, and especially from giv- 
ing a greasv appearance to the class. It Is 
now proved that the .sand blast can do the 
work of the acid with none of its draw- 
backs. The sand blast is in almost univer- 
sal use for obscuring and decorating lamp 
and gas-moons and"^ chimneys, but it has 
until recently been considered too power- 
ful for the frosting of incanilesi ent bulbs. 
A machine has been invented for this pur- 
pose by which from live to tight dozen 
lamps can be obscured per hour. The 
blast is operated by a blower, only one- 
half horsepower being required,

This is the title of a new book on 
economics, a volume of bright stories 
written by Miss Adeline- Knapp and pub- 
lished by the Arena Company of lioston. 

Tiif-re may be other women who could 
do the work that M iss Knapp has lioiie in 
this little book, but we know of no other 
w-omait who has done it. Miss Kiiapp's 
scintillating touch, her flashes of wit, her 
keen sense of the incongruous, make us 
forget that the subject of economics was 
ever anything but delightful. She notonly 
does tliis, but she writes with an earnest- 
ness that convinces us \if bcr -incc-ity, and 
with a logic that makes us see the rooveil 
injustice of the present industrial order. 

In the first sketch, from which the book 
takes its name, the author suggests a 
radical remedy for the industrial trouble. 
Labor is the oiily adequate return for labor, 
wc are toM, and no man must accept a ser- 
vice tliai he is not willing to pay in kind. 
This little story shows the intrinsic useless- 
ness of money— shows that the one m- 
dispensable thing Is labor. 

Hut it Ls when she puts her deep lessons 
in allegory that Miss Knapp is the most 
attractive." This she has done in "The 
Sick Man,"' "The Discontented Machine" 
and "The Knrth Slept." "The'Bick Man," 
a ih-lightful fable, pictures a jiatient wbo.se 
I hysicians decide that trausiiisioii of good 
healthy blood is the only thing that can 
save him. The siuk muii is our diseased 
social system. One of the stranger red 
blood corpuscles on his journey through 
the new land (^e sick man's Kidy) takes 
notes on all the curious things he sees and 
linally decides that the trouble with the 
svstein of government is the inoiiopoly of 
the liver, the most important body in the 
community and comjiosed of the richest : 
corpuscles. The liver attracts to itself all ; 
the richest particles and so cmises antemia i 
in the system. ; 

"The liiscontented Machine " is an orig- 
inal setting for Ricardo's "Iron Law of 
■Wages." This law declares that the work- ] 
men's wage depends on one thing: the 
bare amount necessary - to feed and clothe ! 
the worker aud to let him rear a ' 
child or two to lake his place ! 
when he drops exhausted in the harness. 
Wages vibrate along this hunger-line, never ' 
more than a fraction above it or below it. ' 
According to this "Law of Wages" the | 
laborer is never really paid anvthiiig for I 
himself. He is, so to speak, onlv kept in j 
fuel and oil, as is any other machine, i 

"The Earth Slept" is a strong note of j 
hope at the end. The author looks into j 
the past and sees the earth pushed on- ' 
wai(f, age after age, by the power behind j 
evolution. One stutoblast in the primal I 
darkness has a dim forecast of the coming 
light, but the others cry, -How foolish!" 
But ages pass aud the light appears. 'Then 
one ameboid cell cries to the rest, "I feel a 
strange impulse within me — a stirring as 
of power, "I believe that .some day we 
shall have the power to move,'' "Non- 
sense 1" shout the others, JJut ages pass 
and the cc Us move. Now men liave ap- 
peared on 1 he planet, and here and there 
one is saying to his fellows,"! feel the 
,slirriiig of a stranjre ini|jiilse within 
me— the dawning of a great truth. We 
are brothers. Our lives are knit up in one 
another. Fraternity and not comj>etitloii 
is to be the mainspring of our racial life." 
Here the reader will draw bis own conclu- 
sion. 

"We have all heard of the 'hard times," 
and in the last twelve nionihs we have had 
every explanation of them except the right 
one. This little books throws light on 
this obscure problem. The writer shows, 
by inference, (hat s>ur financ-ial pinches are 
not the result of sometbing temporary and 
incidental, but come from something "deep, \ 
abiding and fundamental in our inifustrial 
system ; that they come, in fact, from the 
inevitable breakdown of our competitive | 
system of industry — come from the injus- i 
tice of our system of wages, and the vast I 
riches accumulated from prolit and sjiecii- i 
lation. But Miss Knapp tells all this, not i 
as I have told it, in dull prose, but in I 
pleasant fable and dramatic sketch. 

I have spoken of Miss Knapp's book be- 
cause it gives me a chance to imlulgc in 
"the noble pleasure of praising, " If a 
truer, stronger word has been uttered on 
the material aspect bf the problem of labor 
I have not had the happiness to see it.

Chtnmle Faddea. SCat" and Other 
-Storied.- 

It has come to be almost an aphorism 

that a California writer of uncommon 
ability must leave home in order to acliieve 
distinction. It is a corollary of tliis that 
most of them who leave do become famous. 
Edward W. Towiisend is a conspicuous 



instance. Among the San Francisco news- 
paper offices he was regarded as an able 
"special writer," but his purely artistic 
work, published in the Argonaut in the 
form of stories, gave him no particular 
eminence here. And yet it was ex- 
quisitely fine and if published in New 
"tork or London would have made him 
famous. It was oiilv when he went to the 
New York Sun and "began the publication 
of the "Major Max" and "Chinimie Fad- 
den' sketches that his genius found due 
recognition. 

The rollicking, ignorant offspring of 
the Bowery, "riiimmie Fadden." a lad 
into whose mouth Mr, Townsend has 
plac(-d the rich. st and choicest slang of 
tiie siunis, is one of the most interesting 
tyiies of metropolitan humanity. He tells 
his own adventures in hie own way, with 
that good-hearted and devil-may-care 
swing peculiar to his species. The series 
of events which lifted him from the bard, 
low life of the gutter to the position of 
footman for a charming young lady in a 
rich and fashionable family ; the excruci- 
ating blunders wJiich he committed in this 
strange and da/zling environment; his de- 
voted loyalty to his beautiful young mis- 
tress, wh"o in the pursuit of licr enterpris- 
ing benevolence in the sl .inis had first come 
across him, crippled, and who had nursed 
him back to health; his readiness to 
"t'rash" everybody who was unkind to her; 
his awe of "-bis" whiskers," the young 
lady's father, who once gave him a much- 
needed whipping; his confused ideas of 
right and wrong and his brave desire to be 
a "square man; his total inal/ility to cher- 
ish reverence for anything: bis delicious 
love-making to the "li'icbcss," who was 
his mistress' French niaid-tiiese and 
many other features of the skctclii s "iveso 
many charming pictures of life and i har- 
acter, and are told so simply and with so 
honest a desire to i)e true to life, that none 
can resist their charm or fail to laugh over 
their strange humor or shed tears over 
their pathos, 

Tlie "Major Max" sketches arc half 
satirical, half humorous pictures of social 
and domestic life faralmvethe plane to 
which simple-hearted Chiminie l«-longed. 
Tbe satire is never loo sharji nor the hu- 
mor too broad; and both are curiously 
mixed together. In jKiint of art and uiste 
they stand vastly above the Spoopendyke 
papers, which had so great a run several 
years ago. Major Max is a typical gen- 
tleman rounder, full of good humor, phil- 
osophy and genial cynicism, and his wife 
is ,111 adniirahie foil, and handles him with 
a certain kindliness that nevertheless 
smacks delicately of the shrew. 

The remaining stories of the book, with 
one exception, were published mostly in 
the .Vrgonaut. Some of them give tin- e.\- 
perieiicCH of ncwspaiicr reporters in run- 
ning down peculiar cases, and apart from 
their literary finish and the force with 
which they appeal to sympathy, they give 
an insight into a matter of which the pal>- 
lic is Ignorant, but which is familiar to all 
newspaper workers— that the personal cx- 
Ii<-rieiiceb of the bright and indefaiigable 
young man in the pursuit of news are 
often far more interesting than the news 
itself. As the canoiis oi journalistic de-

of these c-\i'erii-nc-cs as nialters of ne-.vs, 
Mr. Townsend lias adopted the only form 
in wliich their character and varie ty n ay 
even be suggested. It is not likely iiku lic 
pubiisbed them with that end in view ; but 
that does not alter the fact that the dis- 
closures which he incidentally makes 
throw a tine, strong and instructive light 
on a peculiar and fa-icinating emi'loynffenl.

The autfior of this work, James U. Cocke. 
M.D., while he admits, as a physician, 
that "a little leamiiig is a dangerous 
thing," holds that there is still more dan- 
ger in being densely ignorant of phe- 
nomena which daily occur around us. 
Hypnotism is exciting widespread interest 
among scientists and laymen. It is freely 
discussed by the few, and it is tlie marvel 
of the many. The ciiarhuaii tiirows around 
it the veil oi mystery: the novelist tinds it 
a rich field of opportunity. It has played 
its ]>art in the religious and political his- 
tory of the vforld. Physicians of eminent 
attainments are using it for the cure of 
disease. Leading psycliologists and phy- 
siologists in every civilized country of the 
world are studying its phenomena. Its 
e.visteuie as .a fact is now generally ad- 
niitt'-d. Believing in its importance as a 
healing agent and a sociological factor, 
w hile recognizing its dangers, the author 
outlines its methods and uses in the light 
of bis own experience. 

Dr. Cocke frankly admits that iiypno- 
tisin has its grave dangers, l ut U-lievcs 
some of them b:tve iu-en exaggerated in 
popular estimation. I'ersonally, he doubts 
that the average individ ual in the hypnotic 
state could be made to commit crime by 
snggestion. He cites several iiistiinces in 
wluch subjects under influence could be 
induced to make attacks upon jpersons 
present with imaginary weapons, but when 
real iiistnuuents of ilestnu tion are put in 
their hands some souse of responsibility 
seems to supervene to arrest their actions. 
Whether |.<;rsons can be hypnotized' and 
remain so for an indelinite period is an 
open question, with the weight of evi- 
dence against it. In the case of persons 
prone to catelcpsy, somnambulism or tem- 
porarv alierratio'n, hypnotism should be 
uscil with the utmost care. The common 
api-relicnsion that it tends to weaken or 
].aralv/e the will of the subject when he is 
otherwise in a normal condition is not 
shared bv the author. 

The greatest danger from hypnotism, in 
Dr. Cocke's opinion, lies in the fact that 
owing to the mystery which surrounds it, 
it mav, in the imaginative and enthusias- 
tic, produce a disturbed condition of the 
mind akin to monomania. Certain stages 
of mental enfeeblement may be produced, 
not by hvpnotism per se, but by the credu- 
lity which was a part of the subject's 
nature before he submitted to the process. 
There is a further danger of its use in dis- 
ease that many pi-rs.ms may become so 
enamored of its charms as to neglect 
equally or more valuable means of cure.

People who go to a picture gallery iiave 
an idea thiit the saine rule.-j of arrangement 
should prevail at home.

They frequently have to be skyed in gal- 
leries, but they need never undergo this 
humiliating treatment in a drawing-room. 
The middle of a picture shtmld be ou a 
level with or a trine above the eyes that 
look upon it. In a l>eautiful room great 
variety may bedisplayed in the disposition 
of the various pictures. Family pi. iines 
should not be on exhibition in those rr>oms 
of the house which ,tre set apart for the 
occasions of cen'mony. They may be ap- 
propriately used in bedrooms, or even in 
little studios or den* which peo]^ baT* to- 
themselves. 

Many of our walls are very tnriBK to pla*. 
tures, and it not infrequently fiappau 
that a really l)eantifnl engraving or wataik 
color loses its charm because of an ioiAeo* 
tiv« and discordant background, aayi ■ 
writer in the I'nholstcrer, One may re- 
ceive hints and suggestions as to the 
proper hanging of pictures by an occa- 
sional visit to studios and galleries, where 
frequently the tones of the walls are effec- 
tively treated so as to bring out the best 
points in the picture.

In San Jose at a meeting of the Boanl of 
Trade and elsewhere the plan has been 
entliusiaslioally indorsed. In all tin; 
|)r<.'tty lowi,- that jen. l the main highway 
down the west li)ie of the bay it is talked 
of enthusiastically. In the city every 
progressive citizen speaks of it in the 
strain that Nathan Dohrmann, president of 
the Merchants' As.sociation, spoke of it yes- 
terday. Not only are the many San Fran- 
cis'jo p,-n:>;L' who live or own property 
down that way for it. but so is every one 
who takes pride in the city's pro_TOs?. 

Po far. It rrniaiiis a magnilii ent iilea, but 
even as such it wake? jicople up, and the 
spirit that attends such things makes 
people more ready to clean their front 
yards. It must remain a magnificent idea 
merely until some definite effort is started 
by persons or organizations, and some 
dennite jilan that will meet general a|)- 
proval is ^<-! fonh. 

The enterprise promises to reach that 
stage soon, for there is a streak of life and 
progressivcness from the Oolden Gate to 
the Garden City. Probably the new valley 
road stirred up that life and ambition. It 
has stirred up the life and ideas of the city 
generally. Through the region south of 
this city'the people believe that the new 
road is uoi:,-' th:-.t way and that it will do 
!T..-.it 1 - ; r ihcni. The boulevard is 
ihi- na! ai ■ (im pliMut-nt of the new rail- 
road .~ !• .,aiM...''i as the ne.Tt most de- 
sirabU- l.l. ".a,;. 

The residents of the towns below the city 
believe that with railroad coiiipetitioii, 
more and later trains and cheaper fares, 
an attr.ictive hichway would loore than 
anything else hclii stimulate the popula- 
tion of their region with suburban and 
permanent residents, multiply visitors and 
increase properiy val.ics. The opportunity 
to drive in and out of the city over a mag- 
nificent boulevard wouUi n.akc much 
stronger the invitation to seek the delights 
of a suhiirt'un residence oftered by con- 
venient railway coiuniunieatiou. 

Two main motives actuate the people 
who are spontaneously expressing ap- 
proval of the idea and readiness to help it 
through. One reason is the business one — 
that it would increase the value of ivery 
foot of property between ban Francisco 
and San Jose, and greatly hasten the des- 
tiny of that incomparable stretch of foot,- 
hiljsand I'lains which jiromises to some 
day rival in richness anu i>eauty the banks 
of the Kiviera. The other motive is found 
in the pride, esthetic taste and enterprise 
of the people interested. 

The latter motive prompts many to urge 
that it should be more than an ordinary 
well-built highway, that it should be built 
for the future and made worthy of the 
region it threads. Therefore they want a 
boulevard in fact as well as name. They 
want it wide, skillfully macadamized and 
set with trees. 

The San Mateo idea connects perfectly 
with San Francisco ideas that have been 
fruitlessly advanced in the past. All the 
residents of tfan Matio <. o;iii:y w lui have 
shown an active iiuerrsi wan: tiic boule- 
vard to leave the Mission road at about 
Baden, swing toward the ocean jost south 
of the county line and then run to a con- 
nection with the park boulevard system, 
either by the new ocean boulevard or by 
the way of 1 ngleside, and, perhaps, the 
Alsmhouse. The idea of a boulevard south 
of the park to Ingleside, at least, and pet^ 
haps to the county line, has, iudejiendent 
of the county beyond, been at various 
times tir^fctl by Adolph Sutro and others 
interested iii the region south of the park. 
,^uch a pleasure arive seems certain of 
realization seme day and the cost will in- 
crease with time. 

Snch a road would probably go for some 
distance through the Merced ranch, owned 
by the Spring Valley Water Comiiany. 

"That is a magiiiiicent idea and one I 
heartily approve, said Charles Webb 
Howard yesterday. "It would increase the 
value of property at both ends and along 
every toot ot the route. The Sjiiiiip Val- 
ley company acjes not want to na ourage 
settlement near its water supply, but we 
are with anything of that sort the public 
wants and we would freely give half the 
right of way through the Merced ranch." 

Mayor Sutro favors the scheme without 
qualitication, though he has formed no 
ideas as to how it could be carried oat. 

"I have been talking for ten years about 
snch a project and especially south of the 
park," he said yesterday. ' "We have 
drives east and west, but none north and 
soutn. We ought to have a broad hotile- 
vard leadins into tSan Mateo County, with 
shelterin... trees on the side toward the 
ocean. 1 talked about it with Mayor Pond 
and urged it before liis time, "it is a 
splendid idea if it coald be carried out. If 
the boulevard is built I would favor the 
city doing its share in whatever way it has 
the fiower to do. Perhaii? it niinld be 
necessary to establish an assessment dis- 
trict." 

The region between the center of the city 
and the point two or fliree miles south of 
the county line wlore the county road 
begins to afford pleasant driving and at- 
tractive surroundings presents the biggest 
and most expensive problem connected 
with the plan. For most of this distance 
south of the par< a new road would be 
needed. Southward from Baden and Mil- 
brae the highway is now fairly good. 

The Mission anil San Uruno roads are the 
only outlets to 8an Francisco by land, 
except the trains, and their difficulties and 
ttnloveliness make the city an isolated one, 
except for milk and vegetable wagons. Hog 
and dairy ranches, hills, ruts and rough 
places stretch for some miles beyond the 
eonnecting streets, paved wiili racking 
basalt blocks and cobble-stones, and no one 
is apt to endure the ordeal in a buggy for 
pleasure. 

The boulevard planned would practically 
begin with f iolden Oate avenue and afford 
a route full of plea.sant variety. In fact, it 
would afford a long drive, rivaling in lime 
any in the world. Leaving Golden Gate 
avenue there would be a brief stretch of 
park beauty, and then a gentle rise to an 
inspiring view of the boundless ocean. 
Speeding southward toward Ingleside and 
I<ake Merced, hills near and far .soon to be 
populated and dotted with attractive 
nomes, would give interest to everv turn, 
while the sound of the distant surf would 
faintly reach the ear. Lake Merced would 
greet the eye, nestling below the highway, 
and then, speeding on to the southeast, the 
dull hillsides would become interesting 
for the pretty mosaics the vegetable gar- 
dens in the region of Colma work into the 
landscape. Then the oajr would spring 
into view to the left with its shining 
waters, glistening heaps of salt along the 
marshes and its lazv distant sails. Then 
Milbrae and the lack of the fresh and pos- 
sibly chillv breezes that may blow from 
the ocean landward. 'At about Milbrae the 
airs always change to a delightful softness, 
and from there on the scene enjoyed by the 
speeding tourist would be of tinceasing 
richness and beauty. To the westward the 
dull hills become the picturesijue Santa 
Cruz Mountains, faintly displaying pines 
against the horizon, nolding a faint blue 



It IS already suggested by many that a 
large portion of the expense would be 
borne by property-owners willing to aid 
the magnificent enterprise. 

•Jne of those who ajiproved of the idea 
was Nathan Dohrmann, president of the 
Merchants' As^oeiat :oii 

"Somelitncs 1 r;ii> niv eyes to find if I am 
awake when 1 see the recent spirit of pub- 
lic enterprise," he said. "It seems like an 
epidemic, and a year ago, when onr asso- 
ciation started so simple a thing as clean- 
ing the streets, the eity seenied stagnant 
and we went to work against hea\-y odds. 

"1 would like to see the magnificent en- 
terprise pushed through and so woftld 
every merchant in the city. If it can he 
done it would be a great improvement, l.ut 
it seems to me that it would cost more 
money than could be raised without bonds. 
1 would enthusia.stically favor it, though. 
JIany people would settle along its route 
and property values would rise greatly. I 
am sure the Merchants' Association w'onld 
favor it and the Half Million Club might 
take hold of it. A general effort might 
carry it through. Every dollar of its cost 
would be returned miiny fold. Such a 
thing would create entirely new features in 
theltfeof the city. There would be coach- 
ini.' parties aiul ciri'. . s lo roadside inns, and 
many new oj'i'oriunities for enjoyment. 

' The fai t i< one wo uld now be shaken to 
pieecs re.Kiiiu.: a plfasant drive bom the 
city. For twenty years I have made fre- 
quent trips to the East and to Europe, and 
have come back realizing that where na- 
ture has done so much man has done 
nothing. The public seems to think there 
is no heed for supplementing nature by 
building roads, except where business re- 
quires it. Pcn])Ie who have not traveled 
abroad have no idea how much money is 
spent elsewhere in sm h iiniiroTements." In 
(iermany and in ling!. mil nearly every 
road is good enough to be considered a 
boulevard. Seven years ago I was a mem- 
ber of a club formed in Alameda, where I 
live, to do for Alameda on a small scale 
w-hat such a thing as this would do for this 
side of the hay. We inacaiiamized the 
streets, establi-^hed iin,„\ lighting and sew- 
erage, and it became a inodel and attrac- 
tive town. I believe that work increased 
liroperty values from $5 to fiO a front foot, 
and the population has nearly trebled. 
That is an illustration incidentally perti- 
nent to the boulevard enterpri.se." 

BDILD THE BOULEVARD. 



The San Jose Herald Advocates 
THE Project. 

The San Jose Herald, commenting on 
the proposed boulevard, says : 

The building of a boulevard from San 
Francisco to San Jose, as the San Fran- 
cisco Cam, bas suggested, would certainly 
be a great advantage not only to both cities, 
but to all the country between. The Her- 
ald is heartily in favor of every effort to 
improve and beautify both city and 
country, and snch a thoroughfare for the 
fifty miles between San Francisco and San 
Jose would add immensely to the attrac- 
tiveness of the whole route. And it is no 
mere experiment. Other cities have done 
the same thing to a greater or less extent. 
The famous Magnolia avenue at I\iversidc 
is one of the greatest attractions of the 
southern counties. Everybody goes to see 
and to admire it. And Chicago has already 
built a mugnifioent boulevard along the 
lake shore for more than twenty miles and 
it is proposed to extend it all the wav to 
Milwaukee. 

As a matter of fact the people of San 
Francisco and of San Jose, too, have been 
very slow to take advantage of the magni- 
ficent possibilities of the sol! and climate 
all around them. With our glorious 
sunshine and our wealth of flowers 
we ought to have the finest highways on 
the continent, not only as mere highwavs, 
but as the expression of the artistic genius 
of the people. Ten yeirs ago the Herald 
advocated the boilding of a boulevard 
from the center of the city along San 
Carlos street and .Stevens Creek road to the 
western foothills and many of the owners 
of the property along the route were in 
favor of it. Some, however, refused to give 
the land that was nei essarv to widen the 
street and the road and objected to the ex- 
pense in other ways and nothing came of 
it.- At the same time we are conlident that 
it would acid greatly to the value of every 
foot of land from the Normal School 
square to Blackberry farm if a street a 
hundred feet wide and ornamented with 
the best kind of shade trees should be con- 
structed. 

Tlie value of a strip of forty feet taken 
from one side of the street would be more 
than made up in most instances by the ad- 
ditional value given to the land that re- 
mained. Besides, the owners of the prop- 
erty on the other stdc of the street could 
well afford to bear their full Miarc of the 
e-xpenses of the whole iniproveuieni, in- 
cluding the cost of the land which was 
taken. Just think of a street 100 feet wide 
from Tenth street through the center of 
the city, and all through to the western 
foothills. Within five years after it was 
opened .San Carlos street would be the 
busiest street in San Jose. The whole of 
the vast traffic of the western side of the 
valley would naturally follow its course 
and bring business to the stores in the cen- 
ter of the city, espedally if good business 
blocks lined the street on both sides, as 
would naturally be the case. 

By all means, , therefore, build boule- 
vards, not only between San Jose and San 
Francisco, but on all the principal streets 
of the city and its suburbs, and ftie princi- 
pal highways of the country. Such boule- 
vards lined with line shade trees and 
flanked with beautiful homes, with their 
tlower L-arileus and other adornments. 
Would make Santa Clara County the most 
attractive part of the State, as well as the 
most prodactive. We have been far too 
careless in these matters — far too slow in 
making the most of our advantages. Na- 
ture has lavished upon us all her treasures 
and we have not taken the trouble to use 
them. 

There are symptoms of an awakening of 
public spirit, however, in this matter as in 
others, and we may therefore hope at no 
distant day to see some of the improve- 
ments which tin 11. raid has from tune to 
time suggested in ail iiie glory of reality. 

An African ('lilers (;iiibr«ll». 

Visitors to the Nei-^ou iiazaar and Kxhi- 
bition yesterday had an opportimity of ex- 
amining "Aliimma'.s iJmbrella," which 
was the center of much attraction. It is a 
gigantic sunshade, the nine sections of 
which are made of silk, each of a different 
color, and is trimmed with two rows of 
rich gold lace. The whole is mounted on a 
staff of solid silver nine feet long. This 
gorgeous trophy was the principal perso- 
nal property of Alurama, a 'West African 
chief, and was captured liy Rritish blue- 
jackets in the autuiii ii of last year at Hro- 
horoie, the stronghold of Nana, Alumina's 
son. It reached the Admiralty a few days

Cornelius Stagg, the well-known sport- 
ing man, and proprietor of the resort 
known as the Ingleside, was murdered last 
night at his home by a masked robber. 
The murderer and his accomplice escapi d 
without leaving many traces behind them. 

It is believed by some that the two rob- 
bers are the same ones who lecently held 
up Haggerty in his saloon near the OUR 
House. They were of abont the same ap- 
pearance, dressed the same and carried on 
their work in about the same manner. 

The scene of the tragedy, the Ingleside, 
is a road nousc in the extreme southwest- 
ern part of the county, and is a popular 
resort for persons out for a drive 
or a good time. At 9:40 o'clock 
last evening two masked men, 
dressed in long dusters, entered the 
barroom of the Ingleside by a rear door 
that is seldom used. They entered the 
room with their revolvers drawn and cov- 
ered the four men who were in the room. 
The men were: Charles Owttrini, the as- 
sistant manager; Mii hael Barry, Howard 
Jones and Ma.x Pannier. 

As the rolibcrs entered, thry paused for 
a moment. The shorter of the two kept 
the men covered after saying: "Don't 
move, boys, don't move." The taller of 
the two men left the barroom, 
and entered an adjoining sitting- 
room, in which were Cornelius Stogg, the 
proprietor, and Roijert Lee, a colored man. 
Lee was sitting near the door, reading a 
paper. Stagg was in a corner of the room, 
near a tireplace. He was also reading a 
paper. The robber pulled the door open 
and passed by Lee. He came behind 
Stagg, watching Lee closely. 

He said to Stagg, "Get up and go to the 
bar." Stagg did not seem to realize the 
situation. He said, "'What will I do that 
for?"' The man repeated his former order. 
Stagg said: "I'll do nothing of the kind. 
Is this a bluff game'?" The robber hit 
Stagg in the face with his revolver. Stagg 

1 cried out, "Lee, I«e, I neyer did anything 
to you." 

SUgg's reference was to a neighbor by 
the name of Lee, whom Stagg must have 
thought was the man, but the people at 
the house believe he spoke without think- 
ing. As the robber raised his revolver to 
hit Stage the second time Lee, the colored 
man, bolted out of the door and lied to the 
yard through the rear of the house. 

As he passed out of the door he heard 
two shots fired, one of which he believed 
was intended for him. The second bullet 
hitSti^gin the left temple, and passing 
through his head made its exit behind the 
right ear. Staggs' death was instanta- 
neous. 

When the two shots were heard in the 
barroom the robber then hecaiiie nervous, 
probably fearing his comrade had been 
shot. He stepped to the door, still keep- 
ing the men in the barroom covered. 

The murderer came out of the sitting- 
room immediately. He addressed his 
partner, saying, "Did that man (meaning 
the colored man) come out of here.'" 
"No." replied the other robber. The 
murderer then quickly put bis revol- 
ver against the breast of Owttrim, 
and compelled him to give up what 
money there was in the bar drawer. 
There was only $4 in it. When the two 
men got the money they backed out 
of the rear door, by which they 
had entered, cantionsly covering the 
men in the room, until they got out of the 
door. They then ran out. Nothing was 
afterward heard of them. No team was 
lieard to drive away, and it was too dark 
last night to attempt to follow their tracks, 
if they left any. 

Barry ran out of the front door of the 
saloon with a revolver, but could see noth- 
ing of the men. Owttrim went to the 
room in which the shooting took place. 
He found Stagg lying on the floor in a 
pool of blood. He had dropped dead in 
his tracks. 

The news of the murder was telephoned 
In to the police, and StMV'eants Reynolds 
and Burke, with a po'- ^e. went to the scene 
immediately. Captain Douglass, who has 
known Stagg for thirty-live years, went to 
the Ingleside shortly afterwaiid and an in- 
vestigation was commenced. 

The bullet which passed through Stasg's 
head could not be found, though a careful 
search was not made for it. The second 
bullet struck a dining-table, glanced, hit a 
sugar-bowl and a glass, breaking both. 
The bullet was shattered. 

The main part struck the wall and was 
found on the floor. Splintered pieces were 
found on the table. Dr. McLaughlin, who 
was present, inclines to the belief that the 
bullet found was the one which passed 
through Stagg's head. In this case no 
trace of the second bnllet was found np to 

2 M. 

The robbers were both tall men. One 
was about <; feet in heigiit and the other 
about ■> inches shorter. The tall man, the 
murderer, was rather thin, had light hair, 
square faced. The men about the house 
say bis bearing wa* quite genteel. 

The shorter man was square shouldered, 
with black eyebrows— if they were not 
painted. The two men wore white masks, 
which completely covered their faces, and 
the long, light-gray dusters covered their 
entire bodies to the feet, thus disguisini; 
tbem completely. Both men wore shoes 
of good make. 

The men went about their work as if 
they were experienced, eonl-neaued rob- 
bers, the tall man being especially en- 
dowed with nerve. They had evidently 
become well acquainted with the ways of 
the house and probably studied the actions 
of the inmates through well-lighted win- 
dows. Stagg could have been seen in his 
room and the job had evidently been care- 
fully planned. 

The btlllet which caused the death of 
Stagg hit him in the left temple, one inch 
to the left of the left eye, and ranging 
tbrough the head went out one inch above 
and behind the right ear, with a slight 
upward course. 

Stagg's body presented a bloody sight. 
Stream- of blood had run all over his face 
and clotted, while there was a j)Ool con- 
taining about a pint of blood by the side of 
his head, as it flowed freely from the two 
wounds. 

Cornelius Stagg was a native of New 
York, W! years of age. He was one of the' 
best-known men) in this city among 
the sporting fraternity. In fact, 
he ia wall knoint «U ant the 



State, as he has catered for years to 
the public who visit road houses. He was 
about the first man to o)ien a rom! house 
on the old Mission road. For many years 
he kept the Oceanside House, but ten 
years ago he opened the Ingleside, and he 
ran it ever since. - ■ 

Stagg is a married man, bnt he and his 
wife separated some years ago. He leaves 
no children. His only known relatives in 
this city is a cousin and her sofa, Mrs. Jose- 
phine Oldis and Frank Oldis. Stagg was 
a man of a great deal ot nerve and pluck, 
and met his death by either not realizing 
what the robber meant or by his dogged 
stubbornness in refusing to go the bar- 
room. 

It was the evident intention of the rob- 
bers to get all the men into the barroom, 
take their money and valuables from 
them, rob the till" and depart. As it rc- 

snlted, they committed a murderfora gain 
of bnt fl and ,iue of the noted almost 
pioneer bonifaces of this city lost his life. 

The Morgue wagon containing the bodv 
arrived at the Morgue at 2 o'clock this 
morning. Although the hour was late 
there was quite a large crowd cathered of 
those who heard of the newsof the murder. 
It having been telephoned in.

punctually on the day it came due. But 
on the first of this nioiitb there was neither 
rent nor an explanation. Tricot's agent 
informed his tenant by letter that unless 
the rent was paid at once snit would be en- 
tered for February's rent and also for 
March in advance. Andhe was true to his 
word, as on Friday last legal iMtpers were 
served on Gilleran noti^^lng lum of the 
suit. 

"This was wholly unexpected," he s.iid 
last night. "It surprLsed me greatly. I 
had been prompt for eight years in paying 
my rent, though the house was rnn down 
as low as it could go when I took hold of 
it. I was away for some days watching a 
ship's carpenter named Johnson who owed 
me a large bill for board and was about to 
sail on a whaler. While hunting for him 
a letter came from the agent, which was 
laid aside by Mrs. Gilleran. When I 
opened this letter the harm had been done, 
the lawsuit had been started. I was short in 
money forthe time being and have to carry 
a ^.Teat many for longer than one or two 
months. Naturally I expected the land- 
lord would accord the same courtesy to 
me. 

"My total indebtedness does not exceed 
♦5000, and there is over twice that amount 
owing me in good accounts, which, how- 
ever, cannot he eollccted promply on the 
1st ot tlie month. The times have been 
hard on me as well as on others for the last 
two years and it has been hard to make 
money, while exjienses remained the same 
as before. I have property enough if it is 
necessary to gel cash to pay my bills, 
which 1 can do. In fact I owe" only one 
month's rent, but now that the landlord 
has sued my attorney tells me to let him 
do the woriying." 

The Mere Monejr Oetter. 

There is not in the world a more ignoble 
character than the mere money - petting 
.\merican, insensible toevery duty, regard- 
less of every prin. iple. bent only on amass- 
ing a fortune, ami i>uttiiig his fortune only 
to the basest u-. s -whether these uses I)e 
to speculate in storks and wreck railroads 
himself, or to allow his son to lead a life of 
foolish and ex pensive idleness and gross 
debauchery, or to purchase some scoundrel 
of high social position, foreign or native, 
for his daughter. Such a man is onlv the 
more dangerous if he oecasionolly' does 
some deed like founding a college or en- 
dowing a church, which makes those good 
people who are also foolish forget his real 
iniquity. 

These men are equally careless of the 
workingmen, whom they oppress, and of 
the state, whose existence they imperil. 
There are not very many of them, but 
there is a very great number of men who 
approach more or less closely to the type, 
and just in so far as they do approach they 
are curses to the rounti-y. The man who 
is content to let politics go from liad to 
wor.se, jesting at "the eorruption of poli- 
ticians; the man who is content to see the 
inahidministration of justice without an 
immediate and resolute effort to reform it. 
is shirking his duty and is preparing the 
way for infinite woe in the future. 

Hard, brutal indifference to the right, 
and an equally brutal shortsightedness as 
to the inevitable results of corruption and 
injustice, are baleful beyond measure; and 
yet they are chararteris'tic of a great many 
.\mericans \vl,o cinsider themselves ]icr- 
fectly respectable and who are considered 
thriving, prosperous men by their easy- 
going fellow-citizens.— Theodore Roosevelt

The alleged opposition of Harbor Com- 
missioners Chadbourne and Cole to the 
progress of, the San Joaquin Valley Rail- 
road,' published ■ in an evening paper yes- 
terday, is utterly without foundation in 
fact. It was said pointblank that the two 
Commissioners named would oppose the 
leasing of any part of the water front and 
wharfage privileges, and these gentlemen 
were represented as being out and out ob- 
structionists and blockaders in the way of 
progress. 

"I have been misquoted and misrepre- 
sented," said Mr. Chadbonme, in an inter- 
view at, his residence, 1106 Bust street, last 
night. "The purported interview did not 
take place at all as published in the even- 
ing paper alluded to. No one knows bet- 
ter than I do tiie necessity for a competing 
road, and no one is more strongly and en- 
thusiastically in favor of it. When it 
conies to the actual point of action for 
leasing the ground desired by the valley 
road, as provided for in the recently en- 
acted law, nobody will be more liberal than 
1, so far as my power extends. I have 
been incorrectly quoted, that is all. For 
what purpo.se I cannot tell. 

"I take this position iu the matter. So 
long as there is a water front it must be 
controlled by the State. That is what the 
Harbor Commission is for. If the valley 
road wants terminal facilities it will no 
doubt secure them, bnt wharves, depots 
and warehouses should be built, owned 
and controlled by the State in all cases. 
l!ut that would in no way blockade the 
new railroad so far as I can see. However, 
the peojile will be amply protected, be- 
cause, as 1 underatand it, the Covernor 
and the Mayor of San Franeiteo are mem- 
bers of the Board of Harbor Commission- 
ers. But all this talkand discussion of the 
subject is premature. I have not as yet 
been officially notified of the passage of 
any law bearing on the subject in ques- 
tion. Governor Bndd will be here within 
the nc\t few days, and after we have con- 
sulted with him we shall be able to talk in- 
telligently on the subject. And right here 
I wish to reiterate that I am heartily in 
favor of the valley road and everything 
that will promote its progress and suc- 
cess." 

The other oommissioners are of the same 

mind in the matter as Mr. Chadbonme. 

There is not the slighest disposition on 
their part to impede the progress of the 
enterprise in any way. In fact, they have 
expressed themselves as being desirous of 
doing all in their power under the law tO 
aid the competing road. 

John D. Spreckels, in an interview on the 
subject last night, said : 

"fhe position taken by the Harbor Com- 
missioners that the State shonid control 
the water front is perfectly correct and en- 
tirely satisfactory to the managers of the 
valley railroad. If the State will build the 
necessary wharves, depot and warehou.ses, 
we shall be only too glad to pay satisfactory 
rent therefor. The vaUey road does not 
ask something for nothing. It is willing to 
pay as mneh as any other concern would 
pay to the State. The main point Is to 
secure the necessary terminal facilities on 
the water front, and I have no fears that 
we will be shut out by the Harbor Com- 
missioners or anybody else."

The next day Captain Grant called at the 

fid jntant-goneral'sl office and * paper, ink 
and ]ipn with ruler were given to him. 
lint lie wa^ not permitted to have a desk in 
the L'reat room where the subordinates of 
•.he adjutant-general's ottice worked. In 
that room were handsome desks, conveni- 
ent furniture, comfortable carpet, and in 
fact it was a well-appointed office. Jnst out- 
side of it was a little anteroom. The tioor 
was bare. Its furniture was a plain 
table and a hard-bottomed chair. 'Ihere 
they put Captain Grant and set him to 
work ruling blanks, and thus in that al- 
most menial work of ruling blanks he who

and brigades. 

The oi portunity came more quickly 
than he e.xnectcd. He had sown good seed 
at Mattooii. The ability, energy and thor- 
ough understanding of himself and his 
duties which he displayed when mustering 
in the Twonty-first Ilegiment of Illinois 
Volunteers made a deep impression upon 
some of the ollicers and niaiiy of the men. 
For some reason the first appointed colonel 
of that regiment resigned, and at that time 
the officers of a regiment had the privilege 
of designating by vote their wishes as to 
the colonelcy. These ollicers met, and 
among tlu ni was a Captain Paiter.'<un, who 
afterward was an al>le judge in one of the 
Illinois districts. During the discussion 
Captain Patterson suggested that they vote 
for the election of tliat Captain Grant wlio 
had mii-stered the reirimmt in, and the 
idea was received with iii>tant favor. A 
vote was tal<en and the projiosition was 
carried, and a petition setting forth'thege 
facts was sent to Governor Yates. 

A few days later Captain lirant, sitting 
in his father's le;it h* r-store. received a 
telegram from (invernnr Y.ite^ asking him 
if he would accept an appointment as 
colonel of the Twenty-tirst Regiment. Ac- 
cept the appointment! Would an eagle 
fly if it had the chance? Grant teie- 
graplied back instantly that tie would 
Li:!'llv command the regiment, and as soon 
as possible went again to Springfield. He 
received his ommission and joined the 
regiment, and th? firfti impulse of his dis- 
cipline was imra>diately made apparent. 
Yet Grant was mr freed from humilia- 
tion. He had been umble to procure 
any better clothes than th se which he 
wore when he tirst ^-cnl in ."^i.riinjfi 'id, ami 
while those served him well enough, hav- 
ing upon the shoulders of his coat the 
straps, which were the only indicatioa? of 
his authority wlien he was drilling the 
regiment, yet, of course, he could not ap- 
pear upon" drets parade unless in lull uni- 
form, and he did not possess the monev to 
buy a uniform, a sword or a horse. There- 
fore, for more than two weeks he left to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Alexander the duty of 
appearing upon dress parade, no maii in 
that regiment then knowing that tlie only 
reason why he himself did not take com- 
mand was because nis clothing would not 
permit him to do so. 

In that emergency Colonel Grant wrote 
his father and asked for the loan of $100,

It is from General Chetlain in the main 
thatthis narrative lias been obtained, al- 
though his pr.i i>e languaee is not fol- 
lowed, and some of the incidents narrated 
were collected from other sources of in- 
formation. 

Captain Grant went to Galena to serve 
his father as a clerk in the leather-store 
and tannery of J. D. Grant A Co. He 
gladly accepted such employment a year 
or two before the outbreak of the war. He 
received at first $10 a month, and his pay 
was afterward raised to $7'. He hired a 
little cottage, still standing, and paid fl2 a 
month rent, leaving a sum upon which he 
could support his family only by scrimp- 
ingand the hardest sort "of economy. 

I'piou stormy days or limes w hen cus- 
tomers Were ; < w and idle mcnvni^ ].!er.ty 
the yonn;.- v.'.in used to go into the tanner's 
Ptore .'. c! there they often fo'.md yiuing 
Capt.iia Grant seated upon the counter 
sometimes with an old gray coat that cost 
$5 on his shoulders, a very rusty felt hat 
upon his head and a short pipe in his 
mouth. He was known also as a clerk 
who had no special fondness for the coun- 
ter or for hides, but who would rather sit 
and chat than sell goods or take in money". 

When Lincoln's proclamation callinir for 
7.'', 'XKI volunteers was jiublished Grant pre- 
sided at a nieetiiii: in Galena and was the ; 
most important man in the enlisf meiii of a 
company of volunteers there. It was ilie | 
general -iesfre to ma.ke him captain of the 
company, but this he declined, and ilr. 
Chetlain was chosen cantain instead. In 
Conversation with Captain Chetlain, just 
after the company was organized. Captain 
Grant said: ' I cion't want to overestimate 
my abilities, ami I don't think I do when I 
say tiiat I feel that my education at West 
I'oini and my service" in the army have 
qualilled me to take the colonelcy of a 
regiment. I feel pretty sure that I conld 
command a ret»iment creditably enough, 
and I suppose that I have a share o." mili- 
tary pride w hich causes me to feel justified 
in askinc the Governor to give me a regi- 
ment and I'm going to do it." 

On the day that the Galena company 
was to depart for the PL^ite capital patriotic 
enthnsiasra was most gloriously stirred in 
that town. The company, in its new uni- 
form, l anded the principal streets and 
then turned toward the railwav station. 
As it was passing the leather-store of J. D. 
Grant ft Co. Captain Chetlain saw stand- 
ing in the doorway a short, slender v .iing 
man with a rusty Si's fivercoat < onceaIing 
his well-worn and coarse suit of clr.ilies. 
■Upon his head was the f.amiliar and faded 
BOft felt hat, in bis mouth wasa short jiipe, 
from which at frequent interval great puffs 
of smoke were fiercely blown. I he cap- 
tain's eye fell upon an "old-fashioned frav- 
eiing-bag made of carr>et, one of those 
which jusiiiied the parly name of carpet- 
bag, a well-known and" ancient relic of 
domestic service, and this the man who 
■iDod in the doorway of J. I). Grant's 
I«atber-shop was carrying. Captain Chet- 
lain nodded and received in reply a recog- 
niti<m which was a half military salute 
and half friendly sign. When the com- 
pany passed the young man stepped from 
the doorway, fell in behind and marched 
at the rear of the company, bearing his 
faded carpet-bag and stUl amoking his 
pipe. 

Captain Grant carried with him to 
Bpringfield nothing excepting the change 
oi linen which was contained in an old 
carpet-bag. and a letter of introduction to 
Governor Yates, written oy E. D. 'Wash- 
bnm, then a member of Congress from the 
Galena district. The capital was in tur- 
moil. Gayly uniformed voltmteer officers 
wereprond to display their buttons and 
their activity. 

Two or three days after the Galena com- 

gany reached Springfield Captain Chetlain 
ad some business wtiich calieii him to the 
Capitol. As he walked down the corridor 
he saw a man sitting on a bench smoking 
a pipe and looking almost the picture.of 
despair. The gayly dressed young soldiers 
brushed by, some of them turning for an 
instant to glance at this man who seemed 
almost like an outcast, so strong was the 
contrast between his appearance and 
theirs. Captain Chetlain recognised him, 
although he had not seen him for a day or 
two, and going up to him said, "Why, 
tapt.iiii. what are you doing here'."'

his work. That evening he met Captain 
Chetlain and told him that he had deciiied 
to remain in Springfield a little while 
longer, but that he had got to practice the 
strictest economy in order to suiiport him- 
self.

But after a 
little, owing to somedi-sappointment or in- 
efficiency somewhere, it was found neces- 
sary to send some one competent to do the 
work to Mattoon again to muster that 
regiment in and Caj'tnin (,rant was sent 
upon that service. He came back from 
Mattoon feeling somewhatcucouraged, hut 
found that his service had entitled him to 
no recognition. 

Thinking that there might iw an oppor- 
tunity in St. Louis he went there, and al- 
though he met one or two old army com- 
rades, and eten rode with them when they 
set out to disperse a hostile demonstration, 
nevertheless he found no encouragement 
that Missouri would accept his services. 
Returning to Springfield, and again almost 
determined to go to his home, he hap- 
pened to think of McClcUan, who wasthen 
ill Cincinnati preparing to leave for the 
front. He knew McClelUn slightly and 
was certain that McClellan knew of him. 
But in Cincinnati he faced the same indif- 
ference an<l bad luck. McClellan had just 
gone to Washington, but his brilliantly 
uniformed staff were in and about the hotel 
and there was no offer ot comradeship 
when Captain Grant timidly introduced 
himself to two or three of them.

HABITS OF FOLAS BEAM 

They Seem to Thoroughly Enjoy Their 
Life in thr London Zoo. 

Appropriately to the recent mortal ill- 
ness of the large polar bear in tiie London 
Zoological Garden a writer in the London 
Spectator remarks upon the mistake we 
made in supposing that the denizens of the 
frozen north necessarily suffer unduly in 
-farmer climates ; that "in all stories of arc- 
tic travel the extreme of cold appeals So 
strongly to the imagination that the heat 
of the niglitless summer, in which the Es- 
kimos strip themselves naked in their 
snowhouses, is often forgotten. The good 
health and long life of the polar bears in 
this country (England) is less surprising 
than at first appears when this e.vtraordin- 
ary range of arctic temperature is remem- 
bered. Moreover, the white bears are ab- 
solutely indifferent to fog and wet. Crea- 
tures that live and thrive on islands like 
Nova Zembla. where half their life is spent 
in fog and darkness, are little troubled 
bv the London fog and damp of Recents 
Park. • • ♦ They will plunge and 
roll in the bath with as much pleasure 
in pouring rain or when the tank is lull of 
clinking ice as on a hot summer day, and 
the only weather which seems to cause 
them discomfort is a hot August afternoon 
when they pant and loll out their tongues 
like Newfoundland dogs." The size of 
these bears approaches that of the ox or 
the elephant, rather than that of the true 
camivora. In some respects the bear's 
powers of movement exceed those of cats. 
They "can maintain a gallop at a pace 
eipial to that of a fast horse, leap wide 
gulfs with ease, swim fast enough to catch 
a salmon, and dive like a seal or an otter. 
They heartily enjoy their play, but are 
dangerous animals. No creatures are more 
carefully kept at arm's length bv their 
ki'epers. Men who will rub their" hands 
over a lion's f.ace and eyes or pat the neck 
of a tiger, shift a bison "bull across its stall 
like a bullock, or handle a python like a 
length of rope, would think it rash to put 
hand or limb within reach of these bears. 
* • • The fierceness of the poiar bear is 
probably due to his enforced carnivorous 
diet. Every other bear is largely a fruit 
vegetable and insect feeder, but in the' 
frozen north the polar bear lives of neces- 
sity on fish, carrion, seals, walruses and 
birds.— Popular Science Monthly.

This is attributed to the former's 
enjoyment of freer air and a greater abun- 
dai>oe of food at the time the West was 
first opened. It has also been suggested 
that this is due to the fact that only the 
best physical specimens dared to penetrate 
the wild plains in the time of the pioneers.

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OY IN INSECT ECONOMY 



Just outside my study window an an- 
archist has taken up his abode. He has 
builded him a house and is at this present 
moment engaged in -securing his midday 

meal. 

Ordinarily I should wheel around on my 
swivel chair and with a poke of my pen- 
handle should interfere with this dinner- 
getting process, for I have small sympathy 
with anarchists and would willingly aid in 
selecting this particular variety from off 
theeartii, .Tust now. however, I desire to 
study this fellow, so I shall not interpose 
to plav Providence to the giddy, stupid fly 
that has entangled itself in the spiders web 
and will soon pay the penalty of its folly. 

For mv anarchist is none other than a 
huge, sprawling, iml-l>ellied, black spider — 
as unpleasant to contemplate as any Herr 
Most among them. 

There the creature sits, squat, dusky, re- 
pellant, an ugly object to look U^li.but 
interesting to nie, just now, because 01 the 
train of ideas he has started. 

The spider is the very spirit and essence 
of anarchism. In his manner of life and 
his habits he is the concentration of that 
Individualism which anarchy seeks to es- 
tablish. He is so thoroughly an individ- 
ual that even the naturalist never talks of 
sT>iders. It is always the spider. Even 
the species to which the creature belongs 
stands alone in the scale of being. It is 
customary to speak of the spider as an 
insect, but he is not a true insect. Neither 
does he belong to any one of the higher 
animal orders." He is a little below them, 
just as he is a little above the insects. He 
undergoes no metamorphosis as do the in- 
sects. He is not a vertebrate. He has his 
skeleton onthe outside, like all of the crea- 
tures whom we call articulates, and yet he 
has a nervous organism more sensitive 
than the most exquisitely endowed of the 
vertebrates. 

in the earlier days when the world was 
young, the spider was like most creatures, 
gregarious. Even now, in very richlv 
fruitful tropical countries, there are still 
some slightly gregarious spiders. These 
will even, in moments of peril, join forces 
for mutual protection, but it must be some 
great danger that drives them to do this. 

They have never learned the first prin- 
ciples of co-operation. Indeed, so essen- 
tially individualistic havethey become that 
there is enmity even between the sexes. 
Even in their love-making they are on 
Kiiard against each other and milady is 
more apt than not to bring the honeymoon 
to an untimely end by turning upon her 
liege and devouring him, bodily. This is 
the reason why she has become the larger 
of the two. Not that she has increased in 
size at his expense, but only those male 
spiders have survived who have been 
small enough to avoid and so escape the 
onslaughts of the female. 

Each spider lives solitary and alone, and 
by virtue of its habits it has become emi- 
nently specialized for a solitary existence. 

It has purchased its specinl^ation, how- 
ever, at an enormous cost. It has perfect 
indivifiiTnl frf-f'dom to jierish, unless it can 
secure it-' i: au'ajn-i tiie iepit'daiions of its 
foes ami the a't lacks of its own kind and at 
the same time obtain a food supply. 

iif all creatures its life is the most pre- 
carious and uncertain. It does not co 
abroad and hunt for food, as do other 
creatures. It has too many foes to permit 
of this. It spreads a net and lies in wait 
for victims. This net is woven out of its 
own body, and should anything happen to 
it the fate of the hunter is sad indeed, for 
without the web it cannot catch its food, 
and without food it cannot store up 
material for further weaving. Thus it is 
con.stantly hovering on the brink of dis- 
aster. A puff of wind destroys its web. It 
may spin one, two, several more, but its 
supply of material destroyed at last before 
anv food is catlght, and the spinner is 
helpless — a prey to every vicissitude. Ko 
wonder it is a literal bundle of nerves and

tremors. Its whole web is to it an auxili- 
ary nervous system. I touch, ever so 
lightly, one thread, and my individnal is 
at once in an ecstacy of terror. What is 
this intruder? It may be an ant— one of 
those curious, pestiferous creatures, fear- 
ing nothing, and filled with scientific 
interest in this curious web. If 
it finds the weaver it will perhaps poison 
him to death witu formic acid. The 
spider will fleeffrom an ant. It may be a 
lizard meditating an attack, a greedy frog 
nr a bird, every variety of which knows the 
spider to lie an excellent spring tonic for 
the bird tribe. Even the squirrels will eat 
.s_juders and smack their jaws over them, 
'riien, too, it pays the price .of Its higher 
organism in another way. Noxious vapors 
that the true insects resist kill ii instanily, 
for it is an air breather. You t an kill it 
with a drop of camphor. Eau de cologne 
stupefies it, and a whiff of ether yviU throw 
it into the most terrible convulsions. 

It is a forttmate thing, perhaps, that the 
spider is an individual..* Were the crea- 
tures gregarious they would be formidable 
indeed. Two of them might put an array 
of their foes to rtight. Think what cities, 
towns and villages these deft and indefati- 
eable workers might construct were the co- 
operative instinct developed in them as it 
is in the ants or the beest 

But our spider's brain is not sufficiently 
deyelope<l for that. Look at this one in 
the window. You can scarcelj- see her 
head at all. Her body consists of but two 
parts, the cSphalo-thoiaz and the abdo- 
men. She has no neck. Her head is a 
mere wedge, set deep in the thorax, as if it 
had been driven In with a mallet. She has 
eight eyes, though, set all around the qneer 
little head, and she needs them all to warn 
her of the approach of foes. Ixjok at the 
enormous auaoraen and you will under- 
stand why our anarchist is also a glutton. 
She must eat to keep alive, and also to 
maintain the supply for that enormous 
snare bv which she keeps alive. Thus her 

life is summed np in a few woida. She eats 



that she may spin — and she spins that she 
may eat. She must be ever on the alert. 
She has no time for social intercourse. She 
has no other occupations than these two. 
She has no superfluous energy to expend 
in taking active exercise, as do the ants, 
nor in humming. She is the only creature 
known that seems to have no relaxation 
for mere pleasure. Her life is earnest, ac- 
tive, terrible. Every creature is against 
her, and she is against every creature. 
She is a thorotigh coward. She will not 
approach that fly so long as it moves. 

But she is a thorough individual. She is 
a law unto herself and doubtless could she 
think at all she would retb ct with scorn 
upon those misguided creatures that work 
for each other and draw their food supply 
from a common stock and have no per- 
sonal webs or homes aside from the com- 
mon one. 

I stumbled upon a whole colony of such 
this morning. It is early in the season 
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for them to be abroad, but everything is 
strangely advanced this spring. I liad 
spilled some grain the day befbre and a 
whole legion of communistshad descended 
upon the scattered wealth and were bear- 
ing it away. One by one the little crea- 
tures filed along the pathway to an ant 
heap by the border, each carrying a kernel 
of oats. I saw one toiler roll over and over 
with a huge kernel, quite unable to get 
away with it. In her struggles she fell 
against a comrade who was returning 
empty handed to the grain pile. The two 
consiilted together and presently each took 
hold of the kernel and together they pro- 
ceeded to the common storehouse with it. 
Had they been spiders, now, they would 
have fought. The victor would have first 
eaten his opponent and then made off with 
the sjioils. 

If the spider is a typical anarchist the 
ants are equally -^picou communists. How 
they build and store, keep cattle and slaves, 
go forth to battle and bring back spoils, are 
matters familiar to students of natural 
history, but I doubt if any student ever 
considered their ways so diligently as to 
cease wondering at them. They are so 
nearly akin to man in their economic en- 
terprises. 

It is in the ants that we first ccme upon 
something in the insect world akin to 
brain. M icroscopists teil us that at the ends 
of the antennie or feelers of these insects is 
a substance exactly analogous to the bmin 
matter in our own brains. It acts in them 
through the sense of smell, for they are 
both blind and (leaf. In the line of inarch 
of the troops of ants 1 saw carrying grain 
was a tiny twig. Each ant, bearing its 
burden, crept laboriously over this ob- 
struction, until at last, thinking to aid 
them, I removed it. 1 nstantly all was con- 
fusion. One after am ther the next comers 
left the trail and liegan running madly 
about. At last, after a wide detour, one 
of them struck the trial and they all fell 
into line again, following the first one, and 
they kept to the new trail, although to do 
so tliey added some ten inches to the length 
of their journey. Plainly it was their 
sen.se of smell alone that guided them. 

The ants must all have been seeing creat- 
ures at one time. Certain of them still re- 
tain their sight. These are the winged 
males and females. The little creatures I 
saw running on the ground were the neu-, 
ters, really undeveloped females, the work- 
ers of the community. These have no 
wings — the earth is the "scene of their activ- 
ity and eyes would be of little use to them 
in their work underground. For transit 
over the earth their sense of smell is suffi- 
cient. The winged males and females, on 
the other hand, require to see in order to 
fly, and they have retained, in a less de- 
gree than their cousins, the bees, the 
power of vision. They do their love-mak- 
ing in the air and immediately after the 
males perish, the females lose their wings 
and retire to the ant village, there to oc- 
cupy honorable positions as the mothers 
of the coming generation. UnBkethe bees 
the ants have no queen. They are commun- 
ists, holding everythingin common. There 
may be many mothers in each village. 
They lay the eggs and the neuters do 
the work and loot after the young. This 
latter is a tremendous task. The eggs 
must be nourished by being breathed upon 
by the nurses. The larva must be fed and 
the voung ones must be assisted to break 
thro"ugh the shell that contains them. 
They must he carried out into the sunlight 
and carried back shf>nld the air become 
humid. If they venture forth alone they 
are caught by watshft^ nurses and brought 
back. When strollg '•notigh they must be 
taught the way about the city, thev are in- 
structed in the arts of hunting aiuT, in fact, 
receive a .thorough education in all the 
duties of anthood. The neuters, too, must 
be provided with a different kind of food 
from that on which the males and the true 
females are flontMnd. Ota the whole, 
the care-taking anv nitist often feel as did 
that woman, who declared, p&thetically, 
that "it's a real chore to bring up 
children." 

Their care of the yoniut is irtily wonder- 
ful. Michelet relates witnessing a terrible 
battle between two different varieties of 
ants, carpenters and masons, I believe. 
The big fellows were defeated and the next 
day he found a single survivor wandering 
about the ruins of the vanquished ci^. It 
was carrying one of the young ones of its 
race that it had resetted from the general 
carnage. 

The cattle of the ants are certain plant 
lice that have on the under side of the ab- 
dtaen>a glandular sttuctiue which secretes 



the saccharine matter the aphides derive 
from the plants. The ants, though much 
smaller, literally milk these creatures and 
even carry them into their villages to min- 
ister to their love of sweets. 

There is a race of small red ants that raid 
the villages of another variety of larger, 
black ones aad carry away the voung as 
slaves. These latter, "when once 'domesti- 
cated in the alien camp, perform all the 
work and literally rule tne& masters with 
a heavy hand. The latter arc, however, 
nearly helpless without them, heing un- 
able themselves to do anvtiiin:: b'lt tiu'ht. 
This is one of the mo-t ir.'i. ,-, ; .n ■ ■ ! n . < 
of ant life, but the object of ; .'i . r i- 

not to e.xbaust, if that were possible, but 
merely to indicate a field of study that is 
at once accessible, profitable and almost as 
full of interest as the study of human life 
Itself. 

I .have called the ants communists. 
Theirs is a life, the mainspring of which is 
community of interests. • They have no 
head, no special government, no common 
center, save the city, wherein all are etpial. 

As I sit here writing I can, bv raising 
my eyes, see the homes of still another 
8"<i hiither order of insects, which are in 
the highest degree socialistic. It was long 
customary to regard the beeiiive as an al> 
solute monarchy, ruled bv a queen. More 
recent study has developed the fact that 
the bees are in the truest sense Kei)ubli- 
cans, and the government of the queen 
rests upon that surest foundation— the con- 
sent 01 the governed. Nay— she is not 
queen save by appointment of the people, 
which are the worker bees. tIk v dei t her 
when she is yet but an egg in her cell, and 
rear her up and give her a royal education, 
not that she may rule over them for 
her own pleasure, but that she may 
serve them by perpetuatinK the 
species. If she dies, or is killed, 
or strays away and is lost, as sometimes 
ha].|><-ns in her nuptial flight, they undergo 
a .season of trouble and mourning. Then 
they go to work and make a new queen by 
enlarging the cell of one of the larvee, not 
yet three days old, and feeding it upon the 
royal food. With an eye to e'conomy of 
time they usually, in fact, rear several 
queens. These are kept imprisoned, for 
fear of the wrath of the reigning monarch, 
until she decides whether or uo she shall 
take off a swarm that season. If she docs, 
one of the young queens is liberated, at 
once slays all the others and is established 
over the hive. If, on the contrary, the 
old queen decides to remain, she visits, 
one after another, the royal cells and kills 
her rivals, the workers looking on in ap- 
proval. Queens are expensive to keep, and 
they can make others when necessity arises.- 

I have called them socialists, uecause 
their form of government is socialistic 
compared with others. 1 w'ould not be 
understood as claiming this as a socialist 
characteristic any more than tliat slave- 
holding is a feature of communism. In the 
truest sense of the word the polity of the 
beehive is a government of the people, by 
the people, for the people. 

There is one idle class, however, who 
"live in clover" for a brief season, but who 
eventually pay a terrible penalty for their 
useless lives. These are the drones — the 
male bees. You can see them any sunny 
day enjoying life. Tliey buzz among the 
flowers — your worker bee does not buzz — 
and they have no stings. The workers 
feed them and permit them to "stay 
around" until midsummer. If the queen 
should not prove fertile they will even 
carry them over for a season, out the day 
of reckoning comes at last, and usually 
about midsummer, when the workers fall 
upon the drones, put ttiem to death and 
ca«t them outside the hive. 

The bees are far more intelligent than 
the ants. This is largely due to the fact 
that they have retained their power of 
flight, "rraveling al)out in the air thev 
come in contact with a wider world. 
Their intelligence is developed. Literally, 
their minds are broadened by travel and 
thev are wondrous wise. 

Huber, the great naturalist, tells us that 
a terrible nocturnal butterfly that made its 
appearance all over Europe shortly before 
the outbreak of the French revolution 
proved a deadly foe to bees. They would 
enter the hives by dozens at night, and so 
rapacious were they that they could de- 
stroy in an hour the summer's work of the 
bu.->y bees. Iluber could devise no contri- 
vance to keep the fly out. His gratings 
and screens annoyed the bees and broke 
their wings. He was in despair until one 
morning he discovered that the bees had 
guardetl their hives on thginsidebyaseries 
of elaborate approaches, made in wax. 
Here was a wall of wax, with narrow loop- 
holes. Behind it another wall, with open- 
ings at different angles from the first, and 
then, without constructing a single impedi- 
ment to their own progress they had 
erected some intercrossing arcades at the 
gates, one behind the other, but running 
in different directions. So the little bees 
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[ing could come and m, 
their big enemy oomd 



by a little zigsog] 
heavy laden, but 
not enter. 

Such a proceeding as this .looks so much 
like reason that one hesitate^ to call it in- 

stinct. 

The oilice of the queen is to lay eggs. 
This she does with great industry, laying 
many thousands in the course of a season. 
She fives for years, but is impregnated but 
once, that lasting for a lifetime of service. 
When the hive becomes too crowded, usu- 
ally once a year, she raises a cry and pre- 
pares to take off a swarm. The bees who 
have determined to follow her eat a several 
days' supply of food and finally go forth 
with her and seek a new home. This is 
the familiar phenomenon of swarming. 

As sain before this discoursive sketch is 
designed merely to awaken an interest in 
the subjects treated. Did space permit, 
columns might be interesting^ filled with 
an account of bees alone. . 

I should be remiss in my duty, however, 
if 1 failed to cnii>liasize one point. 

These little socialists should be in every 
garden in rural California. The flowerpot 
the United States are notedly richer in 
honey than those of Europe, and'those of 
California lead the world. Califomian 
honey is food fit for a king, but there are 
few kings rich enough to buy it. "It is 
scarcer than hen's teeth" and worth its 
weight in gold, while our stores are full of 
artificial honey c6mbs filled with molasses 
and water. 

Wherever there is a white sage patch in 
this State there should be a beehive for the 
benefit alike of the sage blossoms, the 
bees, the bee-keepers and the honey pui^ 
chaacra of this great State.

GIKLS OF AirOIENT EOME. 

Their Life as Compared With That of 
the New Young tVoinen of To-Day. 

That a stern Roman matron such as 
"Voluniuia, the mother of Coriolanus. " a.? 
Siiakespcare describes her, should ever 
have bad a girlhood, with all its natural 
playfulness and sweet simplicity, is diffi- 
cult to imagine. It is not easy lo picture 
to oneself Portia, the wife of Brutus, in 
short drc.^-es and dandling and dressing a 
priuiiiive iloll. .\iui yet we are assured by 
Profcs.sor Peck tbat the ancient girls that 
seem to liavc gri>wn old long ages bcffjre 
our civilization began were at one period 
of their lives very much like the ■ new 
women" pf to-day. There were many an- 
xious parents in Borne when Julius Cesar 
was swimming the Tiber ■with Cassius "on 
a raw and gusty day" who ■were commun- 
ing among themselves and seriously con- 
sidering the momentous question of "what 
will we do with our girls? ' 

Women's rights were not understood, or, 
if understood, were but little heeded in 
these "brave days of oM. " In fact, the 
troubles of the little beings who had the 
misfortune to be born females began at a 
very early age. Shortly after their en- 
trance into the world they were laid down 
on the ground before their honorable papa 
for consideration. If he ordered them to 
be raised, raised they were in a double 
sense— then and there from their low es- 
tate on the cold, C(dd ground, and al.so 
morally and educationally raised. The 
boy b:iby was subjec ted to a similar low 
treatmeiit at his birth. If the father was 
silent and passed awny from the presence 
of the baby without making a sign it was 
understood that he should never again be 
called to look upon the face of the imwel- 
conie little stranger. In this early stage of 
being the prospects of the modem baby 
have improved very largely. 

It is needless to pursue the life of the 
little one, who, if she belonged to a good 
family, had a name given to her eight 
days after her birth. .\s time went on slje 
passc<l through the ordinary infant mala- 
dies, if not without suffering it may he 
presumed that at least she made little 
noise over them. Italian babies do not 
cry. They are wrapped up in cocoon-like 
bands and are bandaged more like mum- 
mies than live babies. Tliis is the rule of 
to-day and for centuries past so far as Ken- 
aissanceand even pre-Renais.sance art show 
forth. But in the time of the Roman em- 
]^ ire the same custom of l}andaging babies 
w as i n use. as may be seen in the bas-reliefs 
on t!ie front nf Roman sarcophagi dating 
from that i^eriod. 

When the young girl reached the age of 
1-3 years she was deemed fit for mar- 
riage. She was engaged at any age pre- 
viously, even as early as in her first year. 
Kven, as in France to-day, the rule was 
that t!ie parents should select the husband 
for her, but she was not obliged to submit 
blindly to this choice. The law allowed 
her the right t« refuse the party that her 
parents or guardians deemed eligible. The 
engagement ring was a simple hoop of 
iron, as niU loving symbolism as the 
daintiest jewei-adorned ring of to-day. 
,\iid this ring was worn until marriage 
rendered it superfiuous, and then the 
highly artistic and richly chased gold 
hoops, such as fill so many cases in the 
jewel-room of the Naples Museum, were 
worn with all grace and honor. 

While the girl of that ancient period was 
stil! cai>able of being delighted with toys 
and games, cunning artists supplied all 
th;it she could desire in this line. Com- 
menilatore I.anciani has told us the touch- 
ing tale of the reveiation made by the con- 
tents of a rrturble sarcophagus found a few 
years ago. and thoUL'h Professor Peck re- 
ferred at length to the testimony furnished 
by the sarcophagus of the modes and man- 
ners of the young ladies of ancient Rome, 
he forgot or neglected to mention Signor 
Lunciani's connection with and re]"irt of 
this di.-covery. The sarcophagus contained 
the skeleton of u young girl, who«e name 
was Crepereia Tryphaena. When the 
marble cotHn, or sarcophagus, was 
opened, there was .seen a numiwr of 
objects belonging to the decea.sed, whi' h 
had been Imried with her. Among these 
was an ex(iuisite little doll, carved of oak, 
which had grown hard in the water that 
filled the sarcophagus. On each side of 
the skull were gold earrings, with pearl 
drops. A gold necklace with thirty-seven 
pendants of green jasper was fotmd among 
the bones of the neck. Four rings of solid 

fold were found near the bones of the left 
and. One Of these was an engagement 
ring, and two hands clasped together, 
carved in the red jasper stone set in it, 
indicated that fact. The name of the 
lover. Pliilctus, was engraved in the stone 
set in another, while the third and fourth 
were plain bands of gold. A wreath of 
myrtle, fastened with a silver clasp on the 
forehead, had heen placed upon the head 
of the dead Crepereia. Fragments of cloth 
found in the sediment at the bottom of 
the sarcophagus indicated that this girl 
had been wrapped in a fine linen siiroud. 

It is Lanciani, the director of the exca- 
vations where this was fonnd,'Who has also 
furnished the explanation .ind interpreta- 
tion of tlie contents of this t<mib. and 
which throw such light on Professor Peck's 
subject of "Girlhood in .Ancient Rome." 
It is nearly 1800 years since the feet of this 
young girl trod the streets of Rome — ^the 
style ofletter in irtiich her name is written 
indicates that period, and that same name 
reveals that she was not noble by birth, but 
the daughter of a freedman, a former ser- 
vant of the noble family of the Creperei. 
The myrtle wreath on her head tells that 
she was on the eve of marriage when death 
came. The doll — which is a representation 
of a woman, not of a hub\'. and is joimed — 
is one of the finest specimens of that kind 
yet found, and is a foot in height. "Dolls 
and playthings," concludes Lanciani, 
"arc not peculiar to children's tombs. It 
was customary for young ladies to offer 
their dolls to 'Venus or Diana on their wed- 
ding-day. But this was not the end re- 
served for Cn'pcreia's doll. She was 
doomed to share the sad fate of lier young 
mistress and to be placed with her corpse 
before the marriage ceremony could be 
pcrforme.l. " This, truly, ia a very pa- 
thetic side oi the story M gill life in &• 
Roiue of the past. 

The domestic occupations included that 
which na» now almost passed away— the 
spinning and weaving of cloth. Even iu 
the highest familiea the women and daugh- 
ters were occupied In this task, and the 
Kmperor Augustus, when appearing before 
the Senators, was always arrayed in robes 
woven iu his own household by his wife, 
.daughter and other female relatives. It 
a'as.the highest tribute to a woman's 
worth and one selected for special mention 
on licr tombstone, be^i■ies that ot staying 
at home, that she spun wool and kept the 
house. — Baltimore Sun.

Alcohol will stiffen and clean lares and 
veiling. I allude to black and white laces. 
After washing in the imie alcoliol place 
the fabric between sheets of blotting pa- 
per (white) and lay them under a heavy 
weight. . . 

Many girls complain of their patent- 
lent luf shoes cracking so J ailvisc you all 
^i,on as the shoes come liorne to rn\\ or 
have them rubbed, with sweet or castor 
oil.

rUTUEE OF OnS GIRLS. 

Don't Brlns Thorn Up as m Kind of Hot- 
house Plant. 

In Robert Gram's paper upon "Income," 
mention was nia'ie of a father whose anx- 
iety all centered in the provision for the 
future of his girls, his belief being that to 
bring ap a daughter in luxury and then 
leave her with less than J5000 a year was 
"a piece ol paternal brutality." Mr. Grant 
takesissne with this opinion, and I agree 
with him ; though perhaps for somewhat 
different reasons and with a wider applica- 
tion. "Luxury" is perhaps an unfortunate 
word, since it may be interpreted into 
habits of folly or extravagance, which 
would, of course, take the force out of an 
adverse argument; but it means — what the 
father undoubtedly did mean— ^he enjoy- 
ment of opportunities for reasonable pleas- 
ure and freedom from care which money 
affords— then there could not be a more 
wrong-headed theory of the education of 
girls, or boys either, than that which would 
deprive them of these things, because the 
chances are that they cannot always con- 
tinue to have them. Not even the old ex- 
plodc-d theories as to the systematic physi- 
cal "hardening" of children were more 
erroneieis. 'I'enchcrs of hygiene no htnger 
talk about ilie.-c as though warm cloHiing, 
proper food and civilized habits did not 
produce a race better fitted to meet the 
physical struggles for life than do priva- 
tion and chilliness: all the figures are 
against tiieni. like those comiiilcd as far 
back as our civil war, which snowed how 
invariably the well-nourished troops from 
communities where a higher standard of 
living prevailed, outmarched, outstayed, 
and— other things being equal— outfought 
those to whom the "hardening" iirocess 
seemed to have been most thorougnly ap- 
plied bv circ'.:nisiances. 

In other than physical matters, the les- 
son seems slower to learn. Yet the capital 
furnished by a properly exercised but un- 
worn, unfagged, undiscouraged mind and 
moral may"be no les.s valuable than that 
of an exhausted constitution. Gaudeainus 
igitur, juvcnes dura stiinus, is good moral 
hygiene. Those worthy citizens who still 
preach the gospel of Josiah Itounderby of 
Cokctown are generally found insincere 
when brought to book, or else are among 
the men whom nothing educates. If my 
choice were free, I would rather give my 
boy the memory of a fairly happy and un-

Footwear of Olden Times Compared 
With Becent Fads. 

In the time of oar grandmothers, when 
hand-knit hose were the role and not as 
now, the exception, when each fair maiden 
was supposed to include a pillow slip full, 
knit by her own nimble lingers, in her 
wedding oatfit (or setting-out, as it was 
called in those days) it must have been 
considered nccesjarv to keep in good re- 
pair what it cost so much labor to obtain, 
and doubtless the damsels of the olden 
times were equally expert with their knit- 
ting or darning needles. 

Nowadays, however, wq live in an era of 
machinery, and the old-fashioned knit- 
ting-needles have grown rusty from dis- 
use. Nor is this to be wondered at, since 
machine-knit hose have about reached 
perfection, and one can please herself in 
the selection of her hosiery according to 
her purse or fancy, finding an almost end- 
less variety, from the coarse woolen hose, 
adapted to men's wear under the heaviest 
boots, to the dainty silken hose of every 
variety of shade and color to match the 
costume of the fastidious belle. It is not 
surprising that knitting-needles are super- 
seded; but as yet no inventive genius nas 
come forward to' present ns with a patent 
hose-mender or ready-stocking darner that 
has been found practicable, and since the 
toes and heels of the present generation 
are no lesf aggressive than those of the for- 
mer it still remains necessary to repair 
their ravages, especially iR the case otex- 
pensive stockings. 

Almost every one can darn, but all do 
not darn neatly. This should not be as- 
scribed to the dithcnlty id the work, but to 
the prevalent idea tliat it is a waste of 
time to take pains with the stocking meno- 
ing. A notaUe hoiisekeei>er recently con- 
fessed to a reluctance in attacking the 
stocking basket, owing to a custom of de- 
ferring the task to the "last tn iiiute." and 
not infrequemly sitting down on (Saturday 
evening before a pile of mutely reproach- 
ful hose, sadly "gone at the heels and out 
at the toes," feefing that the last, but by 
no means the lea.st, of the weekly duties 
must be accomplished. While we can 
fully sympathize with the victim under 
these circumstances, we would wliisner in 
her ear, "Don't do it again." That is, do 
not acquire tbe habit, lor a habit is, of in- 
cluding mending of any sort in Saturday's 
occupation. It may sometimes be unavoid- 
able, but the feeling of satisfaction in- 
variably felt in getting the week's darning 
off one's hands will amply compensate for 
any effort in bringing it as near the early 
part of the week as possible, and the best 
time to give the hose the necessary atten- 
tion is as soon as the laundry is "reccive<l 
from the weekly wash. 80 much for the 
time of hose-darning, and now » word as 
to the ways and means. 

The means are of prime importance, and 
here as elsewhere the mistress of her work 
will have a full supply of the implements 
necessary for its accomjilishment. Her 
darning bag or basket will contain, with 
the various balls of darning yarn, both 
cotton and Worsted (and silk, if silk or lisle 
thread hose find their way to the basket), 
a half-dozen darning-needles of different 
sizes and lengths, a medium -sized darner, 
besides a thimble and a pair of shears, 
which are to be the exclusive property of 
the mending basket. The reason for this 
is obvious. When one is sore she has at 
hand everything needed for an hour's in- 
terview with the darning basket it may be 
taken to some cozy corner for real enjoy- 
ment, with no uncomfortable fear of hav- 



vam from one side of the hole to the other. 
If this is not done when the darner is in- 
serted it will be likely to stretch the edges 
aroundtheholeandincrea.se its apparent 
size, which will cause the dam to present a 
bulgy appearance. In fine darning these 
stitches may be pulled out after the work 
is linished, and in this case they should be 
taken with the bright-colored threjid to 
make tiiem distinct from the <iarn. 

In patting in the foundation of a darn 
use for woolen hose a double and for cotton 
hose a single thread. It is chiefly impor- 
tant here to draw the threads evenly, that 
is, of even tightness, as the length may 
vary with the worn condition of the stock- 
ing near the darn. Care should also be ex- 
ercised that from whatever side the 
stitches begin they reach exactly opposite, 
and are set at eciual distances apart. 

It is by careful attention to the littie de- 
tails that smooth, neat darning is accom- 
plished. If the foundation is carefully 
done the work may be easily completed, 
since this consists only in crossing the 
stitches already made with others in an 
exactly opposite direction, forming a lat- 
tice-work by taking the needle under the 
lirst thread" and over the next, reversing 
the process each time across. 

In the course of washing and drying, cot- 
ton hose especially are apt to get quite

out of shape, and these mast becarefuUy 
pulled ixick into shape again before com- 
menciug to darn them. 

Do not trim the worn edges abont the 
hole to be darned, as this makes a smooth 
line between the stocking pro)ierand the 
.'larn, the size of w hich is thus greatly in- 
creased. Of course, the hner the stocking 
to be mended the finer should be the darn- 
ing material and the smaller the needle. 

It is well to say to the beginner, try to 
bring your work to that state of perfection 
that renders it delightful, for vou will 
never be ashamed of the ability to darn 
your own stocking in such a inaiiuer that 
you will not be afraid of "putting your foot 
in it." It is invariably true that we all 
enioy doing what we can do well, and it is 
only by doing one's best that a fair degree 
of exc^llence is attained, and the work 
thus made agreeable, and unless one's 
purse is very long and correspondingly 
wide it will not always be possible to dis- 
pense with darning in its varioaa forma. — 
Philadelph ia Kecmrd .

THE gEHI UB or OA LITOBHIA. 

There have been three epochs thus far in 
the history of California literature; one is 
past, one is passing, while the third has 
been fairly entered upon. Daring the first of 

these epochs, embracing the twenty years 
which followed tlie date of the overflow of 
.Vita ralifornia by Kuijiish-speuking peo- 
jile. its literature was altogether the prod- 
uct of men and women who had been 
horn and educated under Kasteru skies and 
who had drifted hither with the tide of 
pioneer times. AVhatever there may l>e 
that is diestinctive in the work of the 
writers of that era is to be credited to those 
peculiar local eondftions which compelled 
exicenous genius to a display of qualities 
of thought and styles of expression which 
woiiM not havi' been theirs in other atmos- 
plie^-e-. Who can say that Mark Twain 
wiMiid ever have gained that wide appreci- 
ation of his humor but for his "roughing 
it" amid the intense experiences of early 
California and Nevada days? Who will 
believe that Bret Harte would have 
achieved fame enough to have Ijeen made 
a diplomat but for his "details" on tlir S:i:i 
Irancisco papers: or that Prentice .Mnl- 
ford or Kdward Kowlaie! ^-iil or l. liarlHs 
Warren Stoddard or Edwani A. Pollock 
could have written as they did in emlnrlng 
prose and verse except for draughts whicli 
each had taken at the bubbling well- 
spring of our California life? Certain it is 
that through the warp and woof of the 
products of these literary looms there runs 
a golden thread of humor, fancy, poetry 
and j.assiou which is distinctively Califor- 
nian and without which the fabric would be 
scarc-ely worth the weaving. ' 

Tlie second epoch opened when young 
men and women who were either natives 
of California or had cotiie to it in child- 
hood began to mingle in their work as 
writers with those of the earlier era. tjf 
these. John Vance Cheney, Vlma Woods, 
Madge Honis, Ella Sterling Cummins, 
('Inrence Urmy, Carrie Stevens Walter, 
Ina I>. Coolbrith and Gertrude Frank- 
Im .\therton are shining examples. 
The prose and rliymi- of these young 
writers of t!>e second epocli displayed still 
more markedly the influence of the environ- 
ment and breathed forth a fragrance that 
was conceded to be peculiarly Californian. 
The quaint old missions; the rare romantic 
living of the days "before the gringo 
came"; the California poppy; the pines 
and palms of hills and plains ; the rustling 
wheat of botintiful valleys and the restless 
waves of Western shores; the Golden Irate 
and the golden sunsets beyond it— all were 
themes which called forth glowing sen- 
tences from these fervent mind,-. Tliere 
have been crudities, to be sure, in the litera- 
ture of this epoch, but these resulted 
mainly from the temptation tor imitate the 
writers of the earlier period, which their 
fame awakened, while in fact, though more 
artistic, sometimes, these were not so true 
to nature or to character as liave been the 
poet-f and runiancers of the later time. 

The third epoch of otir California liter- 
ature is that which during the last decade 
has been entered uiion and of which the 
sun of a summer day is as yet but scarcely 
risen. It is the period within which the 
sons and daughters of California shall pre- 
dominate in tlie ilevelopment of her liter- 
ature and give to it a bouquet and an 
aroma which sliall be native indeed. 
There yei li.urer between the twilights of 
the two c;iochs a few rare souls who have 
given to every period of our literary his- 
tory something worthy of immortality. Of 
these the two most notable are Joaquin 
Miller and Ambrose Bieroe; the one the 
nuide and the other the censor of the genius 
of the California of to-day. The most 
forceful writers of the second period also 
are still here to hasten on and to share in the 
remiissancc of Cabfornia literature, which 
from every present inilii-ation is being 
entered upon. These elder workers in the 
mines of thought; these trained explorers 
of the realms of fancy, are at their l>est. 
The schools and colleges of the State are 
equipped with every aid to cultnre, and 
are daily thronged with ardent youths and 
maidens drinking in enthusiastically 
draughts of the world's rarest learnins. 
The press of California is most liberal in 
its encouragement of native talent, and 
with the aid of literary clubs is fast estab- 
lishing local standards and canons of 
criticism by which merit shall be rightly 
meastzred and speedily recognized. The 
essay, the poem or the romance which 
artistically reflects (California to readers' 
minds obtains immediate favoramong pub- 
lishers, not alone here Init in the East as 
well, for there also e.\ists a growing belief 
tlfat the most dl.^tinctive ns well as most 
promising literary development of the 
present is to be ^oked for upon the sunset 
side of the Sierras. 

Why not? What other place upon this 
broad continent possesses elements fr -in 
whi' li an essentially distinctive literat\irc 
can he macie to grow and bloom e^jiial to 
tho-e of California? Here she is, witii her 
intehse composite r.iee, her strange- ro- 
mantic history, her abounding beauties 
and sublimities of nature, her very air sur- 
charged with incitements to intellectual 
activity. Here she stands jieside the 
world's greatest ocean, whose winds waft 
to her senses the fragrance of spice islands 
of the tropics and whose waves bear to her 
feet a daily intinitude of poetic and artistic 
suggestion from that far-iHstant west 
which is the East. She is waiting for the 
genius in her sons and daughters to arouse 
itself and seize upon the time and oppor- 
tunity to create for her a literature the ex- 
cellences of whteh stwU be snpereminent 
and the <Misracteristics of which shall tie 
essentially her own. 



which the genius of the century has given 
birth, and they are crying aloud with the 
hniulred thousand Itiaty throats of new- 
born giants. 

Esotericism seems as innate as .savagery. 
Alongside of the vast wave of purely intel- 
lectual reform, with its stnUghtlOrward 
teaching of the valne of life and the art of 
living, ig reared the crest of those great re- 
ligious organizations which teach the value 
of correct living as a wise provision for 
hapjiiness in the life to come. Shoulder- 
ins: scientitic -ehetnes for government that 
would restrict tlie aceuii; niation and power 
of wealth, are other schemes for socialism, 
and still others for the abolition of govern- 
ment by anarchy and the erection of pure 
communism in its stead. Through all this 
delirious whirl of activities shines the 
clear, steady light of human sympathy. It 
: is the inspiration of them all; and how- 
I ever painful must the iirocess be out of 
which shall come an ordered and universal 
plan, we may be sure that a radical turn 
in the evolntioti of the species must ensue, 
and that it will direct the steps of history 
into unwonted ways. 

International policies are feeling the 
impulse. The value of commercial and 
industrial reciprocity is forcing itself upon 
'• the attention of governments. Interna- 
\ tioual congresses, assembled both as arbi- 
I trators of disputes and a^ adjusters of 
I friendly relations. Ijave i ei-n ijund wi^er 
than estrangements an 1 war>. The suc- 
cess of international j usta! facilities has 
been proved by experience, and the value 
of a common system of weights and meas- 
ures has been demonstrated. Attempts 
have been made to deviM- a universal lan- 
guage, but that, as might have been known, 
must be the final and crowning achieve- 
ment — must be the last of many slow and 
diHic iilt things that must first be done. It 
is already a fact that the money of friendly 
contiguous countries is current in com- 
mon, and this has educated us up to the 
belief that a universal money, pledged by 
the faith of all the nations, will be a step 
soon taken in this broad, swinging march 
of the world.

THE APE OP SY MPATHY. 

The development of the human race is 
disclosing the most picturesque feature in 
all history. It is not unlikely that the his- 
torian of the distant future will speak of 
the closing of the nineteenth century as 
the dawn of the^ge of Sympathy. It is a 
curious anomaly that although the activi- 
ties of the spirit of humanitarianism are 
assuming uncountable forms and stalking 
in ways bewildering ami various, the sav- 
age instinct of tiie genua huds expression 
in the stwngtbeoing of armies and navies 
and the creation of formidable engines for 
the destruction of life. Time alone can 
determine whether the evolntion of the 
dominant races has advanced suOciently 
to permit the aggressive spirit of sympathy 
to triumph over the savage instincts that 
tin: very necessities Of onr evolution have 
fastened upon us. 

More Interesting than these specoUttions 
are the concrete evidences that make 
them possible, and more interesting than 
the causes which have made the great edu- 
cated classes open their eyes to the agonies 
of poverty and pauperism, is the fact that 
the awakening has occurred. That the 
poor and ignorant have ho|ies. desiies and 
asjiiralions; that the highest members of 
society must share the moral responsibility 
of tbe lowest criminal's act; that the 
elimination of ignorance is as essential as 
tbe punishment of crime; that the whole 
human family Is akin and to some extent 
must share the burdens and blessings of 
life; that selhshness, bfring fundamental 
and necessary, its niost intelligent exercise 
must he made; that some natures being 
stronger and others weaker, the one must 
guard the other against temptatiou— these 
•N the wonderful cUldim «f light to 



He rude upon a cherub, and did fly; yea, he 
did fly upon the wings of the wind. 

It is in March that the wind blows 
strongest and steadiest, and it is then that 
the kite, most graceful of toys, soars and 
flutters aloft. It is a pity that in so-called 
civilized countries this delightful sport is 
confined to bovs. In China and Japan it 
is the national pastime of men, and some 
of the kites which they t!y are wonderful 
affairs. Perhaps when those countries 
shall become, like the United States and 
Europe, plantations of telegraph poles and 
decorated with a hatchwork of wires, the 
glories of kite-sailing will depart. Civili- 
zation has its disadvantages. 

There Is probably not a grown ii.an 
among us who would not like t.i lly a kilt 
in March if he were brave enough to with- 
stand the laughter of his neighbors: that 
is, unless he has kept himself always so 
close to the ground that the wings of the 
spirit which the Almighty has placed 
within him, have become stunted by hope- 
less aspiration or soMid neglect. For even 
some of the oldest of us arc inspired by the 
sight of a kite sailing so freely and gayly 
and gracefully aloft, held to the earth by a 
tie just sutticiently strong to serve a beauti- 
ful earthly purpose, and yet keeping it 
from flying wildly abroad and then dash- 
ing its life out in a purposeless career. If 
we are honest with ourselves, we will ad- 
mit onr envy of the freedom of the raga- 
mufUn who, without a care, puts his whole 
little soul into the toy and sends it upward 
toward heaven. It does not concern us to 
know that it is a very cheap and flimsy 
toy made of slender sticks covered with 
tllm.sy paper; nor that the tail, which 
waves in the most graceful curves imagin- 
able, is miule up of cast-off rags ; nor that 
the sudden dartings and divings of the 
kite, as it takes on the wild, free spirit of 
the wind, would not occur but for the 
bond which holds its ca|itive to the earth. 
AVe care to observe only the .soaring, 
the grace and the freedom, and only to 
envy the happy urchin who can send his 
heart sailing through the sky. 

But we know that civilization has its 
drawbacks: that the boyi in order to avoid 
the plantation of poles and the hatchwork 
of wires— those most aggressive evidences 
of our civilization — must, if he would 
have bis spirit soar in safety, seek 
quiet places, where poles and" wire? 
may not hinder his aspirations or 
wreck his efforts; must find wide ojien 
fields, where the wind is as strong 
and free as his hopes. We observe that 
efforts to soar in places where civilization 
has planted its poles and strung its wires 
have brought to grief those other lads who 
have rashly opened the cages of their 
hopes in the midst of snares; for dangling 
from all the wires are broken kite-strings, 
swinging ruefully in the wind, and on 
other wires the gaunt and tattered skele- 
tons oT innumerable dead kites are flang- 
ing in dismal wretchedness. If the im- 
pact of our flimsy but none the less beauti- 
ful and lofty ambitions cannot sweep sside 
the iron net into which they fall, the dis- 
figuring wreck of their beauty may at least 
mar the bard symmetry of the net and 
hang aloft therefrom in silent, pitiful pro- 
test. 

From contemplation of a picture with 
contrasts so strange but elocjuent, we may 
turn to the wiser lads who, if they woulii 
soar freely and hope to be compMuions of 
the sun, seek the wide fields where flowers 
grow and the grass is soft and cool under

Engineers Are Pozzled hy the Speed of 
Itlrds and Fishes. 

When man competes with nature In en- 
gineering problems he is left far in the 
rear. This is particularly the case in the 
appliaiiee of ])Ower for speed. Tli« wilil 
(i:.ek is :i!,oul the last bird we should ex- 
pect spe;-d from; it has enormous surface, 
is very heavy forward and has a compara- 
tively long neck and a heavy head, and, 
withal, it has very small wings, but a wild 
(fuck is one of the swiftest birds in flight, 
sur]ias.=ed only by the wild goose, which Is 
even more haiidii apped. The wliale is a 
lubberly craft, so to call it— modeled on the 
lines of a fhitch gallipot. Its propellers 
are e.\ai tlv the reverse of what we should 
s:ippoee the correct position, lying hori- 
zontally upon the water when at rest in- 
stead of being vertical in it, as a vessel's 
piO)iellers are. .Moreover, tiie tiiikes of the 
whale's screw are very small indeed and 
are also flie reverse of what m»n makes. 
They have tbe least surface at the tip and 
are largest at the hub or junction with the 
body, but with this apiiaratus a whale goes 
through the waii r like ii fast steamboat 
and can tow a heavy whaleboat full of men 
at a most surprising velocity for a long 
time.— Tbe Engineer.

They always 
have money ; lliey are clean and understand 
the customs of the country pretty welL Then, 
again, they are better able to take care of them- 
selves and also speak English, so I really have 
no bother at all willi them." 

"There is the wliole ^eeret of Stradley's pref- 
erence," said Mr. Caimon. "They can do 
everything necessary to take eare of them- 
selves, which relieves Stradley of the labor." 

Professor H. C. Jardine, who was for several 
years connected with the Johns Hoplcina Insti- 
tute in Maryland, Is in this city. The professor 
is a great traveler, and is an authority on ento- 
mology. "Bugology," in fact, is his hobby, 
and in discussing this subject yesterday lie 
took exception to wtiat he termed nonsen- 
sical beliefs of many travelers regarding the 
pclsonous effects of bites from tarantulas, 
centipedes and scorpions. 

"The bite of the tarantula," said he, "is very 
severe and painful, the scar lasting for a long 
time, bnt although it produces a violent in- 
flammation fM a short Ums, it. Is notdan- 
geroiu to life. 

"The centipede maybe eloasedas much in 
the same category in this respeet. Its bite in 
warm climates is sometimes excessively viru- 
lent and painful, though at other times the 
poison causes little inconvenience, and I do 
not believe that it is ever fatal. 

"The Sling of tlie scorpion Is very painful In- 
deed, and it is dangerous in proportion to the 
size of the animal, its age, and the state of 
irritation in which it maybe. There arc known 
coses in which its sting was followed by fatal 
effects, but tuch arc very rare. The centipede 
is by nature a very timid creature, while the 
tarantula is, on the other hand, very 
courageous. The latter does not hesitate to 
attack even a human being U the necessity 
arises." 

"You don't olten hear of a salted mine in 
Colorado these days, or, in fact, in any other 
mining country," said Gage U. Horton, a well- 
known miner from the State mentioned, at the 
Lick yesterday. "That used to be a favorite 
and jiaying pastime for unscrupulous indi- 
viduals, but when public sentiment crys- 
tallized into the belief that the only effective 
preventive was a short shrift and a ready 
rope, the practice fell into disuse. I recolfei t 
many years rko In the district now known as 
Crii>ple ( reek a felluw named Mason salted a 
mine, which he sold to en innocent-looking 
individual named Peck . who hod lots of money, 
but who most people thought was short in 
brains. However that may be. Peck was not 
locklnginone manly characteristic, and that 
was nerve. After Mason hod secured his cash 
he 'sloped,' and a short time after Peck dis- 
covered he had been duped he also disappeared. 
We never heard of either for about two years, 
when ward reached Denver that Peck had just 
run Mason to earth in Little Rock, Ark,, and 
had fllled him so full of lead that the Coroner 
brought in a verdiet that he had died fromjead 
poison. There have been a good many hang- 
ing bees in Colorado in years past for just this 
kind nf practices, and, as I said before, it has 
become so unhealthy for the perpetrators 
thereof that the vocation has lost its following 
entirely."

CARELESS 'hunters. 



Kesldemts of Claremont Dally In Fear of 
Their Uvea a* tbe 9ands ef 
Heedless Onnners. 



The carelessness of bird-hunters in 
Claremont, north of Oakland, cune very 
near causing a tragedy on Thursday. The 
five-year-old child of Henry Martin, living 
on Telepraiih avenue, was slightly wound- 
ed in the face by bird shot fired by an un- 
known person. 

The complaints of careless gunning in 
Claremont have been quite frecjiieut of late. 
The district, a portion of wliich is unset- 
tled, has been overrun by boys with guns 
in .search of game. None of these hunters 
are celebrated for fine marksmanship, and 
the result Is that residents have been more 
or less in fenr nf tlu'ir lives. 

A few days ago the children of Mrs. 
Oeorge J. Ulrich were playing in the front 
yard of their home, on Alcatraz 'nvenne, 
when a shot was fired in a jield 150 yards 
away, and in a moment a charge of bird 
shfl» struck the fiont of the house, scatter- 
ing in every direction. Some of the leaden 
pellets rebounded into the faces of the 
children, inflicting painful bruises, but, 
Jortunately, doing no serious injury. 

The complaints from teamsters bv" reason 
of this promiscuous shooting have been 
numerous. Onlj' a short time ago a dairy- 
man was driving along Sliattuck avenue, 
when a shot was fired close by. One of the 
horses sprang violently forward and a run- 
away almost resulted. The driver discov- 
ered later on that the animal had received 
a dozen or more shot in the side, some of 
which had punctured the skin, inflicting 
wounds from which the blood flowed freely. 
Several accidents of a similar nature have 
been reported.

it. l'>y chance a lump was thrown into a 
bucket containing some water. A gas was 
immediately evolved in large quantities, and 
its odor was so powerful that it compelled 
attention. The gas burned when light was 
applied to it, and further tests proved it to 
be pure acetylene. Professor Vivian Levris 
lias demonstrated the great value of acety- 
lene as a cool light. Its flame, although of 
a brilliant white, giving 240 candlepower 
per five cubic feet, is much cooler than a 
gas flame giving only 16 candlepower. 
Tiie highest temperature in any part of an 
acetylene flame is a trifle under lOOO dec. 
cent., while in an ordinary burner with 
common gas the temperature Is 1360 deg. 
cent. A remarkable quality of acetylene 
is that it can be liquefied by pressure ^nd 
put in cans that can be tapped when tbe 
gas is needed. 

The Quality of FvT-KF.nici.vo Exer- 
cise. — A contemporary points out that the 
fact that our policemen being often fat and 
our letter-carriers almost always lean is 
an object lesaon of great value to those 
whose greatest trouble in lile is that they 
are laying on too much flesh. The police- 
man gets fat, not from taking exercise, bnt 
because he exercises all one way. He 
"lounges." and as his muscles are relaxed 
in his leisurely passage from one street to 
another, if he has any predisposition to 
fatness the adipose tissue has every op- 
)>ortunity to settle on his abdomen and to 
stay there. On the other hand, the 
letter-carrier has to work alwaj's at a ten- 
sion. He has to walk sharply, to carry his 
mail bag. at first heavv and afterwaW 
light, to use his arms pulling out and de- 
livering letters, and to walk up and down 
stairs as bis work requires. The 
conclusion to be drawn from these 
-facts is that it pays better to 
take a. variety of exercise than 
to go through the same amount of 
exertion in a monotunous way. Professor 
Schweninger, who has probafily done less 
harm by his theories than "most fat- 
reducing experts, insists on the exercise 
being regular. He says: "Change your 
position as often as possible. Bo not re- 
main standing or sitting or lying too long 
at a time, nor pass too many hours in bed. 
One of the best exercisers and mo«t effi c- 
tive fat-reducers that can be imagined i'^ 
the drying of oneself with a coarse towel 
after a cold bath or a oold sponge. 
If those parts of the body where 
adipose tissue is apt to be deposited 
in exoes.s are vigorously rubbed, tho 
muscles regain their tonicity, the fat be- 
tween and over them is soon absorbed, and 
the general health is greatly improved. 
Rich people have this done for them about 
half as well as they could do it themselves in 
the massage-rooni of the Turkish bath. The 
jiurt in Professor Schweninger's system in 
wliich the self-denial of the patient is put 
to the severest test is in the restriction of 
d rinking liquid. The less fat people drink, 
the better cbanoe will they have of dimin- 
ishing their excess of bulk. Tho'e who 
take two l ups ot tea to breakfast — Schwen- 
inger says tiiat fat people should not drink 
coffee — shotilil dispense with one, and the 
drinking of ic ed wtiter should be almo.st 
entirely stopped. Kat little and often, 
and any food you cboo.-^e, but 
do not eat the same article of 
food too frequently. The la^t i:. :; 

aj)i>lied to every one, wli'-ther lat or Uaii. 
Variety in food is tbe most important fac- 
tor in any scheme of dietary, whether for 
invalids or others. 

PEOTiLrrixG Timber Ag.mnst the Teredo. 
Many measures have been adopted to 
defend timber against the attacks of tbe 
teredo. Painting and superficial impreg- 
nations are of no use whatever. The salts 
of copper and creosote will retard its prog- 
ress, but will not permanently arrest it. 
Tbe most successful attempt to circum- 
vent it that appears to have been made is 
the encasing of beams and piles in a coat 
of cement or mortar from the bottom to 
the water's surface. The cement employed 
consisted of one part of Portland cement, 
two parts of jand and three parts of 
gravel, rendered very fluid, so as to 
admit of its easj' flow into the en- 
casing tune. Kach pile was inclosed in 
a cvlinUiual ca.se divided into section.-, 
each section being composed of two semi- 
cylinders simply fitted and fastened to- 
gether. Beginning at the bottom each 
section was fitted to the pile in turn, the 
sections being submerged successively one 
on top of the 0ther, and the pile driven 
more or less into the bottom. To render 
the foundation of the tuboge perfectly 
stable a diver was sent down to put a layer 
of clay below and within the first section 
before thc other sections were laid. When 
this treatment was adopted it was 
found that where the piles had al- 
ready been slightly attacked tbe im- 
prisoned microbes hfkd died, the ce- 
ment 'having forced its way into their 
channels. Some piles have been recently 
taken up that were treated in this manner 
seven years ago. and it is said that they 
show liot a trace of a living teredo. 

The Maxim Gvs as .v Tkek-Fkllir.— It 
is ; iii:t;ested that if certain economical con- 
sider. itions could be adjusted the machine 
gun would find a valuable place among the 
useful arts of peace. As a feller of trees 
there is no agency in the world like it. 
Admiral Sir Sdmond Commerell, in al- 
luding recently to the superiority of 
the machine gun, sc.id that a O.liiJS Maxim 
was capable of cutting down a tree seven- 
teen inches in diameter in a quarter of a 
minute. He would not only defy any 
other gun to do this, but he would give any 
battalion in her Majesty's service five 
hours' firing as much as they liked, at 
whatever range iIkv i>!i\ised and they 
would not do the .«.'.in'- iliitig. 
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Tbb Kew Illckikat- 
iNQ Gas, Acbtyi.m«.— 

' A new product of the 
electric furnace promises not only to fur- 
nish the best of all mediums for enriching 
common gas, but a gus which is itself the 
best illuminating gas known to cliemists, 
namely acetylene. This gas has been 
known for years, but the difficulty of its 
manufacture prevented its general use. It 
is the lowest gas in tbe series of hydro-car- 
bons, and has usually been generated in 
minute quantities and merely for exjicri- 
mental purposes in laboratories and lect- 
nre-rooms by passing a stream of hydro- 
gen through a globe in which an electric 
current was introduced. T. L. Wilson, an 
American, has accidentally discovered a 
means by which the gas can be produced 
in sufficient quantities and at small enough 
cost for practical purposes. Mr. Wilson 
was experimenting in the reduction of lime 
to its metallic element," calcium, in 
the electric furnace. He fused a. pow- 
dered mixture of chalk and charcoal in 
11 heavy iiietallic-iike mass. After the 

mass cooled no calcium metal was found in

A Oslifomtan Has Vot Ohanged Slnee 
BathioK In a Remarkable Bath. 

There came into this city yesterday on 
the top ot'a big wagon-load of grain a man 
who has received the marvelous gift of per- 
petual youth. Harry Mason is the old fel- 
low's name, but "Young Harry" everybody 
culls him, and young he certainly is in ap- 
pearance. He has light curly brown hair, 
rosy cheeks and blue eyes and looks to be 
about 16 or 17 years old, perhaps a little 
tall for bis age, but that is aU. In spite of 
this fact his friends, who are quite numer- 
ous in Stanislaus County, with many repu- 
table citizens among them, testify on oath 
that Mason is'all of 62 years old. 

The case is an interesting one for many 
'reasons, and I shall endeavor to give 
Mason's account of himself as accurately 
as possible. He, together with his parents 
and a large party of gold-seekers, set out 
to n^akc the journey across the plains way 
back in '49, when he was but 16 years of 
age. He and an elder brother used to 
"spell" each other, as he termed it, in 
driving one of the teams, and when he was 
oft duty he would make little excursions 
by the way, never going very far nor get- 
ting out of sight ot the train. One day 
about noon, after almost a week's travel 
through a land of drought, they came to a 

green, fertile valley encircled on all sides 
y towering tree-covered mountains. 
"As he describes it, tliey very suddenly 
"dropped down" into this beautiful oasis 
in tbe desert, with streams innumerable 
running fresh and sweet, and green with 
luxuriant verdure. While the women of 
tlie i^'fl-V were prepaiing dinner and the 
horses w'ere resting Harry went ott on a 
little exploiting tour of tbe valley, and 
discovered, just at the rise of the hillside, 
a spring, which he calls the "fountain of 
youth. He says th.- water was clear, 
with little glinting buhbles in it likeclmiii- 
[lagnc, and came through the very rock 
it.self, shooting up about three feet in the 
air to fall over and collect in a wide, deep 
pool hollowed out of the stone below.

FfiEE ACCESS TO THE BOOKS. 

New Privileges to" Be Granted 
at the public li- 
BRARY. 



Five Thousand Volumes of Peri- 
odicals Open to the 
Public. 



At the next meeting of the trustees of 
the Public library a measure of much 
importance to those who make use of the 
books belonging to the city will be dis- 
cussed and probably accepted. librarian 
Clark has for some .time past been advo- 
cating the opening* of a room devoted 
entirely to periodicals to be free of access 
to the public, and has succeeded in bring- 
ing a number o& trustees to his way of 
thinking. 

"I sec no reason," he sud yesterday, 

"why the public should not be allowed to 
look over the beuind peri{idicals, of "which 
we have about .''iijOO volumes, at their 
leisure and without going through the 
formality of getting a ticket for each 
volume they desire to see. Many people 
coirie here looking for an article in acertain 
I'eriodical, but do not know in what 
number it occurs. If thev have to look 
tliroueh three ,.r four \olun;es it takes 
considerable tijiie. as .veil a.s giving the 
library attache who handles the tickets 
quite a little extra work. 

"These books are not in such great de- 
mand that a crowd would collect in the 
room and it would cause no trouble at all 
if the people were allowed free access, to 
the volumes. It is done in other libraries 
and I see no reason why we should not 
keep up with the times. 

"The Librarians' Association, which 
meets on April 12, will discuss the advis- 
ability of libraries giving the public free 
access to the books on the shelves as well 
as to the periodicals and books of reference. 
This is done in Alameda and in Cleveland, 
Ohio, for example, and in many other 
libraries free access is given to all except 
works of fiction or other books which are 
in great demand. 

"In this libiarv the manner in which 
the books are arranged would preclude a 
general method of the kind for the present, 
but there are certain departments where 
the public might be allowed privileges to 
advantage. However, we will doubtless 
hear many feasible plans discussed and 
may take advantage of theiu in the 
future."

A correspciudent writing to a Potith Af- 
rican journal tells what he- says is the true 
story of the death of the great Matabele 
chief, Lobcngula: "Lobengula, suffering 
from smallpox, worn out by his long flight, 
disappointed in his hope of peace and al- 
together broken down oy the loss of bis 
country, his power and possessions, came 
to a halt at last among the mountains 
north of the Shangani River.

Once more ascending the 
slope, he seated himself against the krantz, 
took the poison, and gazed at the setting 
sun, stolidly awaiting the death which 
presently piit an end to his sufferings and 
bis blood-stained life.

I know not. All this may be true, and 
al.so that a strong palisade of tree truiiks 
was planted round the spot, but I give the 
story as I heard it. and believe that, as it 
emanates from .Mr. Dawson, it is the cor- 
rect one."

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Li lliinp Chane has hpon givon back his 
yellow jaikiM ami his llircp-cyod peacock 
feather. The Emperor has called him to 
Peking, and he should bv tiiis time be on 
hi» way to Japan to aid 'in the settlement 
of the war. His career shows the tips and 
downs of Chinese officials, and a look at it 
wUl give some idea of the queer ranks and 
ordeivof BoUUty with which the empire 
of China is honeycombed. LI Hung 
< liaug is a self-made man. His father was 
.1 poor scholar in the pro\-lncc of Anhui, 
:iiid he had to scratcli around and skimp 
himself in order to pay for Li's education. 
Li passed the examinations of his own 
province and those of the district in which 
he was located, and when he was still in 
his teens he went to Peking and wrote his 
essays in the big examination halls there. 
Seventeen thousand other students of all 
ages from 18 to 80 years were being exam- 
itted at the same time and Li came out the 
highe.st. This gavK him his start and lie 
was p'!t on the staff of one of the generals 
who w ore acting against the rebels in ihe 
famous T aiping rebellion. This war oc- 
curred in China about the time Franklin 
Pierce wab President. It cost the country 
10,000,000 of lives, and it was largely 
through Li that ii was put down. 

Li Hung Chang is a diplomat, as well as 



that offices are onlv given on account of 
literary merit. The truth i. thai the best 
places are given out through inlluence, 
find every Chinese State is surrounded by 
intrigues and intrigueis. There is no court 
in the world about wliich there is so much 
plotting as about that of Peking, and there 
IS none which has so many nobles and 
officials of diiterent rank. The Kmperor 
is. o; course, at the top. He is the son of 
heaven, and is supposed to hold com- 
miuion with the gods. A II of his relatives 
are nobles, and tlie imperial clan has a 
court of its own, which holds secret meet- 
ings and regulates matters concerning the 
family. There is a genealogical record 
kept in Peking and at Moukdeu, and this 
contains a record of all the branches of 
^ the Kmperor's family. Each of its mem- 
I bers has an allowanVe fnnu the Govern- 
! ment, but they have not a great deal of 
I power. 

i The p^m])eror is sujipii^ed t'l be supreme, 
I and he can appoint liis own successors, 
choosing which of his children shall suc- 
ceed him. He is su]>posed to make this 
selection in secret, ami the announcement 
of his choice is not to be jnade until his 
I deatli. The present Emperor has a num- 
ber ,if relatives, who are known as princes, 
and amoijg these is Prince Cbing, whois 
now at the head of the Bureau of Foreign 
-Vffairs and who is said to be somewliat 
progressive in his tendencies. These 
princes have their own rank, and there are 
' twelve different orders oi nobility among 
: the members of the imperial household. 
I The highest princes get about $13,000 a 
year, and they each have a retinae of 860 
servants and an allowance of ratlous, so

a statasman, and he worked bis way up | 
from Cue position to another until he got 1 
to be commander-in-chief. He took Clii- \ 
nese Gordon into his confidence and made \ 
him one of his generals. Gordon drilled ; 
the Chinese according to foreign tactics, ! 
and together they vanquished the reiiels. I 
The result was that Li became the greatest 
man in China. He was given one big 
office after another until he became onlv 
second to the Emperor. This is the posi- 
tion which he holds to-day. He is super- j 
intendent of northern trade, and con- : 
trols the commercial matters of all North 1 
China, numbering more than 170,000,000 of 
people. He is the Governor-(;eneral of 
the province of Chili, and is practically ! 
the Secretary of State. He has for years ! 
been the chief medium of communication 
betweeii the Chinese and foreign nations, 
and he is the most progressive Chinaman 
in the empire. It was be who introduced 
the telegraph into China, and the wires 
that run into his palace at Tientsin con- 
nect him with every court of Europe and 
with every part of "the United 8tates. He 
is said to be a very rich man, and his in- 
come ranges between $.3<].000 and $100,000 
per year. No one knows how much he 
lias made outside of his otlices. I heard it 
said in Tientsin that he was worth 
$5O,000,0i>3, and on the other hand his 
friends claim that he is not worth more 
than $2,000,000 or|8^,00U. Whatever he 
has must come from his own idea of his 
share of the receipts, tor the Chinese Gov- 
ernment pays small salaries and expects 
the ofticial* to steal the balance. 

Li has risen in rank as well as in iMjwer. 
He is now au earl, and when I aaw him 
last summer at a banquet in his palace 
Ills head was decorated with a cap out of 
the back of which stuck his three-eyed 
peacock feather. This last is even a greater 
distinction than the yellow jack^C It is 
one of the greatest things an Emperor can 
give, and is usually conferred only upon 
princes and nobles of the highest degree. 
The feather was about two feet long and 
was fastened to a big cap with a turned-up 
brim by a great button, which rested on 
the center of the crown of the hat, and 
which was also a mark of high rank. The 
feather stuck out behind the nat and quiv- 
ered as Li Hung Chang pat bis yellow fists 
together and bowed E>w in saluting his 
guests. There were other peacock leathers 
upon some of the Chinese high officials 
among the guests, but Li Hung Chang was 
the only one who had a three-eyed peacock 
festfaer. The double-eyed peacock feather 
iaa much lower honor, and the single-eyed 
peacock feather is worn by many ordinary 
officials, and it is possible to bujr the right 
to uae it. Even lower than this is what 
IB known u the bloe plume or the crow 
feather. This is conferred as a reward for 
services upon officials below the sixth de- 
gree of rank, and is worn by the Imperial 

.Ac to iiM yellow Jacket, this is only to 
be used When the man who has it is in 

personal attendance upon the Kmperor in 
the held or upon journi vs. It is a sort of a 
ridinc cape, and it has been awarded to , 
two Europeans, one of whom was ( ieneral i 
Gordon and the other a i renchman nuiueJ 
( liquet, who established the arsenal at 
l-'.j I Cliow. 

Li Hung Chang has been getting all 
sorts of presents from the Kmperor right 
along. I have before me a list of the gifts 
which he received on his seventieth birth- 
day. This was about five years ago, and 
all the officials gave him presents. He bad 
cartloads of silk, a ton or so of gilt scrolls 
and Jewelrv and other stuff valued at more 
than « million of dollars. Botn the Km- 
peror and iSmpress dowager sent him val- 
uable presents. The Kmperor gave him 
sixteen pieces of costly satin, one dragon 
robe, an image of Buddha and a lot of 
autograph proverbs signifying good 
wishes and good luck. The Empress also 
wrote him a lot of autographs and gave 
him a statue of Buddha. She donated him 
twelve jjieces of satin and a robe which 
was made of the throat skins of sables, 
which are, in China, considered the most 
valuable of all ftrrs, and can only be worn 
by the special permission of the throne. 
At another time the Emperor gave Li 
Bang Chang $10,000, and be has already 
received more honors than any other Chi- 
naman who has not noble blood in his 
veins. 

Few people have any idea of the nobility 
of China. The country is divided up among 
iM officials and it u generally supposed 



that it costs the Government about $75,000 
a year apiece for them. These highest 
princes are the brothers or sons of the 
Emperor. Next to them are bis 
Majesty's cousins, who get about forty- 
tive thousand dollars a year, and tte 
other relatives get less, until the lowest of 
the imperial nobility are paid about $4 a 
month and rations. In addition to these 
there are dukes, coimts. barons and mar- 
q^uises, which ranks are conferred by the 
Kmperor, and not a few of which are sold. 
The Manchus or Tartars have a nobility, 
and the different ranks are conferred upon 
the Chinese, as well as the Tartars. The 
Empress must be a pure Tartar and all the 
ladies of the imperial harem are of Man- 
chu blood. It is not ■ necessary that thev 
be of royal blood, and a pretty 'Tartar girl, 
even though her father be a jilowman, has 
a chance of getting into the palace. The 
mother of the Emperor Hien Fung was a 
keeper of a fruitstore. She was very beau- 
tiful, and one day the Prime Minisiir saw 
her and took her into the palace, hhe was 
taken up by the Emperor and made bis fa- 
vorite concubine, and in due time became 
mother of the succeeding Emperor. 

Some of the members of the Emreror's 
familv are very poor. I was told of a num- 
ber of princes who live in Peking and who 
are chronically hard up. I heard of others 
who delight in goin" about through the 
city in disguise, and who do all sorts of 
curious things. The Emprror'.s father is 
now dead. He was a great noble and when 
he was alive he was a man of considerable 
iiitiuence. The Empress dowager has more 
power than any other person in the coun- 
try. She educated the Emperor and she 
winds him ai)Out her linger. He has not 
yet been able to cut loose from heraiiruu 
strings and she governs him also throu-h 
his wives. She picked out the women who 
compose his imperial harem, and she has 
the whole court under her long-nailed 
thumb. She is a strong friend of Li Hung 
( hang, and it is through her intiuence 
thai Li is sent to Japan. She also governs 
the eunuchs of the palace, of whom there 
are supposed to be 3000, and she is, in fact, 
the power behind the throne of the Chinese 
Government. 

Every one has heard of the Chinese but- 
tons and bow they indicate rank. A great 
many people, however, have no idea what 
the official button is. All Chinamen have 
buttons about as big ss a hickory nut on 
the tops of their skullcaps, and ia the case 
of the common people these buttons are 
made out of blue or red silk thread, and 
when a man goes into mourning they are 
white silk. The average common cap is of 
the finest black satin, and it surprised me 
to find that theshai'es of thes'- cap" cliange 
from jrear to year, and tiiat last year's 
block IS not the proper shape for this year. 
The Chinese are as particular about the 
cut of their clothes as we are. They have 
their favorite fashionable colors, and there 
are just as many dudes and dandies in 
Peking and Canton as there are in New 
York and Washington. The official but- 
ton is about three times as large as the 
ordinary silk button. It is about as big as 
the largest buckeye and its color and ma- 
terial indicate the rank of the wearer. It 
stands strai'.-ht up on the crown of the can 
and it sometimes fastens on the peacock 
feather. The hi;,'hest button is of dark red 
coral. Members of the second class of 
nobility wear a coral ball of light red. The 
third class have a button of lieht blue and 
the fourth of dark blue. A noble or official 
of the fifth class wears a ball of crystal 
and a mandarin of the sixth class has a 
little round ball made ni mot her-of-pearl 
on the top of his cap. Below these come 
the mandarins of the seventh and eighth 
classes who wear big marbles of gold and 
members of the ninth <'lass who have their 
hats decorat'-'! wiili >ilvrr bails. 

These olhcial caji? or hats lit close to the 
head and have brims which are turned up 
all around and extend as high up as the 
top of the cap. The caps are of black 
beaver and they are nsually covered with a 
red silk tassel, which begins at the bottom 
and runs out to the edges of the top. The 
laws ]>rovide as to the kind of hat an olti- 
cial must wear, and his dress is regulated 
by the statutes. The sleeves of all officials 
must be very long and come down over the 
hands, and whenever the nobles and oili- 
cials call iin the f^niperor they must not 
have their sleeves rolled up. The idea is 
that no man can light well with his arms 
enveloped in bags, and a would-be assassin, 
when he is compelled to come in open his 



knees and have bis sieeve> extending for a 
foot beyond bis hands, would require some 
time to prepare for action. 

The laws provide that certain colors shall 
not be worn by common people, and only 
the highest nobles and the Emperor can 
wear diresses embroidered with the live- 
claw dragon. A great many of the officials 
have their gowns embroidered with dragons 
and you can tell the rank of a man by the 
number oi gold dragons he has on his 
gown, but these dragons niu-t be four- 
clawed dragons and not live. The laws 
regulates the length of the gowns. They 
stats how the sleeves must be cut and the 
number of buttons that an official must 
use on his underclothes. Their cuffs must 
be cut in the shape of a horse's lioof, and 
the man who understands the Chiurie can 
tell just how high an olhciai is and what 
he is by his clot hes. Every high noble and 
many of the officials as well wears a square 
of embroidery on his breast and his back. 
This is made of told or silver thread, and 
a stork embroidered on a mail's breast 
shows that he is of the tirst rank, while if 
the bird is a piieasaiu, its wearer must be 
of the second rauk. For the other ranks 
there are peacocks, wild geese and qnail. 
Each of these squares is about the size of 
a lady's pocket handkerchief, and the work 
is l>eantually done. The military officers 
have their breasts embroidered the same 
way, but they use beasts instead of birds, 
and lions, tigers and dragons take the 
places of the quails and the .storks. 

One of the fuiini''-! tniUL'S m the eyes of 
the foreiiTuers during this .war has been 
the fart that the Cainese generals carried 
umbrellas and fans when they went into 
battle. This is also a matter of law. Each 
officer has his own rank and this is indi- 
cated by the number of umbrellas and 
banners which are carried in front of him 
when he goes out to ride. Even the small- 
est mandarins whom 1 saw going through 
a Chinese city had one or more dirty red 
umbrellas carried on a high pole in front 
of them, while a Falstaff's army of ser- 
vants carried red banners upon which 
were the Chinese characters indicating 
their titles. An otticer of the first rank has 
the right to two fans, and every great man 
as he goes through the country has men 
in front of him who beat gongs to warn 
the common people to get out ra the way. 
The.se umbrellas and banners are always 
in red. The fans are of the same color, 
and officials have carried fans in China 
from the remotest antiquity. It is impos- 
sible to enumerate the little things which 
indicate official rank in China. Every- 
thing has to be just so, and the for- 
eigner who tries to go about in style is 
sure to make mistakes. For instance, 
when I went to call upon the Viceroy Li 
II u!. ' ( hang I had to go in a sedan chair 
cov, :. d with blue doth, while the Ameri- 
raji I 'US il went in one of green. Green is 
t!ie o;l;i-iaI color, and I, as a private citi-/en 
couM not use it. These chairs are swung 
Iji twien poles and are carried by men. 
You can tell the rank ot the man in the 
chair by the brass tips at the ends of the 
poll's. Those of high nobles have dragon 
Iieads, and below these come heads of 
lions, while common citizens must have 
the ends of the poles perfectly plain. The 
winter dress of these officials is different 
from their summer dress, and one of the 
Tautois of the Hunan province whom I 
saw had on an official coat lined with fur, 
while his official boots were of black broad- 
cloth with soles of white wool fully two 
inches thick. I met a Chinese noble at 
Nanking and took • photograph of him. 
He had on a black fur cap with a peacock 
feather sticking out of its back. His blue 
silk jacket was fastened with buttons of 
gold, and his long gown was of brijgbt yel- 
low satin. He took me through bis estab- 
lishment which was made np of a number 
of houses surrounding courts. 

In one of these courts the family furs 
were hung out for airing, and there were 
hundreds of fur-'.ined gar.mcnts of all kinds, 
some of which must have been worth 
several hundred dollars apiece. One of 
these big officials always has a lot of lack- 
eys abont him, and there is a world of 

romp connected with each one of them, 
n every town there are Government otlices 
which .'Ire known as Yamens, and the (jov- 
ernment clerks and subordinates are called 
Yamen runners. The number of these 
officeholders are legion, and the office-seek- 
ers are found everywhere by the thousands. 
Foochow contains half a million people, 
and I have heard it estimated that it had 
25,000 men who held olfice, though a large 
number of them were probably connected 
with the government of the provinces in 
which Foochow is located. Supposing 
each of these men to have five hangers-on, 
or to have a family of Mve, this would make 
a total of l'J5,0(X) people to be supported in 
some way by offices. 

The Chinese have a way of ennobling 
men after they are dead. When a man 
does something great he not onlv gets 
honors himself, but his dead grandfather 
may be made a marquis or a count. Me- 
morial arches are often erected on account 
of good conduct and for deeds which have 
caused the death of the doer. Widows 
who have committed suicide out of grief 
for their husbands have sometimes such 
arches erected for them, and young girls 
who luive cut pieces of their own tiesh'out 
of their bodi' s in order to cook them and 
give them as medicine to their dying 
friends have been so honored.

Prevention and Treatment of Colds. 

Prophylaxis, or the prevention of colds, 
is worthy of alteniion at this season. The 
following suggestions to mothers, written 
by Dr. Charles T. Kerley, instructor in 
diseases of children in the New York Poly- 
clinic, for Babyhood, will be read with in- 
terest: The living-room should be kept at 
a temperattire of from 70 to 72 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Sudden changes in the tem- 
perature are to be avoided. It is a good 
scheme, where possible, to have two living- 
rooms for the child, rooms which are not 
occupied for over si.x hour.^ at a time dur- 
ing the day, thus giving an abundance of 
time for ventilation. The daily bath is, of 
course, absolutely necessary and should he 
given in water at s temperature of 86 to 90 



infant's mouth, are now known to be great- 
ly increased in number and varietv. The 
theory has been advocated that brnnrliitig 
may oe due to the aspiration into the 
lungs of the bacteria-laden secretion of the 
mouth, where.owing totbe inability of the 
child to expectorate, it decomposes. Bac- 
teria are then produced in immense num- 
bers, and these in torn cause the pneu- 
monia. 

That bronchitis is ever brought about in 
this wav is extremely doubtfiu, but it calls 
to mind the mouth toilet, which is a most 
important item in the care of the young. 
The baby's mouth, whether sick or well, 
should be washed at least twice a day with 
a saturated solution of horacic acid. If 
this is carefully carried out, extension of 
inflammation affecting the parts may be 
avoided. 

With the onset of the coryza a dose of 
castor oil is always ot beneht. When the 
nose becomes so filled up that breathing 
and nursing are made dilficult and sleep 
interfered with, a small amount of al!)oline 
may lie introduced, and will often give re- 
lief'. With the onset of a sharp attack of 
croup give one teaspoonfal of ipecac and 
send for the doctor. If the vomiting does

YOUTHFUL PEODIGIES. 

ITren 'Was One 'niiuin .\ge Did jrot 
Slukn I.cMs AVouderfuI. 

Sir Christopher Wren was a prodigy in 
youth, as in niatr.rity. Oughtred, the first 
mathematician of his day, declares in the 
preface of his great book that an ingenious 
boy, "Oentleman Commoner atWadham," 
had enlarged the sciences of astronomy, 
statistics and mechaniM by moot brilliant 
discoveries, "praedaria in Tentls." This 
was Wren at the age of 15. A year before 
that he had taken out a patent for an 
instrument to write with two pens at the 
same time. In the same year na waa ap- 
pointed demonstrating assistant on anat- 
otny at Surgeons' Hall. 

■Wren lived to justify his earlv promise, 
but Dugald Ptcwart tells of a boy who, as 
he hoped, "would rival the fame of Sir 
I-.aac New ton. ' This was theson of Count 
Pusgstall. "1 canot help considering him," 
wrote the Scotch professor, "as the most 
extraordinary prodigy of intellectnal en- 
dowment that has ever fallen under mv 
knowledge." This is a great saying, in- 
deed, from Dugald Stewart, who 'was not 
given to enthusiasm nor to careless ex- 
pression. Ilnfortunately we have no de- 
tailed information about the youth's ac- 
quirements ill later years; he died at 19 
01 general decay, apparently. 

But Mr. Lemaistre met him in his travels 
and published an account in 180&— the boy 
being then 6 years old. "He sits on a car- 
pet, surrounded by blocks, and when the 
gravest and most acute remarks fall from 
the lips ot this little person a spirit seems 
to spi ak rather than a child, and the line 
expression which sparkles on his counte- 
nance tends to strengthen the idea."

Fatal Fight With a Lion. 
The British Central Africa Gazette nves 
the following particulars of the death of 
Dr. McKay oi her Majesty's ship Pioneer, 
who died of wounds inflicted by jt lion 
while he was hunting on the south shores 
of Lake Nyassa on October 22: "Dr. McKay 
was left on October 20 by her Majesty's 
ship Pioneer for a few days' shooting at a 
village near the southwest corner of Nyassa. 
A temporary camp had been formed at this 
place by Major Edwards, who hod been en- 
gaged in endeavors to make peace between 
the ttvo rival factions of Angoni natives. 
On the 20th the Pioneer took away Major 
Edwards to Fort Maguire. On the 22d, Dr. 
McKay having heard that elephants were 
near at hand, started with three bovs to 
look for them. He had with him two double 
eight-bore rifles and a double 5T7. The 
two heavy guns were carried by two Makua 
boys, while his own Zanzibari" 'Mu^a,■ car- 
ried the 577. The account given to Lieuten- 
ant 'Villiers by Musaof wbathanpened is as 
follows: After walking some'hours they 
came to a pool of waterandsaw a lion auJl 
a^ lioness abiiUt twenty vards away. Mc- 
Kay fired tw ice at the lion and wounded 
it. Both animals made off to the jungle, 
300 yards away. The two Makua and some 
Angoni,wbo had come with them, ran away 
or climbed trees. McKay and Musa went 
together to look for the wounded lion. Musa 
saw it crouching down fifteen yards away 
and pointed it out to McKay, who iheii 
leaned against a tree and fired at the .ion's 
head. "Tlie next moment it sprang u|)on 
him with a roar. McKay had his ride up 
to fire again, but had no time. A deadly 



struggle then took place. McKay lost hold 

of his rifle in endeavoring to keep the lion 
off his throat. The beast seized his left 
arm in its jaws and clawed his right. Mc- 
Kay kicked at the lion, which threw him 
down and began to tear his flesh. Musa 
ran back to the Makua and, having se- 
cured one of their guns, came back and 
fired into the lion's side, which thereupon 
left McKay and tried to charge Musa, nut 
did not reach hini and liw down. McKay 
then called to Musa: 'Musa, my arm is 
broken, my leg is broken: bring the rifle.' 
Musa brought it,, and McKay, unable to 
hold it up. made Musa sit down and, rest- 
ing the rifle on his shoulder, shot the lion 
and McKay was carried into camp, where 
he arrived at 10 p.m. For three days he 
suffered much. He died on the 26111 at 4 
p. K. On the same dav, a little later, the 
Pioneer returned to find him dead. He was 
taken to the Universities Mission Station 
at Li koma and buried in the cemetery there.

His two master- 
pieces in humerouB and sentimental travel 
were intended to make a little money— ludi- 
crously little ; but "Travels Witli a Don- 
key" is stilt only in its .sevenili thousand.

He 
has told the public how want of pence 
forced him on a story, how a dream (as 
Walpole says abont his own "Castle of 
Otranto") suggested "Jekyl! and Hyde."

ILnilD£fiIM£HfTYflODS£S 

A Villainous Gang of Thieves 
Commit Depredations 
Ukhindered. 



ThetTearOut Plumbing, Locks, 
Gas and Electric Fix- 
tures Daily. 



For some time past a gang of sneak- 
fhieves andborglat's have been committing 
depredations on a unprecedentedly large 
scale among vacant houses throughout San 
Francisco. Their wholesale plundering 
paasee belief, and what is stranger still not 
one of them has been canght and the 
police are powerless to check them. 

The gang or gangs that day and night 
go about the city looting unoccupied 
houses make no distinctiun as to locality. 
To-day they are busy in the Mission dis 
tiict, to-morrow uninhabited dwellings of 
the ■Western Addition or out by Golden 
Gate Park are visited. And the result is 
always the same: Globes are stolen, lead, 
pipes cut away, gas fixtures and electrical 
appliances are torn out, and frequently 
loclcs and keys disappear in the general 
loot. 

Within the last month or two this vil- 
lainous work has assumed serious propor- 
tions. 

At 614 Twenty-first street the lead waste- 
pipes were chopped off, window shades, 
gas globes and keys were stolen. While 
622 and 624 Eddy street were vacant for a 
lew days all the globes and kevs were 
taken. At 528 Golden Gate avenue— a 
large house just two blocks from 
the Central police station— the ele- 
gant chandeliers and wall brackets 
were twisted and torn away, every globe 
was taken with the gas-firtnres, and the 
lead plumbing under waata-basina, etc. 
went with tb« rest. It ooBt fUO to make 
repairs. 

A house at 110 Oak street was vacant for 
two weeks, and several locks and kevs 
and all the globes were stolen, the locks 
faeine unscrewed from the doors. Kvcry 
Wtoi lead pipe at 619 Mason street wtis 
cut out and stolen, leaving the hnuse a 
wn-ck. \Vijile several of the new Hats at 
Golden Gate avenue and Steiner street 
were vacant, globes, gas-tips, doorknobs, 
locks, electric buttons, bells and batteries 
were stolen. The house at UU Golden 
Gate avenue was vacant three days, but in 
that time the keys, globes, electric battery 
And buttons disupi»!ared. 

The thieves made a wholesale raid on 
the Irvington, a house of seventy rooms at 
418 Ellis sfareiet, while it was unoccupied. 
The electrical apparatus, including a large 
annunciator and button board in the office, 
was carried awav, with all tlie keys ana 
everything else of a portable nature. 

H. F. Fortman's flats at Buchanan and 
Tnrk streets were looted of the electric 
fittings, glolies, ineundescent lamps and 
the lead I'ij'i > ;u the kiti lieu^, liasenients, 
bathrooms and under stationary basins 
In the bedrorns. A residence on 
"Van Ne.ss avenue, between Bush 
and Pine streets, was left without locks or 
keys, or electric lights, batteries, bells and 
buttons when the thieves finished with It. 
R. E. White liad two flats vacant quite 
recently at the eurner of Grove and Gough 
streets and lost many yards of lead pipe, 
ail the globes, keys and gas tips. 

On Folsom street, near Tenth, the same 
gang of thieves malit iou.sly cut oft the 
plumbing and ruined two houses. Three 
new flats at 821 to 827 Hyde street were 
•hamefolly plundered. The faucets were 
takm cO; su flbadM, alMtds i^obM and 



buttons, keys, etc., were stolen along with 
locks, doorknobs and mountings. The 
damage in each flat was |60. 

Other iilaces that have been robbed are 

171.1 Hucnanan street, globes taken; 2215 
Stitter street, globes and lixtures stolen; 
li)02 Green street, lead pipes, faucets 
and gas globes; 24 and 26 Tremont 
avenue, plumbing and gas fixtures; 
Van Ness avenue, near Bush, plumbing 
and gas fixtures; flats on Pine street, near 
Webster, plumbing torn ' out, globes, 
gas fixtures, electric batteries and 
bells stolen; fil9 Willaw avenue, globes 
and gas fixtures; corner of Ridley and 
Elgin streets, gas fixtures and lead pipes; 
Valencia and Quiun, plumbing, locks, 
keys, gas fixtures: Tenth and Natoma, in 
a row of houses, faucets, plumbing, globes 
and ^as fixtures; northeast corner of Cali- 
fornia and Kearny, lead pipes and plumb- 
ing, including that of waterclosets; 22and 
23 Capp, flats, globes and lead pipes. 

This list does not comprise one hun- 
dredth of the number of houses that have 
been despoiled in a most wanton fashion, 
though it is stillicient to irivean idea of tlie 
thievery going on without hindrance. 
Globes cost 60 cents each, locks as high as 
$.S 50, electric apparatus JIO, often very 
murh more, and plumbing bills averaire 
fnuu $'_'0 to $.'>0 (in every house or Hat. 'file 
material is xlispo.sed of in fences for a few 
dollar or a few cents. 



COSTRACT FOR BAILS LET. 

THE Johnson-Locke Company 
Will Ship Them to This 
Coast. 



Committee Appointed to Take 
Charge of the Matter 
OF Surveys. 



There may be donbts in the minds of 

some people as to whether tlie Governor 
will sign the bill giving the valley road 
privileges for terminals on the bay, but 
it is evident that the board of directors do 
not share this feeling of uncertainty. 
They held a meeting; ye^terday and went 
right along with the work of getting every- 
thing in readiness for active operations, 
just as though the bill had already been 
signed and was now a law. 

As a result of yesterday's action some 
very tangible evidence that the road will 
be built will soon be on the way out to 
this coast from N"ew York in the form of 
2WKJ rails which have been ordered, and 
the contract for bringing them here was 
also given out yesterday. 

The Johnson-lxicke Mercantile Company 
is the firm which received the latter con- 
tract. One of its members noiiiied the 
board Friday afternoon that his lirm had a 
ship in the Kast that would suou take on a 
cargo for this coast. 

' You must make up your minds pretty 
quick," said he," for if you don't contract 
for the rails at once we shall load tlie ship 
with coal ana start her for this coast im- 
mediately.'' 

This necessitated quick work on the part 
of the bord and its members soon disposed 
of the matter when they got together yes- 
terday. The contract specifies that the 
ship shall leave New York not later than 
April 1, and it is expected here about 
July 1. 

The board refuses to divulge the name 
of the firm of manufactiirers from whom 
the rails were purchaseu. When Vice^ 
President Whittier was asked the question 
vesterday he said that that fact would not 
be made public just yet. 

The steamship which will convey this 
tir>t coii^i.-i.nicnt of rails for the road to; 
thi> eu.i.st is the Washtenaw. She has a 
capacity of about 4600 tons, and will oarr\- 
a large amount of freight in addition to the 
rails. 

Mr. Whittier said that probably three or ! 
four parties of engineers would" soon be 
placed in the fiela. This matter of sur- 
veys was yesterday placed in the hands of 
a special committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Holbrook, Watt and Hagee, and those gen- 
tlemen will press the work with aU possi- 
ble dispatch.

wonderfully, and under moderately favorable con- 
ditions lh'> roots live from year to year. This oer- 
erinial it-:.d' in toe(-ili.-r with its free Sf<-<Ilng 
liahlt, rtiiii'f tt i-crmancnt antl j roijrt'.ssive in 
most plac'-s in whicii it lias thus far bccu :ri(-<l. 

"Vakkef. Dcxidm;"— H. Y Ctty. The history 
of the song -Yankee Doodle" is uncertain and 
tbenftmeof theattthorof tba words does not 
appear In hUtory. It was originally known as 
"Nankee Doodle," and is as old as the time of 
Cromwell, to whom, under that name, the dog- 
gerel words belonging to U seem to have had 
arefeience. One writer tayt: "'Tmnkee Doo- 
dle' ts remarkable as baTfaig been an old 
Dutcn catcb adapted to an old Engllsb chnnt 
and adopted with consdonsness or nnron- 
EcioQsnessby the American troops." An- 
other writer says ; "It Is a lively and popular 
tune in 2-4 time, wblc^ has been for many 
years regarded in the Cnlted States, more par- 
tlcalarlv in New England, as the printdpal 
national air. It Is of considerable antlqalty, 
having been well known in England In tbe 
time of tbe Commonwealth, and, according to 
common tradition, was adopted for tbe first 
time as a military air by the provisional troops 
assembled at Albany In 177,5 to take part in tbe 
expedition against the Canadas. It became 
popular during the Revolutionary War, and 
has since held its place almost undisputed as 
the universal melody of the country." Though 
this tune Is not discarded as a national air, it 
yields precedence to "Hail, Columbia." The 
term "Yankee Doodle" Is said to have been 
traced to the Persian phrase "Yaukl doanlab," 
which means "inhabitants of tbe New World." 

SPEISG— W. X., City. According to Whlt- 
aker's Almanack spring commenced this year 
in Enfrland March ".iO. Times, of divi.sion and 
the duration of tbe seasons are entirely con- 
ventional and are adjusted in terms of the 
monthly calendar in accordance with the local 
climate. Generally in the United States and 
Canada spring is considered to begin with the 
Ist of March, but much depends on the locality 
and what definllion is placed un the wuril 
spring. One rteiinition is that si-rlng is the 
first ot the four seasons of the year, the season 
in which plants begin to vegetate. In Califor- 
nia plants vegetate all the year round, and, 
according to that definition, it would b* very 
diflicult to say when spring (tniinnerices. As- 
tronomically the (our sca.sons begin at the 
etininoctial or the solstitlBl points. The sum- 
mer solstice is the meridian passing tliroiigh 
the point where the .sun touches the tropic of 
Cancer; the winter soistice is the meridian 
passing through the point wh*^re it loiiches 
the tropic of Capricorn, and tiic equinoctial 
points are the points at which the sun's path 
crosses the celestial equator. All these points 
shift according to very exact attronomlcal 
laws from year to year, so the precise time when 
tbe seaaona beg{n is a matter of the nicest 
mathematteal ouoolatloni. 

Emblem of Fbakce— Miss K., City. The vio- 
let is not the emblem of France. Prior to the 
revolution ol 1798 the Fleur de Us was the em- 
blem of France. Clovia, King of the Franks, 
who lived from 465 to 511, In 49S he married 
Clotilda, dnughter of Chllperic, a Bnrgnndian 
Prince. Jlis wiic, a Christian, earnestly de- 
sired the conversion of her husband, who, like 
most of the Franks, was still a heathen. In a 
great battle. with the Alemannl at Tolbiac, 
near Cologne, Clovli was hard pressed, and 
there he Invoked the Godot Clotilda, offering 
to become a ChristiaD on oondltion of obtain- 
ing the victory. Tbe Alemanni .were routed, 
and on Christmas day of the same year, 490, 
Clovis and several thousand of his army were 
baptized by the Bishop of Rheims. According 
to tradition, when Clovis became a Christian, 
au angel brought from heaven a Fletir dells 
and presented iiim with it. In commemora- 
tion of the event he caused the flower to be 
recognized as the emblem o| the French, and 
placed it on the flag of France, a pure white one. 
It lamained the natioBal emblem wttU the 
motaHoB el 'M,irhta KM tiiociwvMin)*- 



Btitnted. During the Presidency of Carnot the 
red pink was recognized as the national flower.

The Drake Crops — M. S. B., City. The 
Prayer-book cross, or Drake cros.s, as the cross 
in Golden Gate Park is known. Is by far the 
largest cross in the world and la lo many re- 
spects the most notable piece of stonework on 
the American continent. It Is 57 feet high, 
standing upon n ].cdestal of solid stonework 
17 feet S inches sqiiure hy 7 feet In height. 
The cross Is composed of sixty-eight pieces of 
stone aggregating ti(X),(X)0 pounds in weight. 
The arms are formed of eight pieces, each 
weighing 24,000 pounds, making a total 
weight of 193,000 pounds. There are ten 
stones in this cross larger than the largest 
stone in the famotis pyramid of Cheops. The 
stone ufvd in the coiistrn<?tion of the cross Is 
blue sHiidsionc from quarries In Colusa County, 
and it stands a crushing test of from 9000 to 
12,000 iioiinds to the square inch. The cross- 
erected to comm. 'in orate the first use of the 
book 'if common |, invar In this country, at a 
service held on tlic slioreof Drakes Bay about 
St. John's day, 1579— was the gift of the late 
George W. ChUds of PhUadelpUa, and waa un- 
veiled January 1, 1894.

Umos- Hioh Pciinoi,— Inquirer, Elmlra, So- 
lano Couiuy, Cnl, Tliere is no provision in the 
law by which a union high school can be dis- 
coiitintied except to allow it to lapse by an 
average attendance of ten pupils or less. When 
tbe school has so lapscil the Coiintv Superin- 
tendent shall suspend the si hool and report the 
fact to the Board of Supervisors of the district 
in which It is located. The board, after declar- 
ing the school lapsed, shall cause the jiroperiy 
to be sold and the proceeds to be distributed to 
the districts composing tbe high school dis- 
trict in proportion to the assened yalnatiOD of 
property in the district.
